For dissolving this present Parliament, and declaring 
the Calling of another. 


GEORGE RB. 


W HEREAS We have thought fit, by and with the 
Advice of Our Privy Council, to dissolve this 
present Parliament, which now stands prorogued to 
Tuesday the Fifth Day of July next: We do, for that 
End, publish this Our Royal Proclamation; and do 
hereby dissolve the said Parliament. accordingly: And 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and the Knights, 
Citizens, and Burgesses, and the Commissioners for 
Shires and Burghs, of the House of Commons, are 
discharged from their Meeting and Attendance on 





Tuesday the said Fifth Day of July next. And We 
being desirous and resolved, as soon as may be, to meet 
Our People, and to have their Advice in Parliament, do 
hereby make known, to all Our loving Subjects, Our 
Royal Will and Pleasure to call a New Parliament: 
And do hereby further declare, That, with the Advice 
of Our Privy Council, We have, this Day, given Order 
to Our Chancellor of Great Britain to issue out Writs, 
in due Form, for calling a New Parliament; which 
Writs are to bear Teste on Saturday the Twenty-first 
Day of this Instant May, and to be returnable on 
Tuesday the Twelfth Day of July following. 


Given at Our Court at Saint James's, the Twentieth ~ 
Day of May One thousand Seven hundred and 
Ninety-six, in the Thirty-sixth Year of Our 
Reign.

HE King’s Most Excellent Majesty having, 

by His Royal Proclamation (hereunto an- 

nexed) dated the 20th Day of May 1796, 

dissolved the last Parliament, and by His 
Writ of Summons, issued under the Great Seal of 
Great Britain, bearing Teste at Westminster, on Satur- 
day the 21st Day of the same Month, and returnable 
on this Day, called a new Parliament, several Members 
appeared: And His Majesty having been pleased, by 
and with the Advice of His Privy Council, by an 
Order of Council, dated the 1st Day of this Instant 
July, to declare that the said Pasliament should be 
this Day prorogued by Writ, the said Members went 
directly, without going into the House of Commons, 
or expecting any Message from the Lords, up to the 
Door of the House of Peers; and, after a short Stay 
there, the Yeoman Usher of the Black Rod opening 
the Door, they, with the Clerk, went up to the Bar 
of the House: And they being there, the Lord Chan- 
cellor standing up uncovered, declared that there was 
a Writ issued under the Great Seal for proroguing the 
Parliament. 


Which Writ lying on the Table, his Lordship directed 
the Clerk to read: And the same was read accordingly, 
for proroguing the Parliament until Tuesday the 16th 
Day of August next ensuing; as followeth; viz.

and, by the Tenor of these Presents, strictly requiring 
you, and every of you, and all others whom this may 
concern, That you, and every of you, do personally 
appear, and be present, on the said Sixteenth Day of 
August, at Our said City of Westminster, to treat, do, 
act, and conclude, upon those Things, which, in Our 
said Parliament, by the Common Council of Our said 
Kingdom (by God's Assistance) shall happen to be 
ordained. Witness Ourself, at Westminster, the First 
Day of July, in the Thirty-sixth Year of Our Reign.

be, elected or appointed a Knight, Citizen, Burgess, Baron of any of the Five Ports, or Commissioners of Shires or 
Burghs of the present Parliament, appointed to meet the Twenty-seventh Day of September Instant; and to take 
and receive the Oaths of all and every the said Person and Persons, whois, are, or shall be, elected or appointed a 
Knight, Citizen, Burgess, Baron of any of the Five Ports, or Commissioners for the Shires or Burghs aforesaid, for 
the said Parliament; and also to tender and administer the Oath mentioned in a Statute made in the Seventh Year 
of the Reign of his late Majesty, intituled, “‘ Au Act for the better regulating the Election of Members to serve in 
** the House of Commons for that Part of Great Britain called Scotland; and for incapacitating the Judges of the 
“ Court of Session, Court of Justiciary, and Barons of the Court of Exchequer in Scotland, to be elected, or to sit or 
“« vote as Members of the House of Commons;” according to the Directions of another Statute, made in the Sixteenth 
Year of his late Majesty’s Reign, directing the said Oath to be taken before me, to all and every Person and Persons 
who is, are, or shall be, chosen a Member to serve in Parliament for any Shire or Stewartry within that Part of 
Great Britain called Scotland, and who was not, were not, or shall not be present at the Meeting of Election; and to 
take and receive the Oath of all and every such Person and Persons; giving them, my said Deputies, Six, Five, 
Four, Three, Two, or One of them, full Power and Authority to execute and perform the Matters hereinbefore 
mentioned ; ratifying and confirming all and whatsoever my Deputies or Deputy shall do and perform in this Behalf, 
in as ample, perfect, and full Manner, as if I myself had personally been present, and done the same. In Testimony 
whereof I have hereunto set my Hand and Seal, this Twenty-seventh Day of September, in the Thirty-sixth Year 
of the Reign of our Sovereign Lord George the Third, by the Grace of God, of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, 
King, Defender of the Faith, &c.

QO’ which Day, being the First Day of the Meeting 
of this Parliament, for the Dispatch of Business, 
pursuant to a Proclamation hereunto annexed, and 
also to the Writs which had issued for that Purpose, 
the most Noble John Frederick Duke of Dorset, Lord 
Steward of His Majesty's Household, came, about 
Twelve of the Clock, into One of the Rooms belong- 
ing to the Clerk of the House of Commons, where the 
Oaths appointed to be taken by the Members returned 
to serve in Parliament are usually administered ; and 
John Hatsell, Esquire, Clerk of the House of Commons, 
and Mr. Ley, Clerk Assistant, and the other Clerks, at- 
tending according to their Duty ; and the Honourable 
John Yorke, Clerk of the Crown in Chancery, having 
delivered to the said Mr. Hatsell a Book, containing a 
List of the Names of such Members as had been re- 
turned to serve in this Parliament, the Lord Steward 
did himself, in Person, administer the Oaths appointed 
to several of the Members who appeared, and after- 
wards made a Commission or Deputation under his 
Hand and Seal (liereunto also annexed) impowering 
several of the Members who had before been sworn, to 
administer the said Oaths to the rest of the Members 
returned; some of which Commissioners administered 
the same accordingly to such other Members as ap- 
peared: Which being done, the Members repaired to 
their Seats in the House of Commons. 

After which, a Message was brought by Sir Francis 
Molyneux, Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod : 


Gentlemen, 

The Lords, authorized by virtue of His Majesty’s 
Commission, desire the immediate Attendance of this 
Honourable House, in the House of Peers, to hear the 
Commission read. 


Accordingly the House went up to the House of 
Peers ; where the Lord Chancellor, sitting with several 
other Lords on a Form, between the Throne and the 
Woolsacks, said, 


My Lords, and Gentlemen of the House of Com- 


mons, 
Hs Majesty not thinking fit to be present here 
this Day in His Royal Dasien, has been pleased, 
in order to the opening and holding of this Parliament, 
to cause Letters Patent to be passed under His Great 
Seal, constituting us, and several other Lords therein- 
named, His Commissioners, to do all Things in His 
Majesty’s Name, on His Part, necessary to be performed 
in this Parliament; this will more fully appear by the 
Letters Patent themselves, which must be now read.

Our most dear Brother and faithful Councillor William 
Duke of Gloucester; the most Reverend Father in God, 
Our right trusty and well-beloved Councillor John 
Archbishop of Canterbury, Primate and Metropolitan 
of all England; Our right trusty and well-beloved

It is a peculiar Satisfaction to Me, in the present 
Conjuncture of Affairs, to recur to your Advice, after 
the recent Opportunity which has been given for collect- 
ing the Sense of My People, engaged in a difficult and 
arduous Contest, for the Preservation of all that is most 
dear to Us. 

I have omitted no Endeavours. for setting on Foot 
Negotiations to restore Peace to Europe, and to secure 
for the future the general Tranquillity—The Steps which 
I have taken for this Purpose, have at length opened the 
Way to an immediate and direct Negotiation, the Issue 
of which must either produce the desirable End of 
a just, honourable, and solid Peace, for Us, and for Our 
Allies, or must prove, beyond Dispute, to what Cause 
alone the Prolongation of the Calamities of War must 
be ascribed. 

I shall immediately send a Person to Paris, with full 
Powers to treat for this Object; and it is My anxious 
Wish that this Measure may lead to the Restoration of 
general Peace: But you must be sensible that nothing 
can so much contribute to give Effect to this Desire, as 
your manifesting that we possess both the Determination 
and the Resources to oppose, with increased Activity 
and Energy, the further Efforts with which we may have 
to contend. 

You will feel this peculiarly necessary at a Moment 
when the Enemy has openly manifested the Intention of 
attempting a Descent on these Kingdoms,—It cannot 
be doubted what would be the Issue of such an Enter- 
prize ; but it befits vour Wisdom to neglect no Precau- 
tions that may either preclude the Attempt, or secure the 
speediest Means of turning it to the Confusion and Ruin 
of the Enemy. 

In reviewing the Events of the Year, you will have 

observed. that, by the Skill and Exertions of My Navy, 
Our extensive and increasing Commerce has been pro- 
tected to a Degree almost beyond Example; and the 
Fleets of the Enemy have, for the greatest Part of the 
Year, been blocked up in their own Ports. 
_ The Operations in the East and West Indies have been 
highly honourable to the British Arms, and productive 
of great National Advantage; and the Valour and good 
Conduct of My Forces, both by Sea and Land, have 
been eminently conspicuous. 

The Fortune of War on the Continent has been more 
various, and the Progress of the French Armies 
threatened, at one Period, the utmost Danger to all 
Europe; but, from the honourable and digaified Per- 
severance of My Ally the Emperor, and from the Intre- 
pidity, Discipline, and invincible Spirit, of the Austrian

Forces, under the auspicious Conduct of the Archduke 
Charles, such a Turn has lately been given to the Course 
of the War, as may inspire q well-grounded Confidence 
that, the final Result of the Campaign will prove more 
disastrous to the Enemy, than its Commencement 
and Progress for a Time were favourable. to. their 
Hopes. 

The apparently hostile Dispositions and Conduct of

To defeat all the Designs of Our Enemies, to restore 
to My People the Blessings of a secure and honourable 
Peace, to maintain inviolate their Religion, Laws, and 
Liberty, and to deliver down unimpaired to the latest 
Posterity the Glory and Happiness of these Kingdoms, 
is the constant Wish of My Heart, and the uniform 
End of all My Actions,—In every Measure that can 
conduce to these Objects, I am confident of receiving 
the firm, zealous, and affectionate Support of My Par- 
liament, 


Resolved, Nemine Contradicente, That an humble Ad- 
dress be presented to His Majesty, To return His Ma- 
jesty the Thanks of this House for His most Gracious 
Speech from the Throne : 3 

To assure His Majesty, that we are deeply sensible 
of His Majesty’s Parental Regard for the Interest of 
His Subjects, in having omitted no Endeayours for 
setting on Foot Negotiations to restore Peace to Europe, 
and to secure for the future the general Tranquillity ; 

That we rejoice to learn, that the Steps which: have 
been taken for this Purpose have at length opened the 
Way to an immediate and direct Negotiation, which, 
we doubt not, will be so conducted on His Majesty's 
Part, as either to produce the desirable End of a just, 
honourable, and solid Peace for us and for our Alfies, 
or to prove, beyond Dispute, to what Cause alone 
the Prolongation of the Calamities of War must be 
ascribed ; 

_ That we join with His Majesty in an anxious Wish, 
that the Step which His Majesty proposes to take of 
sending a Person to Paris, with full Powers to treat, 
may lead to the Restoration of geneval Peace; but we 

are 
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are fully sensible, that nothing can so much contribute to 
. give Effect to this Desire, as manifesting that we possess 
both the Determination and the Resources to oppose, 
with increased Activity and Energy, the further Efforts 
with which we may have to contend : 

That we must, indeed, -feel this to be peculiarly 
necessary when an Intention has been openly manifested 
of attempting a Descent on these Kingdoms ; and that 
although it cannot be doubted what would be the 
Issue of such an Enterprize, we deem it an indispen- 
sable Duty to neglect no Precautions that may either 
preclude the Attempt, or secure the speediest Means 
of turning it to the Confusion and Ruin of the 
Enemy : 

That in reviewing the Events of the Year we have 
not failed to observe, with a just Satisfaction, that by the 
Skill and Exertions of His Majesty’s Navy our extensive 
and increasing Commerce has been protected to a Degree 
almost beyond Example; and that the Fleets of the 
Enemy have, for the greatest Part of the Year, been 
blocked up in their own Ports : 

We consider the Operations in the Hast and West 
Indies as productive of great National Advantage, and as 
displaying the Valour and good Conduct of His Majesty’s 
Forces, both by Sea and Land, in a Degree highly 
honourable to the British Arms : 

That, having contemplated, with anxious Solicitude, 
the various Fortune of War on the Continent, and the 
Danger with which all Europe was at one Time threat- 
ened, we reflect, with proportionable Admiration and Joy, 
on the honourable and dignified Perseverance of His 
Majesty's Ally the Emperor; and on the Intrepidity, 
Discipline, and invincible Spirit, of the Austrian Forces, 
under the auspicious Conduct of the Archduke Charles, 
and we entertain the most sanguine Hope, that, from the 
Turn lately given to the Course of the War, the final 
Result of the Campaign may prove more disastrous to the 
Enemy, than its Commencement and Progress for a Time 
were favourable to their Hopes: 

That, while we regret the hostile Dispositions and 
Conduct on the Part of the Court of AZadrid, which 
have led to the Discussions now. depending, we enter- 
tain a just Confidence, that, whenever His Majesty 
shall be enabled to acquaint us with the final Result, 
a further Proof will be given to Europe of the Temper 
and Prudence which govern His Majesty’s Proceedings ; 
and we cannot too strongly express to His Majesty our 
fixed Determination to support His Majesty with our 
Lives and Fortunes in defending, against every Aggres- 
sion, the Dignity, Rights, and Interests, of the British 
Empire: 

To assure His Majesty, that He may, at all Times, 
rely on the Zeal and Affection of His faithful Commons 
for such Supplies as may be necessary for the Service of 
the Year; and that it must afford us the most cordial 
Satisfaction to find that, notwithstanding the temporary 
Embarrassments which have been experienced, the State 
of the Commerce, Manufactures, and Revenue, of the 
Country, proves the real Extent and Solidity of the Public 
Resources, and will furnish such Means as nay be equal 
to the great and vigorous Exertions which the present 
Crisis peculiarly requires : 

That we acknowledge, with the utmost Thankfulness 
and Satisfaction, that the Distresses which were in the 
jast Year experienced from the Scarcity of Corn, are now, 
by the Blessing of God, happily removed ; and that an 
abundant Harvest affords the pleasing Prospect of Relief, 
on that important Article, to the labouring Classes of the 
Community : 

That with equal Satisfaction we reflect on the unin- 
terrapted Continuance of our internal Tranquillity, on 
the general Attachment of His Majesty’s faithful Subjects 
to the British Constitution, and on the happy Effects 
produced by the Energy and Wisdom of the Laws in 
repressing the Endeavours of those who wished to intro- 
duce Anarchy and Confusion into the Country : 
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- To beseech His Majesty to believe, that we are deeply 
impressed with the gracious and paternal Expressions of 
His Majesty's constant Solicitude for the Glory and 
Happiness of His Kingdoms ; and that His Majesty may, 
at all Times, rely on the firm, zealous, and affectionate 
Support of His Parliament, in those Exertions which are 
directed to the great Object of defeating all the Designs 
of our Enemies, of restoring to the People the Blessings 
of a secure and honourable Peace, and of delivering 
down, unimpaired, to the latest Posterity, those Civil and 
Religious Blessings by which these Kingdoms have been 
so eminently distinguished under the Protection of His 
Majesty’s just and auspicious Government.

illegally rejecting the Votes of several Burgesses who 
had a legal Right to vote, and who tendered their 
Votes for the Petitioner, and by admitting other Per- 
sons to vote for the said Magens Dorrien Magens, who 
had no legal Right to vote; and that the said She- 
riffs, although they had, at the Opening the Poll,

“ Boroughs,” did not apply to the Borough of Car- 
marthen, and had, in Consequence of such Declara- 
tion, permitted Four Burgesses, who had not been 
possessed of their Franchises Twelve Calendar Months, 
to poll for the said Magens Dorrien Magens, yet the 
said Sheriffs immediately afterwards rejected Seventeen 
Burgesses, who tendered their Votes for the Peti- 
tioner, merely because they had not been possessed of 
their Franchises Twelve Calendar Months next pre- 
ceding the Election ; and the said Sheriffs were guilty 
of several other gross Acts of Misconduct and Par- 
tiality in Favour of the said Magens Dorrien Magens, 
and against the Petitioner ; and that, by these and other 
undue Means and Proceedings, a pretended Majority 
hath been procured in Favour of the said Magens Dor- 
rien Magens, who hath been thereupon returned, by 
the said Sheriffs, as the Member to serve in Parlia- 
ment for the County of the Borough of Carmarthen, 
to the great Prejudice of the Petitioner, who had an

A Petition of Sir John Henderson, of Fordel, Baronet, 
was delivered in at the Table, and read; Setting forth, 
That at the late Election held at Inverkeithing, on the 
20th day of June last, of a Representative or Burgess

teenth Year of His Majesty’s Reign, the Petitioners have 
completed another navigable Canal, from the Summit of 
the first-mentioned Canal, on the South Side of Hare- 
castle, to Froghall, and a Railway from thence to the 
Lime Works at Caldon, in the said County of Stafford, 
which is called The Caldon Canal; and that, though 
the Petitioners are, by the said Act of the Sixth Year of 
His present Majesty, empowered to supply the said 
Canal from the Z’rent to the Mersey, by and out of such 
Brooks or Streams as may be found within the Distance 
of Five hundred Yards of any Part of it, and within 
the Distance of Five Miles from that Part of it lying in 
Harecastle Vale aforesaid, and to supply the said Ca/don 
Canal with Water from such Brooks and Streams as. are, 
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or shall be, found within One thousand Yards of any 
Part of it, they have avoided, as much as possible, the 
Diminution of the said Brooks or Streams, which, being 
appropriated to the Uses of Mills, and other Works 
necessary for the Manufactories of the Country, could 
not be effected without great Injury to such Works, and 
the Petitioners have contented themselves with supplying 
their said Canals with Water chiefly by Means of Reser- 
voirs, of which they have erected Four of considerable 
Extent at great Expence; and that, the Increase of 
Trade and Commerce having rendered farther Supplies 
of Water necessary, the Petitioners have caused Surveys 
of the Country to be taken, by which it appears that a 
Reservoir may conveniently be made in a Place called

restrained from taking or affecting any of the Brooks or 
Streams of the Country, but to be confined to Rain 
Waters only, for filling the said Reservoir, for the Supply 
of the said Canals: And therefore praying, That Leave 
may be given to bring in a Bill for making and maintain- 
ing such Reservoir and Branch of Canal, with necessary 
Aqueducts or Feeders, in such Manner, and under such 
Regulations and Restrictions, as to the House shall seem 
meet. 

Ordered, That the said Petition be referred to the Con- 
sideration of a Committee: And that they do examine 
the Matter thereof; and report the same, as it shall 
appear to them, tothe House:

‘A PEMHTION of James John Vassar, Esquire, was 
delivered in at the Table, and read; Setting forth, 
That the Petitioner was a Candidate at the late Election 
for the Borough of Malmesbury, in the County of Wilts, 
together with Samuel Smith, and Peter Isaac Thellusson, 
Esquires, and that due Notice was given that the Elec- 
tion would be at Eleven of the Clock on Friday, the 
art Day of May last; and that on Monday, the 
OL. 52, 
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23d Day of the same Month, the Petitioner went to the 
said Borough, and, in Company with several of the prin- 
cipal Inhabitants, began a Canvass, and the next Day 
attended a Court held to elect the High Steward, and 
ey declared his Intention of offering himself as a 
Candidate to represent the said Borough in Parliament ; 
and that the Petitioner continued, from that Day, to 
make his Intention generally known, both by continuing 
his Canvass, and by distributing Hand Bills expressive 
of such his Intention, and that such his Intention 
was public and notorious; and that on the said Day of 
Election the Petitioner attended at the Hour appointed 
by the Proclamation, accompanied by his, Friends, and 
a very large Majority of the —— of the said Bo- 
rough, but that the Door of the Court House, wherein 
the Elections for Members of Parliament were usually 
held, was locked ; and that soon after the High Steward of 
the said Borough, attended by the Alderman and Capital 
Burgesses of the said Borough, and by the Agent of the 
Sitting Members, neither of whom were personally pre- 
sent on that Occasion, came to the said Court House, 
with a Number of Constables, or Persons acting as such, 
when the Door was opened, and the said High Steward, 
and a Number of Persons, apparently of his Party, took 
Possession of the Hustings; and that the Petitioner 
however procured Admittance for himself, and, declar- 
ing himself a Candidate to represent the said Borough, 
demanded that his Agent and Friends might also have

Tinie, also proposed by. Wiliam ¥ry, one of the Assistant 
Burgesses of the said Borough, and that the Motion was 
seconded by William Sharp, who was also an Assistant 
Burgess of the said Borough, and the Petitioner then 
addressed himself to the Returning Officer, demanding 
a Poll to take the Votes of the Persons having Right to 
vote for Members of Parliament for the said Borough, 
and that a Poll was also called for, generally, by many 
of the Burgesses of the said Borough then in Coiarts and 
that no Attention was paid by the Returning Officer to 
the Demand of the Petitioner, nor to the Demands of the

Clerk went amongst the Capital Burgesses with the 
Names in his Hand, and endeavoured to make some of 
them repeat the Names after him, but returned almost 
instantly to the High Steward; and that the said High 
Steward thereupon made Proclamation (amidst a general 
Call for a Poll) and dissolved the Court; and that the 
said Returning Officer refused or neglected to take the

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the Borough of Malmesbury; and that the Right of 
Election of Members to serve in Parliament for the said 
Borough is in all the Members of the said Corporate 
Body, or in the Burgesses of the said Borough, and not 
in the Capital Burgesses of the said Borough only, nor in 
any select Body of the said Corporation ; and that a large 
Majority of the Burgesses of the said Borough and Cor- 
poration tendered their Votes, and demanded a Poll, in 
Favour of the Petitioner, and, on the Refusal of the Re- 
turning Officer to receive the said Votes, ‘did afterwards

Mr. Egerton reported from the Committee, to whom 
the Petition of the Company of Proprietors of the 
Navigation from the 7ren¢ to the Mersey, was referred ;

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, Two 
Acts, passed in the Sixth and Tenth Years of the Reign 
of His present Majesty, for making and maintaining 
a navigable Canal from the River Zrent, in the County 
of Derby, to the River Mersey, in the County of Chester : 
And also another Act, passed in the Sixteenth Year of 
His present Majesty’s Reign, to enable the Company of 
Proprietors of the Navigation from the Jrent to the 
Mersey, to make a navigable Canal from the said 
Navigation on the South Side of Harecastie, in the 
County of Stafford, to Froghall; and’a Railway from 
thence to or near Ca/don, in the said County, were read : 
And, 

Mr. Thomas Sparrow being examined, said, That 
although the said Company are by the said Act of the 
Sixth Year of His present Majesty empowered to supply 
the said Canal from the Trent to the Mersey, by and out 
of such Brooks or Streams as may be found within the 
Distance of Five hundred Yards of any Part of it, and 
within the Distance of Five Miles from that Part of it 
lying in Harecastle Vale, and to supply the said Caldon 
Canal with Water from such Brooks and Streams as are 
or shall be found within One thousand Yards of any Part 
of it, they have avoided as much as possible the Dimi- 
nution of the said Brooks and Streams, which being 
appropriated to the Uses of Mills, and other Works ne- 
cessary for the Manufactories of the Country, could not be 
effected without great Injury to such Works ; and the said 
Company have contented themselves with supplying their 
said Canals with Water, chiefly by Means of Reservoirs, 
of which they have erected Four of considerable Extent, 
at great Expence. 

That the Increase of Trade and Commerce having ren- 
dered farther Supplies of Water necessary, the said Com- 
pany have caused Surveys of the Country to be taken; 
by which it appears that a Reservoir may be conveniently 
made in a Place called Rudyerd Vale, situate in the 
Parishes of Horton and Leek, in the said County of 
Stafford, about Five Miles North of the said Canal, - 
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The Caldon Canal, and about Two Miles from the Town 
of Leek, in the said County; and that by Surveys also 
lately taken, it appears that a Branch of Canal may be 
extended on One entire Level from a Part of the said 
Canal, called The Caldon Canal, at or near Endon, to or 
near the said Town of Leek, which will be of great 
Advantage to the said Town and the Public. 

And being further examined, he said, That the said 
Company are willing and desirous, at their own Expence, 
to make and maintain such Reservoir and Branch of 
Canal, and are willing to be restrained from taking or 
affecting any of the Brooks or Streams from the Coun- 
try, but to be confined to Rain Waters only, for filling 
~ said Reservoir, for the Supply of the said Canals :

William Cross being examined, said, That he is a Sur- 
veyor, and has surveyed the Country from the said Place, 
called Rudyerd Vale, to or near the Town of Leek, and also 
from the Caldon Canal at or near £ndon, to or near the 
said Town of Zeek ; and that it is practicable to make a 
Reservoir in the said Place, called Rudyerd Vale, with a 
Feeder therefrom to or near the said Town of Zeek; and 
that a Branch of Canal is also practicable to be made 
from the Caldon Canal at or near Endon, to or near the 
said Town of Leek ; and that the making and maintain- 
ing the same will be of great Advantage to the said 
Town of Leek, and the Places adjacent thereto, and of 
Public Utility. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill to 
enable the Company of Proprietors of the Navigation

EXPLANATORY ARTICLE, signed at Philadel- 
phia, the 4th of May 1796, to be added to the 
Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and Navigation, 
between His Majesty and the United States of 
America, Signed at London, the 19th of November 
1794 


Whereas by the Third Article of the Treaty of Amity, 
Commerce, and Navigation, concluded at London, on 
the 19th Day of November 1794, between His Britannick 
Majesty and the United States of Aimerica, it was agreed, 
That it should at all Times be free to His Majesty's 
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Subjects, and to the Citizens of the United States, and also 
to the Jndians dwelling on either Side of the Boundary 
Line assigned by the Treaty of Peace to the United 
States, freely to pass and repass, by Land.or Inland Na- 
vigation, into the respective Territories and Countries of 
the Two Contracting Parties, on the Continent of Ame- 
rica, (the Country within the Limits of the Hudson's Bay 
Company only excepted, ) and to navigate all the Lakes, 
Rivers, and Waters thereof, and freely to carry on Trade 
and Commerce with each other, subject to the Provi- 
sions and Limitations contained in the said Article: 
And whereas, by the Eighth Article of the Treaty of 
Peace and Friendship, concluded at Greenville, on the 
3d Day of August 1795, between the United States and 
the Nations or Tribes of Indians called The Wyandots, 
Delawares, Shawanoes, Ottowas, Chippewas, Putawati- 
mies, Miamis, Eel River, Weeas, Kickapoos, Piankashaws, 
and Kaskaskias, it was stipulated, that no Person should 
be permitted to reside at any of the Towns or Hunting 
Camps of the said Indian Tribes as a Trader, who is not 
furnished with a Licence for that Purpose under the Au- 
thority of the United States; which latter Stipulation 


has excited Doubts whether in its Operation it may nat 


interfere with the due Execution of the said Third Arti- 
cle of the Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and Navigation ; 
and it being the sincere Desire of His Britannick Majesty, 
and of the United States, that this Point should be so 
explained as to remove all Doubts, and promote mu- 
tual Satisfaction and Friendship; and for this Purpose 
His Britannick Majesty; having named for his Commis- 
sioner Phincas Bond, Esquire, His Majesty's Consul Gene- 
ral for the Middle and Southern States of America, (and 
now His Majesty's Chargé d’Affaires to the United 
States,) and the President of the United States having 
named for their Commissioner Timothy Pickering, Esquire, 
Secretary of State of the United States, to whom, agree- 
ably to the Laws of the United States, he has entrusted 
this Negotiation; they, the said Commissioners, having 
communicated to each other their Full Powers, have, in 
virtue of the same, and conformably to the Spirit of the 
last Article of the said Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and 
Navigation, entered into this Explanatory Article, and 
do by these Presents explicitly agree and declare, that 
no Stipulations in any Treaty, subsequently concluded 
by either of the Contracting Parties with any other State 
or Nation, or with any Indian Tribe, can be understood 
to derogate in any Manner from the Rights of free Inter- 
course and Commerce, secured by the aforesaid Third 
Article of the Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and Navi- 
gation, to the Subjects of His Majesty, and to the Citi- 
zens of the United States, and to the Tadians dwelling on 
either Side of the Boundary Line aforesaid; but that all 
the said Persons shalt remain at full Liberty freely to 
pass and repass, by Land or Inland Navigation, into the 
respective ‘Territories and Countries of the Contracting 
Parties on either Side of the said Boundary Line, and 
freely to carry on Trade and Commerce with each other, 
according to the Stipulations of the said Third Article 
of the Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and Navigation. 
This Explanatory Article, when the same shall have 
been ratified by His Majesty, and by the President of 
the United States by and with the Advice and Consent 
of their Senate, and the respective Ratifications mutually 
exchanged, shall be added to and make a Part of the 
said Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and Navigation, and 
shall be permanently binding upon His Majesty and the 
United States. ; 
In Witness whereof, We, the said Commissioners of 
His Majesty the King of Great Britain and the United 
States of America, have signed this present Explana- 
tory Article, and thereto affixed Our Seals. 
Done at Philadelphia, this Fourth Day of May, 
in the Year of our Lord One thousand Seven 
hundred and Ninety-six.

the Coasting Trade, being of easy Access in all Weathers, 
particularly in Storms from the North, and North East, 
and, lying in the Corner of an extensive Bay, Ships, 
coming ih for Shelter, can work out at all Times, and 
in all Winds, when it is safe to go to Sea, so that they 
can never remain Wind-bound; and that, moved by 
these Considerations of its Importance and Utility, the 
Landholders of this County, and their Tenants, and the 
Merchants in Eyemouth, and others interested, have, at 
different Times, expended considerable Sums of Money, 
which they raised by Subscriptions, for building a Pier 
and other Bulwarks necessary for the Safety and Security 
of the Shipping: That a Pier was built in 1752, which 
cost about £.1,500, and a Breakwater in 1772, under 
the Direction of the late Mr. Smeaton, which cost about 
£.2,500, and which answered all the good Effects ex- 
pected from them; but, as no Fund was provided for 
keeping them in Repair, and being exposed to successive 
Injuries, from Land Floods and Sea Storms, they are 
now in many Parts much decayed and weakened, and by 
an extraordinary Land Flood, in November 1794, a great 
Part of the Foundation of the old Pier was undermined, 
and much damaged, and has since tumbled into the 
River, by which the Harbour is not only rendered in- 
commodious, but difficult of Access, and unsafe for the 
Shipping frequenting it; and that the Convention of 
the Royal Burghs of Scotland, sensible of the Disad- 
vantages and Danger to the Vessels employed in the 
Coasting Trade, from the ruinous State of this Harbour, 
did, at their annual Meeting, in July last, allow £. 300, 
to assist in repairing it, and the Landholders of this 
County, and others, have, in Addition to that £.300, 
already subscribed the Sum of £.800, which, from Esti- 
mates ready to be produced, and further Subscriptions 
expected, it appears will be sufficient to repair the Pier 
and Breakwater, and also to make the other necessary 
Improvements, for enlarging, scouring, and deepening 
the Harbour, and for rendering it safe and commodious 
in Time coming; but the Expences, to be laid out in 
the Execution of these Works, will also be lost to the 
Subscribers, and to the Public, unless a Fund be pro- 
vided for supporting the Pier and Breakwater, and the 
other proposed Improvements; and that the Petitioners

Mr. Hobart presented to the House, according to

His Majesty is concerned to acquaint the House of 
Commons, that His Endeavours to preserve Peace with 
Spain, and to adjust all Matters in Discussion with that 
Court, by an amicable Negotiation, have been rendered 
ineffectual, by an abrupt and unprovoked Declaration 
of War on the Part of the Catholic King. 

His Majesty, at the same Time that He sincerely 
laments this Addition to the Calamities of War, al- 
ready extending over so great a Part of Europe, has the 
Satisfaction to reflect, that nothing has been omitted 
on His Part, which could contribute to the Mainte- 
nance.of Peace, on Grounds consistent with the Ho- 
nour of His Crown, and the Interests of His Domi- 
nions, 

And He trusts, that, under the Protection of Divine 
Providence, the Firmness and Wisdom of His Par- 
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liament will enable Him effectually to repel this un- 


provoked Aggression, and to afford to all Europe, an ad- 
ditional Proof of the Spirit and Resources of the British 
Nation. ;

Mr. Secretary Dundas presented to the House, by 
His Majesty’s Command, 

A Paper, intituled, “ Declaration of War by the 
“ Court of Madrid against Great Britain.” 

And the Title of the said Paper was read. 

The said Paper is as followeth ; viz. 


DECLARATION of War by the Court 
of Madrid against Great Britain. 


One of the principal Motives which determined me 
to make Peace with the French Republic, as soon as 
its Government began to take a regular and _ solid 
Form, was the Conduct which England had observed 
towards me during the whole Course of the War, and 
the just Distrust which the Experience of Her ill Faith 
ought to occasion on my Part for the future. This 
ill Faith became manifest in the most critical Moment - 
of the First Campaign, from the Manner in which Ad- 
miral Lord Hood treated my Fleet at Zoulon, where he 
attended to nothing but the Destruction of what he 
could not carry away with him, and from his presently 
after taking Possession of Corsica; which Expedition 
that Admiral concealed with the greatest Care from 
Don Juan de Langara, when they were together at 
Touton. The English Ministry afterwards confirmed the 
same, from their Silence in all their Negotiations with 
other Powers, especially by the Treaty which was 
signed, the 19th November 1794, with the United States 
of America, without any Respect or Consideration for 
my Rights, which were well known to them: I noticed 
also that ill Faith in their Repugnance to adopt the 
Plans and Ideas which might accelerate the Conclusion 
of the War, and in the vague Answer Lord Grenville 
gave to my Ambassador, the Marquis De/ Campo, when 
he applied for Succours to continue it: I was finally 
contirmed in that Opinion, by the Injustice with which 
they appropriated to themselves the valuable Cargo of 
the Spanish re-captured Ship St. Jago or Achilles, which 
they ought to have restored, according to the Agree- 
ment between my First Secretary of State, and of the 
Despacho the Prince De /a Paz.and Lord Saint Helens, 
His Britannic Majesty's Ambassador, and by the De- 
tention of the Naval Stores coming for the Use of my 
Arsenals, on board Dutch Vessels, the forwarding of 
which was delayed under fresh Pretexts and Difficul- 
ties. Lastly, 1 had no Doubt left of the ill Faith in 
the Conduct of England, from the frequent Arrival of 
English Vessels on the Coast of Peru and Chili, to carry 
on a contraband Trade, and reconnoitre those Coasts, 
under the Pretext of the Whale Fishery, a Privilege 
they claimed by the Nootka Convention. Such were the 
Proceedings of the English Ministry to prove the Friend- 
ship, good Understanding, and strict Confidence which 
they had offered to observe with Spain, in all the Ope- 
rations of the War, by virtue of the Convention of the 
25th of May 1793. Since Peace was concluded with 
the French Republic, I have not only had the best 
unded Motives to suppose England harboured an 
Tintention to attack my American Possessions, but I 
have received direct Injuries, which have confirmed to 
me the Resolution formed by that Ministry, to oblige 
me to adopt a Part contrary to the Good of Humanity, 
torn to Pieces by the bloody War which is annihilating 
VoL. 52. 
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Europe, and contrary to the sincere Desire I have ma- 
nifested on repeated Occasions to put an end to it, by 
Means of Peace, proposing my good Offices to acce- 
lerate. its Conclusion. England has in Fact shewed 
openly her Views against my Dominions, by the great 
Expeditions and Armaments sent to the West Indies, 
destined in part against St. Domingo, in order to impede 
its Delivery to France, as is evident from the Proclama- 
tions of the English Generals in that Island, by the Esta- 
blishment of trading Companies in North America, on 
the Banks of the River Misouri, with an Intention to 
penetrate through those Regions to the South Sea; and 
lastly, by the Conquest she has just made on the Con- 
tinent of South America, of the Colony and River of 
Demerari, belonging to the Dutch, which advantageous 
Situation puts her in the Way to occupy other impor- 
tant Points: But her Views have been still more hos- 
tilely and more clearly shewn, by her repeated Insults 
to my Flag, and by the Violence committed in the 
Mediterranean, by her Ships of War, in taking out of 
different Spanish Vessels, the Recruits for my Armies, 
who were coming from Genoa to Barcelona; by the 
Acts of Piracy and Vexation, by which the Corsican 
Privateers, protected by the English Government in 
the Island, destroy the Spanish Trade in the Mediter- 
ranean, even within the Bays of the Coast of Ca/aluna, 
and by the Detention of several Spanish Vessels laden 
with Spanish Property, which have been carried into 
the English Ports, under frivolous Pretexts, especially 
by the Embargo of the rich Cargo of the Spanish Ship 
Minerva, executed with Outrage to the Spanish Flag, 
and still detained in Spite of the most authentic Do- 
cuments, shewing the said Cargo to be Spanish Pro- 
perty, having been presented in the proper Court; the 
Offence has not been less grievous, which has been 
offered to the Character of my Ambassador Don Simon 
de las Casas, by One of the Courts of Law in London, 
which ordered him to be arrested on the Ground of a 
Demand made by a Master of a Vessel, for a very small 
Sum of Money: And lastly, it has been no longer pos- 
sible to tolerate the enormous Violations of the Spanish 
Territory.on the Coasts of Alicant and Galicia, com- 
mitted by the Brigs of the English Navy, the Camelion 
and Kangurroo ; and that which took place at the Island 
of Trinadad, was still more scandalous and Insolent, 
when Captain Vaughan, Commander of the Alarm Fri- 
gate, landed with Colours flying and Drums beating, 
at the Head of his whole Ship's Company, armed to 
attack the French, and revenge Injuries, which he said 
he had received; thus disturbing, by a Proceeding so 
offensive to my Sovereignty, the Trasiquillity of the 
Inhabitants of that Island. By such reiterated and un- 
heard of Insults, that ambitious Nation has repeated to 
the World, the Examples of her knowing no other Law 
than that of the Aggrandizement of her Trade, by 
Means of an universal Despotism by Sea. She has 
gdne beyond the Bounds of my Moderation and For- 
bearance, and obliges me, in order to support the Ho- 
nour of my Crown, and to attend to the Protection I 
owe my Subjects, to declare War against the King of 
England, His Kingdoms and Subjects, and to command 
that such corresponding Orders be sent to all Parts of 
my Dominions, as may be best calculated for the De- 
fence of my beloved Subjects, and for the Annoyance 
of the Enemy.

Answer to

Mr. Secretary Dundas presented to the House, by His 
Majesty’s Command, 

A Paper, intituled, ‘ Answer to the Declaration of 
“ War of the Court of Madrid against Great Britain.” 

And the Title of the said Paper was read. 

The said Paper is as followeth ; viz. 


ANSWER to the Declaration of War of the 
Court of Madrid against Great Britain. 


The open and undisguised Aggressions of Spain, the 
Violences committed against the Persons and Properties 
of His Majesty’s Subjects, and the unprovoked Declara- 
tion of War on the Part of that Power, have at length 
obliged His Majesty to take the necessary Measures for 
repelling Force by Force, and for vindicating the Dig- 
nity of His Crown, and the Rights and Interests of His 
People. 

At the Moment of adopting these Measures, His Ma- 
jesty thinks it due to Himself to remove every Shade of 
Doubt which could be thrown on the indisputable Jus- 
tice of His Cause; and it will be easily proved, from the 
very Reasons adduced by the Court of Madrid in 
Support of its Declaration of War, that all the Cala- 
mities, which may ensue from it, are solely to be at- 
tributed to the Conduct of His Enemies. 

A simple Reference to that Declaration, and a bare 
Enumeration of the vague and frivolous Charges 
which it contains, would indeed be sufficient to sa- 
tisfy all reasonable and impartial Minds, that no Part 
of the Conduct of Great Britain towards Spain has 
afforded the smallest Ground of Complaint, much less 
any Motive sufficiently powerful for adding to the 
present Calamities of Europe all the Evils of a new 
and complicated War. 

The only Ditliculty of a more detailed Reply, arises 
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not from the Strength and Importance of the Com- 
plaints alledged, but from their Weakness-and Futi- 
lity, from the confused and unintelligible Shape in 
which they are brought forward, and from the Impos- 
sibility of referring them to any established Principle 
or Rule of Justice, to any usual Form or Topic of 
Complaint between independent Governments, or to 
any of those Motives which can alone create the pain- 
ful Duty of an Appeal to Arms. 

The Acts of Hostility, attributed to His Majesty 
in the Manifesto of Spain, consist either of Matters 
perfectly innocent and indifferent in their Nature, or 
of imputed Opinions and Intentions, of which no 
Proof is adduced, nor any Effect alledged} or lastly, of 
Complaints of the Misconduct of unauthorized Indi- 
viduals, respecting all “which His Majesty has never 
failed to institute Enquiry where Enquiry was neces- 
sary, and to cause Justice to be done in the regular 
Course of Judicial Proceedings. ‘The very Nature of 
such Complaints, affords a sufficient Answer to the 
Conclusion attempted to be drawn from them by 
Spain; and His Majesty might have been well. justi- 
fied in declining all further Discussion, on Points on 
which it was mavifest that no just Motive of Hostility 
could be grounded. 

Such, however, was not His Conduct. Anxious to 
avert from both Kingdoms the Calamities of War, 
He has repeatedly, but in vain, proposed to adjust, 
by amicable Discussion, all Points of Difference which 
could subsist between the Governments of two Na- 
tions, whose real Interests were the same, and who had 
an equal Concern in opposing the progress of a com- 
mon Enemy. 

This Discussion having been always studiously 
avoided by the Court of Madrid, it now remains only 
for His Majesty to vindicate, in this public Manner, 
His own Cause, and to prove the Futility of those 
Pretences by which that Court now seeks to colour 
its Aggression. 

The first Point brought forward to support an Ac- 
cusation of ill Faith, is’ the Conduct’ of the King’s 
‘Admiral at Toulon, who is charged with having de- 
stroyed those Ships and Naval Stores of the Enemy 
which he could not carry away with him; and with 
having afterwards undertaken an Expedition to Corsica 
without the Knowledge or Participation of the Spa- 
nish Admiral. To an Accusation of such a Nature, 
alledged as a Ground for War between two great Na- 
tions, it can hardly be expected that a serious An- 
swer should be given. It is, perhaps, the first Time 
that it has been imputed as a Crime, to one of the 
commanding Officers of two Powers acting in Alliance, 
and making common Cause in War, that he did more 
than his Proportion of Mischief to the common Enemy. 
And if it be really true that such a Sentiment was en- 
tertained at Aadrid, certainly no other Justification 
can be necessary for not inviting the Officers of that 
Court to join in subsequent Expeditions against the 
same Enemy. At all Events it cannot be pretended 
that a Co-operation between two Allies (however 
cordial and sincere) in any one particular Enterprize, 
could afterwards restrain either of them from under- 
taking separately any other, to which his own Force 
appeared in itself to be adequate. 

The second Instance of ill Faith attributed to His 
Majesty is, the Conclusion of a Treaty of Amity and 
Commerce with the United States of .4merica, a 
Power with whom both Great Britain and Spain were 
at Peace ; with whom the King, as well as his Ca- 
tholic Majesty, was perfectly free to contract any such 
Engagements; and with whom the Court of Madrid 
has actually concluded a similar Treaty, with this Dif- 
ference only, that the Stipulations of the British 
Treaty can give no Ground of Offence or Injury to 
‘any other Power, while the Spanish ‘Treaty contains 
ea meee ~ (that respecting the Navigation of . the 
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Mississippiy which, if it could have any Force or Effecrat 
all; would’ be on the'Part of Spain a direct Breachoaf: 
Treaty with Great Britain, and a gross Violation of the 
important and unquestionable Rights of His Majesty 
and His People. yt Y silos 
The same ill Faith is said to have been manifested 
in the Unwillingness shewn by the British Government;. 
to adopt the Plan proposed by Spain for hastening: the 
Conclusion of the War with France (but what : these 
Plans were it is not stated); and also in the omitting to. 
comply with an Application made by Spain for pes: 
cuniary Succours, as necessary to enable her to act 
against the common Enemy. The Failure of such an 
Application cannot certainly be Matter ‘of Surprise to 
any one who considers the Situation: and: Conduct» of 
Spain during the War. ’ It can. hardly. be salledged; 
even as an Excuse for the precipitate Peace concluded 
by Spain, without the Knowledge of her Allies; : but 
it is difficult to conceive how such.a Refusal: can. bé 
made a Ground of Hostility towards Great Britain, or 
with what Consistency the Inability of Spain to pros 
secute the former Contest, without pecuniary, Aid 
froin its Ally, can have become a’ Motive of engaging 
gratuitously in all the Expences and Difficulties of a 
new War against that very Power. io : 
- With regard: to the Condemnation of the St. Jago 
(a Prize taken from the Enemy by His Majesty’s Naval 
Forces) His Majesty has only to reply to the injurious 
Assertions on that Subject in. the Spanish Manifesto, 
that the Claims of all the Parties in that Cause were 
publicly heard and decided according: to the known 
Law of Nations, and: before the only competent Tri- 
bunal, one whose Impartiality is above all Suspicions » 
‘Lhe Conduct of His Majesty respecting the: Naval 
Stores which were claimed. by Spain, ‘though found on 
board Dutch Vessels, has been in like Manner exempt 
from ali Blame ; nor was any unnecessary. Delay inter- 
posed respecting those Cargoes, till the equivocal Con- 
duct of Spain, and the strong and. just Suspicion. of 
her. hostile Dispositions, made_ it impossible for His 


“Majesty to consent to supply her from the, Ports: of 


His Dominions with the Means of acting against Him- 

self, . iN 
The next Charge relates to the alledged: Miscon- 
duct of some’ Merchant Ships, in) landing their Crews 
on the Coasts of Chilt and Peru, with the view of car- 
tying on there an illicit Commerce, and of recon+ 
noitering the Country. On ‘this it is! to be. observed, 
that these Views are not attempted: to be proved by 
any Fact whatever; that if any Act was, in ‘Truth, 
committed by Individuals in those distant: Territcries, 
against the Laws of the Government established 
there, those Laws might have been enforced upon the 
Spot; and that the Court of London has always. been 
open to receive and redress all Complaints of that Na- 
‘ture ; but that what is assigned in the Manifesto as a 
mere Cover and Pretext for Fraud, namely, the. Exer- 
cise of the Whale Fishery by the English in those 
Parts, is not, as is there asserted, “ a Right which 
“ the English claim under the Convention of Nootka:” 
It is one which was not then for the first. Time esta- 
blished, but solemnly recognized by the Court of 
Madrid as having always belonged to Great Britain; 
and the full and undisturbed Exercise of ,which. was 
guaranteed to His Majesty’s Subjects, in Terms so ex- 
press, as to admit of no Doubt, and in. a Transaction 

so recent, that Ignorance of it cannot be pretended. 
Such, it seems, were the Offences of the British Go- 
vernment, and such the Jealousies and: Apprehensions 
of Spain, during the Time when the Courts of London 
and Madrid were united in the Bonds. of Alliance, 
and engaged in a common Cause; and it is on Mo- 
tives as frivolous as these, that the Court of Madrid 
began to project an offensive Alliance with. the King’s 
Enemies, a Design which it now professes to. have en- 
tertained from the Moment when it separated itself 
3E from 











198 


from the common Cause; but which was long after 
that Periud disguised under the most positive and ex- 
plicit Assurances of Neutrality. 

It is insinuated, that the good Offices of his Ca- 
tholic Majesty for bringing about a general Pacifica- 
tion, had been tendered to Great Britain, and had been 
refused. What Degree of Impartiality could have 
been expected from such a Mediation, the Dispo- 
sitions which Spain now avows herself to have enter- 
tained at that Period, sufficiently shew: His Majesty 
exercised His undoubted Right of judging for Him- 
self and for His People, how far a Negotiation, comn- 
menced under such Auspices, was likely to contribute 
to the Honour and Interests of His. Dominions; and 
He now finds the Propriety of His Decision con- 
firmed beyond a Doubt by the Conduct and Avowals 
of Spain. 

It :is next: stated, that in the Prosecution of the 
War, in which Great Britain is engaged, her Views 
seem uniformly to have been directed to the Annoy- 
ance of the Spanish Possessions in America. In Sup- 
port of this Accusation, are adduced an Expedition di- 
rected against Saint Domingo, the Conquest of the 
Dutch Colowy of Demarara, and the supposed Esta- 
blishment of British Commercial Companies on the 
Banks of the Missouri, formed. with a View of pene- 
trating to the South Sea. 

This latter Point is. one to which it is impossible to 
make a specific Answer, because the British Govern- 
ment has no Knowledge of any Fact to which it can 
refer; within the Spanish Territory the Spanish Go- 
verniment certainly possesses both the Right and the 
Power to prevent Individuals from trading ; within the 
American ‘Yerritory His Majesty’s Subjects have, by 
Treaty, a Right to settle and to trade; and they have 
also an express Right freely to navigate the Missis- 
sippi, by which the Territories of Spain and of the 

nited States are divided from eaeh other: Unless, 
therefore; it can be shewn, that the British Govern- 
ment has authorized any Settlement on the Spanish 
Territory, this Complaint can afford no Pretence for 
Hostility against His Majesty. 

With regard to the Expedition against Saint Do- 
mingo, and to the Conquest of Demarara, it is im- 
possible to refrain from remarking, that however highly 
the Rights of Neutral Nations ought to be respected, 
and whatever Delicacy His Majesty might be disposed 
to feel towards those of a Power, so lately His Ally, 
and not yet become His Enemy, it is a new and hi- 
therto unheard of Claim of Neutrality, which is to be 
circumscribed by no Bounds, either of Time or Place, 
which extends equally beyond the Date and beyoud 
the Limits of Possession, and is to attach not to the 
Territories of a Neutral Power itself, but to whatever 
may have once belonged to it, and to whatever may 
be situated in its Neighbourhood, although in the Pos- 
session of an actual Enemy. 

The Subject, however, of Saint Domingo deserves to 
be more particularly adverted to, because the At- 
tempt on the Part of Spain to cede a Part of that 
Island to France, is a Breach of that solemn Treaty, 
under which alone the Crown of Spain holds any Part 
of its American Possessions. The Conclusion of such 
an Article, without the Knowledge of an Ally so 
deeply concerned as Great Britain in that Stipulation, 
both in Right and Interest, was therefore an Act such 
as would have justified any Measures to which the 
Court of London could have Recourse ; yet so earnest 
was the King’s Desire to maintain Peace with Spain, 
that He repeatedly endeavoured to fix, by amicable 
Discussion with that Court, the Period when the 
Right of — to the Territory so ceded was to cease, 
in order that any Operation, which it might become 
expedient for His Troops to undertake there, might 
be directed against the French alone; and oe no 
Explanation could ever be obtained from the Court 
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of Madrid on this Subject, His Commanders on the 
Spot were restrained from acting, and did not act 
against the Spanish Part of the Island, till the Cession 
actually took place, by which it became, as far as the 
Act of Spain could make it, a Part of the Territories. of 
France. | 

To the Accusations which make. up the greater 
Part of the Remainder of the Manifesto, respecting the 
Detention or Capture of Merchant Ships, or the Vio- 
lations of Territory there mentioned, it is sufficient to 
reply, that in every Case of such a. Nature, which has 
been brought to the Knowledge of the British Go- 
vernment, the most effectual Measures have been in- 
stantly taken for instituting Enquiry into the Parti- 
culars of the Transaction, for collecting the Proofs 
necessary to ascertain the Fact on which the Charge 
is founded, and for submitting the Whole to that 
regular Course of proceeding, in which Justice is to 
be rendered in these Cases, according to the established 
Practice throughout Europe, and to the express Sti- 
pulations of the Treaties between Great Britain and 
Spain. 

Amidst the wide and complicated Operations of a 
Naval War, extended over every Quarter of the 
Globe, it is not improbable that some Disorders and 
Irregularities may have taken place, which the ut- 
most Vigilance of the Government could not imme- 
diately discover or repress; and that in the Exercise 
of the undoubted Right of a Power at War, to search 
out and to seize the Property of the Enemy, the 
Rights of Neutral Nations may, in some Instances, 
have been unintentionally exposed to temporary Mo- 
lestation. The same Observation was not less appli- 
cable to Spain in her War with France; and the short 
Interval that has elapsed, since her Declaration against 
Great Britain, has amply shewn that similar Complaints 
will arise from her Conduct in the present War. 

The utmost that can be demanded, in such Cases, 
of a Power at War, is, that it should shew itself ready 
on all Occasions: to listen to the Remonstrances and 
Reclamations of those whom it may have aggrieved, 
and prompt and expeditious in. redressing their In- 
juries, and in restoring their Property: And to the 
Readiness. of the British Government to fulfil these 
Duties in every Case, where they have been called 
upon to do so, even Spain herself may safely be called 
to bear Witness ; nor would it be easy to cite a more 
striking Proof of the friendly Disposition of the King’s 
Government, and of the particular Attention mani- 
fested towards the Rights and Interests of Spain, than 
arises from an. impartial Examination of the Detail 
of what has passed on this Subject; it will be found, 
that the Causes of Complaints, whether well or. ill 
founded, which have been brought forward, are much 
fewer than ever have occurred within the same Period 
in former Times; and the Court of Spain, when called 
upon to specify Particulars on this Head, is obliged 
to have Recourse to an Allegation of the Depredations 
of Corsican Privateers. 

There remains but one Ground upon which the 
Court of Spain pretends to account to the World, 
for the rash and perfidious Step which it has taken 
in declaring War against England, and to excuse to 
all Europe the Calamities which cannot fail to result 
from such a Measure: The supposed Decree of Ar- 
rest, asserted to have been issued against the Spanish 
Ambassador at the Court of London. The Fact to 
which this relates, must have been grossly mistaken 
before it could be made to appear, even in the Eyes of 
Spain, a fit Motive for the slightest Representation or 
Complaint, much more a justifiable Cause of War be- 
tween the two Kingdoms. . 

By the Stress which is laid upon this Transaction, 
who is there that would not be led to imagine, that 
the Law Suit commenced against the Spanish Ambas- 
sador, was attended with some peculiar Circumstances 
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of personal Indignity’; that the Insult was intentional, 
and originated with the British Government, or that 
on being apprized of the Offence, the Court of Lon- 
don had shewn some Unwillingness or Delay in pro- 
eeeding to the prosecution of the Parties concerned 
in it? 

Who but would be astonished to learn, thatthe 
Process itself was no more than a simple Citation’ to 
answer at Law for a Debt demanded; that the suing 
this Process was the mistaken Act of an Individual, 
who was immediately disavowed by the Government, 
and ordered to be prosecuted for his Conduct; and 
who made (but made in vain) repeated and submis- 
sive Applications to the Spanish Ambassador for For- 
giveness and Interference on his Behalf? That Cases 
of the same Nature have frequently arisen in England, 
from the Ignorance of Individuals, and from the 
ready Appeal to the Laws, which the happy Consti- 
tution of the Country admits and authorizes, without 
the previous Intervention or Knowledge of any Branch 
of the Executive Government; and that in all ‘simi- 
lar Cases, and particularly in one which had occurred 
only a few Weeks before, precisely the same Mea- 
sures have been pursued by the Government to vindi- 
cate the Privileges of Foreign Ministers, and have 
uniformly, and without Exception, been accepted as 
completely adequate to that Object, and satisfactory to 
the Dignity and Honour of the Sovereign whom the 
Case concerned. 

Such then are the frivolous Motives and pretended 
Wrongs which Spain has chosen to assign as the Jus- 
tification of her Declaration of War against Great Bri- 
tain; such are the Topics of Complaint upon which 
His Majesty has repeatedly offered the most unequi- 
vocal Explanation, upon which he has long and ear- 
nestly et.deavoured to persuade the Court of AZadrid, 
to enter into a full and amicablé Discussion, for the 
Purpose of averting from His own Subjects, from those 
of his Catholic Majesty, and from Europe, the Extre- 
mities of War. 

When upon Grounds of such a Nature, and with 
the Offer of Negotiation repeatedly presented to its 
Choice, a Power has wilfully and wantonly chosen a 
War, in which its Prosperity, its Happiness, and its 
Safety, are hazarded, and in which it will have as 
much to fear from the Success of his Allies, as from 

‘that of its Enemies; it surély is not too much to pre- 

sume, that, even in its own Eyes, that Power is not 
justified for the Proceeding which it adopted; and 
that there must be some’ unassigned Motive of irre- 
sistible necessity, which induces it to pursue Mea- 
sures alike inconsistent with its Interest, and with its 
Honour. 

It will be plain to all posterity, it is now noto- 
rious to Europe, that neither to the genuine Wishes, 
nor even to the mistaken Policy of Spain, her present 
Conduct is to be attributed; that not from Enmity 
towards Great Britain, not from any Resentment of 
past, or Apprehension of future, Injuries, but from a 
blind Subserviency to the Views of His Majesty’s Ene- 
mies, from the Dominion usurped over her Councils 
and Actions by her new Allies, she has been com- 
pelled to act in a Quarrel, and, for Interests not her 
own, to take up Arms against one of those Powers, 
in whose Cause she had professed to feel the strongest 
Interest, and even to menace with Hostility singe: 
against whom no Cause of Complaint is pretended, 
except its honourable and faithful Adherence to its 
Engagements. 

Under these Circumstances, His Majesty forbears 
to enumerate the several Grounds of just Complaint, 
which He has had Occasion on His Part to prefer to 
the Court of Madrid, since the Conclusion of the 
Peace between France and Spain; the many and gross 
Instances of unjust Partiality towards His Enemies, 
of undue Protection afforded to their Ships, and of 
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Injuries committed, and allowed to. be ommitted, on 
those of His Majesty and His Subjects, | , 

Confident of having acquitted himself to. the 
World of any Share in originating the present War, 
He finds, in the manifest and unprovoked A ion 
of the Enemy, a sufficient cause for calling forth the 
Resources of His Kingdoms and the Spirit of His 
Subjects, and He commits to the Divine Providence 
the Issue of a Contest, which it was to the last Mo- 
ment His earnest Endeavour to avoid, and which, He 
now ardently desires to bring to a speedy and honour- 
able Termination. :

Times and all Winds, when it is safe to go to Sea, so 
that they can never remain Wind-bound: That the 
Merchants, and others, within the said Town, have at 
different Times expended considerable Sums of Money 
for building a Pier and other Works necessary for the 
Security ot Shipping; but as no Fund was provided for 
keeping them in Repair, and being exposed to Injuries

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer (by His Majesty’s 
Command) acquainted the House, that His Majesty, 
having been informed of the Contents of the said Pe- 
tition, recommends it to the Consideration of the 
House. 

Then the said Petition was brought up, and read ; 
Setting forth; That, in March 1795, the Black Cha- 
raibs, occupying, and freely owes very considerable 
District in the said Island, under Grant from His Ma- 
jesty, by Treaty, made in the Year 1773, and by and 
under which Treaty they bound themselves as Subjects 
to His Majesty’s Government, did, in Contempt of 
their Duty and Allegiance so plighted, call in His Ma- 
jesty’s Enemies, the French, to their Assistance, and, 
rising in open Rebellion, did make hostile Incursion 
into Parts of the Island appropriated to, and inhabited 
by, British Settlers, and, with every Circumstance of 
wanton Cruelty and Murder of their Friends, and their 
faithful Negroes, did burn, devastate, and destroy, the 
Plantations and Property of the Petitioners: That the 
Planters and others, driven from their Houses and 
Estates, quickly assembled in Arms, and aided by His 
Majesty's Forces, did not give themselves up to De- 
spair, but continued, as in Duty bound, to support His 
Majesty’s Sovereignty of the Island of Saint Vincent, 
against the united Efforts of the Rebel Charaibs, aided 
by Reinforcements from His Majesty’s Enemies, the 
French, and, with a Loyalty and Courage, unabated 
by their Misfortunes, after successive Conflicts for man 
Months, and during which a full Third Part of the 
Militia of the Island fell in Battle, did happily preserve 
the Sovereignty of their Island to British Government ; 
and that the Legislature of Great Britain (their Mother 
Country) benevolently recognizing the Loyalty and 
Misfortunes of the Planters of Saint Vincent's, passed 
an Act, in the Year 1795, by which Exchequer Bills 
were to be issued, to be appropriated to their Assistance 
(conjointly with that to their Sister Colony Grenada) 
and for he-cetablishment of their devastated Estates ; 
and the said Exchequer Bills were distributed to them- 
selves, or Correspondents in London, severally by Loan, 
the First Re-payment of which, by Instalment, was to 
be made on the 5th of January 1797; and that, at the 
Time of partaking the Benefits of such Loan, the Pe- 
titioners had every Prospect of so re-establishing their 
Estates, as to be enabled to make the Payments re- 
quired, and at the Periods specified; but that, from 
various unforeseen Causes, which delayed Assistance 
from the Mother Country, and from successive Conflicts 
with the Enemy which have since arisen in Saint Vin- 
cent’s, and from repeated Incursions since made, and 
specially on or about the 8th of January 1796, with 
Circumstances of extraordinary Cruelty and wanton 
Ravage, their Estates, in the very Course of Re-establish- 
ment under Means supplied by the British Legislature,

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have been again in certain Instances destroyed, and that, 
further, from the Necessity of foregoing the Cultivation 
of Private Property, to support Public Interests dur- 
ing Eighteen Months unremitted Warfare, the Dis-

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer (by His Maijesty’s 
Command) acquainted the House, that His Majesty, 
having been informed of the Contents of the said Pe- 
tition, recommends it to the Consideration of the 
*House, 

Then the said Petition was brought up, and read ; 
Setting forth, That, in the Month of March 1795, an 
Insurrection and Rebellion of the French Inhabitants 
of the said Island, excited and abetted by the Enemies 
of this Country, broke out; and that the British In- 
habitants, from the Necessity of uniting themselves 
with His Majesty’s Troops, in order to secure the prin- 
cipal Tort, and thereby to maintain His Majesty’s 
Sovereignty over the Island, were compelled to abandon 
every Part of it to the said Rebels, who destroyed and 
burnt the Plantations and Properties of the Peti- 
tioners, and of the other unfortunate Planters in the 
said Island: That Parliament, from its benevolent At- 

tention to the Distress and Sufferings arising from those 
Devastations, both in the said Island and in Saint Vin- 
cent’s, were pleased to grant the Means of Relief, by 
authorizing Loans by Exchequer Bills, under sufficient 
Securities, to the Extent of £. 1,500,000, payable by 
Instalments, so arranged in respect to Time and Pro- 
portions ‘of the Sum borrowed, as to meet the then 
Expectation of a speedy Restoration of the internal 
Tranquillity of the Island; and that, from many un- 
fortunate and inevitable Causes, the well founded 
Hope of subduing the Rebels, by the prompt and ef- 
fectual Exertions of His Majesty’s Government, was 
disappointed, the Reinforcements for that Purpose 
having been frustrated in their repeated Attempts to 
proceed 
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proceed to the West Indies, by severe and contrary 
Winds; and that this Circumstance produced a con- 
siderable Addition to the Calamities of the Island, and 
has utterly disabled the Planters from making punctual 
Payment of the Sums borrowed of the Commissioners 
for issuing the said Exchequer Bills, the First Instal- 
ment of which becomes due on the 5th of January 
next: That, in consequence of the expected Relief be- 
ing thus protracted, by Causes beyond the Controul of 
human Prudence, many of the Planters, from the 
ruinous State of their Properties, had not the Means 
of availing themselves of the Loan by Exchequer Bills, 
their Connections in Britain being unwilling to give 
their Security; and that the Island is now happily re- 
stored to a State of Tranquillity, and the Negroes 
chearfully applying their Labours to Cultivation; but 
the Restoration of the Works, necessary to the Pro- 
duction and Manufacture of Sugar, cannot be made 
without considerable Expence, that the Planters have 
no Means of supplying that Expence, the Opportunity 
of obtaining Assistance by Means of a Loan of Exche- 
quer Bills, under the late Act of Parliament for that 
Purpose, being lost: And therefore praying, That fur- 
ther Time may be given for Payment of Instalments 
becoming due from the Petitioners on Loan of Ex- 
chequer Bills, and that further Assistance may be given 
them, not exceeding the Amount originally allotted 
by Parliament for the Relief of the Planters and others 
connected with the Islands of Grenada and Saint Vin- 
cent, by a Bill to be brought in to such Effect, or in 
such other Manner, as to the Wisdom and Benevolence 
of the House may seem meet.

and by their having, in consequence, required His 
Majesty’s Plenipotentiary to quit Paris within Forty- 
eight Hours. | 

His Majesty has directed the several Memorials and 
Papers which have been exchanged in the Course of 
the late Discussion, and the Account transmitted to 
His Majesty of its final Result, to be laid before the 
House. 

From these Papers, His Majesty -trusts, it will be 
proved to the whole World, that His Conduct has been 

ided by a sincere Desire to effect the Restoration of 

eace on Principles suited to the relative Situation of 

the Belligerent Powers, and essential for the permanent 

Interests of His Kingdoms, and the general Security 

of Europe ; whilst His Enemies have advanced Preten- 

~~ at once inconsistent with those Objects, unsup-

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ported, even on the Grounds on which they were pro- 
fessed to rest, and repugnant both to the system esta- 
blished by repeated Treaties, and to the Principles and 
Practice which have hitherto regulated the Intercourse 
of Independent Nations. 7 

In this situation His Majesty has the Consolation of 
reflecting, that the Continuance of the Calamities of 
War can he imputed only to the unjust and exorbitant 
Views of His Enemies; and His Majesty, looking 
forward with Anxiety to the Moment when they may 
be disposed to act on different Principles, places, in 
the mean Time, the fullest Reliance, under the Protec- 
tion of Providence, on the Wisdom and Firmness of 
His Parliament, on the tried Valour of His Forces by 
Sea and Land, and on the Zeal, Public Spirit, and Re- 
sources of His Kingdoms, for vigorous and effectual 
Support in the Prosecution of a Contest which it does 
not depend on His Majesty to terminate, and which 
involves in it the Security and permanent: Interests of 


this Country, and of Europe.

DECLARATION. 


The Negotiation which an anxious Desire for the 
Restoration of Peace had induced His Majesty to open 
at Paris, sg bs abruptly terminated by the French 
Government, the King thinks it due to Himself and 


to His People, to state in this public Manner the Cir- 
cumstances which have preceded and attended a Trans- 
action of so much Importance to the general Interests 

of Europe. 7 . 
It is well known that early in the present Year His 
Majesty, laying aside. the Consideration of many Cir- 
cumstances 
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cumstances of Difficulty and Discouragement, deter- 
mined to take such Steps as were best calculated to 
open the Way for Negotiation, if any corresponding 
Desire prevailed on the Part of His Enemies. He 
directed an Overture to be made in His Name by His 
Minister in Swisserland, for the Purpose of ascertaining 
the Dispositions of the French Government with respect 
to Peace. The Answer which He received in return 
was at once haughty and evasive: It affected to ques- 
tion the Sincerity of those Dispositions of which His 
Majesty’s Conduct afforded so unequivocal a Proof ; 
it raised groundless Objections to the Mode of Negoti- 
ations proposed by His Majesty (that of the general 
Congress, by which Peace has so often been restored to 
Europe) ; but it studiously passed over in Silence His 
Majesty’s Desire to learn what other Mode would be 
preferred by France. It at the same Time asserted a 
Principle which was stated as an indispensable Preli- 
minary to all Negotiation; a Principle under which 


‘the Terms of Peace must have been regulated, not by 


the usual Considerations of Justice, Policy, and reci- 
procal Convenience; but by an implicit Submission 
on the Part of all other Powers to a Claim founded on 
the internal Laws and separate Constitution of France, 
as having full Authority to supersede the Treaties en- 
tered into by independent States, to govern their In- 
terests, to controul their Engagements, and to dispose 
of their Dominions. 

A Pretension in itself so extravagant could in no 
Instance have been admitted, or even listened to for a 
Moment. Its Application to the present Case led to 
nothing less than that France should, as a Preliminary 
to all Discussion, retain nearly all her Conquests, and 
those particularly in which His Majesty was most con- 
cerned, both from the Ties of Interest, and the sacred 
Obligations of Treaties: That She should in like Man- 
ner recover back all that had been conquered from her 
in every Part of the World: And that She should be 
left at Liberty to bring forward such further Demands 
on all other Points of Negotiation, as such unqualified 
Submission on the Part of those with whom She treated 
could not fail to produce. 

On such Grounds as these it was sufficiently evident 
that no Negotiation could be established : Neither did 
the Answer of His Majesty’s Enemies afford any Open- 
ing for continuing the Discussion, since the Mode of 
Negotiation offered by His Majesty had been peremp- 
torily rejected by them, and no other had been stated in 
which they were willing to concur. 

His Majesty was however not discouraged even by 
this Result, from still pursuing such Measures as ap- 
peared to Him most conducive to the End of Peace ; 
and the Wishes of His Ally the Emperor, corresponding 
with those which His Majesty had manifested, Senti- 
ments of a similar Tendency were expressed on the Part 
of his Imperial Majesty at the Time of opening the 
Campaign : But the Continuance of the same Spirit and 
Principles on-the Part of the Enemy, rendered this fresh 
Overture equally unsuccessful. 

While the Government of France thus persisted in 
obstructing every Measure that could even open the 
Way to Negotiation, no Endeavour was omitted to 
mislead the public Opinion throughout all Europe with 
respect to the real Cause of the Prolongation of the 
War, and to cast a Doubt on those Dispositions which 
could alone‘have dictated the Steps taken by His Ma- 
jesty and His august Ally. 

In order to deprive His Enemies: of all Possibility 
of Subterfuge or Evasion, and in the Hope that a just 
Sense of the continued Calamities of War, and of the 
increasing Distresses of France herself, might at length 
shave led to-more just.and pacific Dispositions, His Ma- 
jesty renewed in another Form, and .through.the Inter- 
“vention of a Friendly Power, a Proposal for .opening 
Negotiations for Peace. The Manner in which this 
on was received, indicated the most hostile 
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Dispositions towards Great Britain, and at the same. 
Time afford to all Europe a striking Instance of that, 
injurious and offensive Conduct which is observed on 
the Part of the Government of France towards all other 
Countries. The repeated Overtures made in His Ma- 
jesty’s Name were nevertheless of such a Nature, that 
it was at last found impossible to persist in the absolute 
Rejection of them, without the direct and undisguised 
Avowal of a Determination to refuse to Europe all Hope 
of the Restoration of Tranquillity. A Channel was 
therefore at length indicated through which the Govern- 
ment of France professed itself willing to carry on a 
Negotiation, and a Readiness was expressed (though in 
Terms far remote from any Spirit of Conciliation) to 
receive a Minister, authorized by His Majesty to pro- 
ceed to Paris for that Purpose. 

Many Circumstances might have been urged as af- 
fording powerful Motives against adopting this Sug- 
estion, until the Government of France had given some 
ndication of a Spirit better calculated to promote 
the Success of such a Mission, and to meet these Ad- 
vances on the Part of Great Britain. ‘The King’s Desire 
for the Restoration of General Peace on just and honour- 
able Terms, His Concern for the Interests of His Sub- 
jects, and His Determination to leave to His Enemies 
no Pretext for imputing to Him the Consequences of 
their own Ambition, induced him to overlook every such 
Consideration, and to take a Step which these Reasons 
alone could justify. 

The repeated Endeavours of the French Government 
to defeat this Mission in its Outset, and to break off 
the Intercourse thus opened, even before the First Steps 
towards Negotiation could be taken; the indecent and 
injurious Language employed with a View to irritate, 
the captious and frivolous Objections raised for the 
Purpose of obstructing the Progress of the Discussion ; 
all. these have sufficiently appeared from the Official 
Papers which passed on both Sides, and which are 
known to all Europe. 

But above all, the abrupt Termination of the Nego-; 
tiation has afforded the most conclusive Proof, that at 
no Period of it was any real Wish for Peace entertaine 
on the Part of the French Government. 

After repeated Evasion and Delay, that Government 
had at length consented to establish, as the Basis of the 
Negotiation, a Principle proposed by His Majesty, li- 
beral in its own Nature, equitable towaids His Enemies, 
and calculated to provide for the Interests of His Allies, 
and of Europe. It had been agreed that Compensation 
should be made to France by proportionable Restitutions 
from His Majesty’s Conquests on that Power, for those 
Arrangements to which she should be called upon to 
consent, in order to satisfy the just Pretensions of His 
Allies, and to preserve the political Balance of Europe. 
At the Desire of the French Government itself, Memo- 
rials were presented by His Majesty’s Minister, which 
contained the Outlines of the Terms of Peace, grounded 
on the Basis so established, and in which His Majesty 
proposed to carry to the utmost possible Extent, the 
Application of a Principle so equitable as with respect 
to France, and so liberal on His Majesty’s Part. ‘The 
Delivery of these Papers was accompanied by a De- 
claration expressly and repeatedly made, both Verbally 
and in Writing, that His Majesty’s Minister was willing 
and prepared to enter, with a Spirit of Conciliation and 
Fairness, into the Discussion of the different Points 
there contained, or into that of any other Proposal or 
Scheme of Peace which the French Government might 
wish to substitute in its Place. 

In Reply to this Communication, he received a De- 
mand, in sn the most offensive, and in Substance 


the most extravagant, that ever was made in the Course 
of any Negotiation. It was peremptorily required of 
him that in the very Outset of the Business, when no 
Answey,,iad been given by the French Government to 
his First Proposal, when he had not even learnt, in any 
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regular Shape, the Nature or Extent of the Objections 
to it, and much less received from that Government 
any other Offer or Plan of Peace, he should in Twenty- 
four Hours deliver in a Statement of the final Terms 
to which his Court would in any Case accede. A De- 
mand tending evidently to shut the Door to all Nego- 
tiation, to preclude all Discussion, all Explanation, all 
Possibility of the amicable Adjustment of Points of 
Difference. A Demand in its Nature preposterous, in 
its Execution impracticable, since it is plain that no 
such ultimate Resolution respecting a general Plan of 
Peace ever can be rationally formed, much less de- 
clared, without knowing what Points are principally 
_ objected to by the Enemy, and what Facilities he may 
be willing to offer in Return for Concession in those 
Respects. Having declined Compliance with this De- 
mand, and explained the Reasons which rendered it 
inadmissible, but having, at the same Time, expressly 
renewed the Declaration of his Readiness to enter into 
the Discussion of the Proposals he had conveyed, or of 
any other which might be communicated to him, the 
King’s Minister received no other Answer than an ab- 
rupt Command to quit Paris in Forty-eight Hours.— 
If, in Addition to such an Insult, any further Proof 
were necessary uf the Dispositions of those by whom it 
was offered, such Proof would be abundantly supplied 
from the Contents of the Note in which this Order 
was conveyed. The Mode of Negotiation on which the 
French Government had itself insisted, is there rejected, 
and no practicable Means left open for treating with 
Effect. The Basis of Negotiation so recently established 
by mutual Consent, is there disclaimed, and, in its 
Room, a Principle clearly inadmissible is re-assefted as 
the only Ground on which France can consent to treat :— 
The very same Principle which had been brought forward 
in Reply to His Majesty’s First Overtures from Swisser- 
land, which had then been rejected by His Majesty, 
but which now appears never’ to’ have been in Fact 
abandoned by the Government of France, however in- 
consistent with that on which they had expressly agreed 
to treat. : 

It is therefore necessary that all Europe should un- 
derstand, that the Rupture of the Negotiation at Paris 
does not arise from the Failure of any sincere Attempt 
on the Part of France to reconcile by fair Discussion 
the Views and Interests of the contending Powers: 
Such a Discussion has been repeatedly invited, and even 
solicited on the Part of His Majesty, but has been in the 
First Instance, and absolutely, precluded by the Act of 
the French Government. 

It arises exclusively from the Determination of that 
Government to reject all Means of Peace: A Deter- 
mination which appeared but too strongly in all the 
Preliminary Discussions; which was clearly manifested 
in the Demand of an Ultimatum made in the very 
Outset of the Negotiation ; but which is proved beyond 
all Possibility of Doubt, by the obstinate Adherence 
to a Claim which never can be admitted.—A Claim 
that the Construction which that Government affects 
to put (though even in that Respect unsupported by 
the Fact) on the internal Constitution of its own Coun- 
try, shall be received by all other Nations as paramount 
to every known Principle of Public Law in Europe, as 
superior to the Obligations of Treaties, to the Ties of 
common Interest, to the most pressing and urgent Con- 
siderations of general Security. : 

On such Grounds it is that the French Government 
has abruptly terminated a Negotiation, which it com- 
menced with Reluctance, and conducted with every 
Indication of a Resolution to prevent its final Success. 
On these Motives it is that the further Effusion of 
Blood, the continued Calamities of War, the Interrup- 
tions of peaceable and friendly Intercourse among Man- 
kind, the prolonged Distresses of Europe, and the ac- 

cumulated Miseries of France itself, are by th’ Govern- 
ment of that Country to be justified to the World. 
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His Majesty, who had entered into the Negotiation 
with good Faith, who had suffered no Impediment to 
prevent His prosecuting it with Earnestness and Since- 
rity, has now only to lament its abrupt Termination ; 
and to renew in the Face of all Ewrope the solemn De- 
claration, that whenever His Enemies shall be disposed 
to enter on the Work of general Pacification in a Spirit 
of Conciliation and Equity, nothing shall be wanting 
on His Part to contribute to the Accomplishment of 
that great Object, with a View to which He has already 
offered such considerable Sacrifices on His Part, and 
which is now retarded only by the exorbitant Preten- 
sions of His Enemies.

The Undersigned, Ambassador of the French Repub- 
lick to the Helwetick Body, has transmitted to the Exe- 
cutive Directory the Note, which Mr. Wickham, His 
Britannick Majesty’s Minister Plenipotentiary to the 
Swiss Cantons, was pleased to convey to him, dated the 
8th of March. He has it in Command to answer it by 
an Exposition of the Sentiments and Dispositions of the 
Executive Directory. 

The Directory ardently desires to procure for the 
French Republic a just, honourable, and solid Peace, 
The Step taken by Mr. Wickham would have afforded to 
the Directory a real Satisfaction, if the Declaration ese 

w 
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which that Minister makes, of his not having any Order, 
any Power to negotiate, did not give Room to doubt of 
the Sincerity of the pacific Intentions of his Court. 
In Fact, if it was true that England began to know her 
real Interests, that she wished to open again for herself 
the Sources of Abundance and Prosperity ; if she sought 
for Peace with good Faith; would she propose a Con- 

ress, of which the necessary Result must be to render 
all Negotiation endless? Or would she confine herself 
to the asking in a vague Manner that the French Govern- 
ment should point out any other Way, whatever, for 
attaining the same Object, that of a general Pacifica- 
tion ? 

Is it that this Step has had no other Object than to 
obtain for the British Government the favourable Im- 
pression which always accompanies the First Overtures 
for Peace? May it not have been accompanied with the 
Hope that they would produce no Effect ? 

However that may be, the Executive Directory, 
whose Policy has no other Guides than Openness and 
Good Faith, will follow, in its Explanations, a Con- 
duct which shall be wholly conformable to them. Yield- 
ing to the ardent Desire by which it is animated to 
procure Peace for the French Republic and for all Na- 
tions, it will not fear to declare itself openly. Charged 
by the Constitution with the Execution of the Laws, 
it cannot make or listen to any Proposal that would be 
contrary to them. The Constitutional Act does not 
permit it to consent to any Alienation of that which, 
according to the existing Laws, constitutes the Territory 
of the Republick. 

With respect to the Countries occupied by the French 
Armies, and which have not been united to France, 
they, as well as other Interests, Political and Commer- 
cial, may become the Subject of a Negotiation, which 
will present to the Directory the Means of proving 
how much it desires to attain speedily to a happy 
Pacification. 

The Directory is ready to receive, in this Respect, 
any Overtures that shall be just, reasonable, and com- 
patible with the Dignity of the Republick.

TRANSLATION of a Note, dated 
Downing Street, April 10th 1796.. 


The Court of London has received from its Minister 
in Switzerland, the Answer made to the Questions 
which he had been charged to address to Monsieur Bar- 
thelemi, in respect to the opening of a Negotiation for 
the Re-establishment of General Tranquillity 

This Court has seen, with Regret, how far the Tone 
and Spirit of that Answer, the Nature and Extent of 
the Demands which it contains, and the Manner of an- 
nouncing them, are remote from any Disposition for 
Peace. 

The inadmissible Pretension is there avowed of ap- 
propriating to France all that the Laws actually existing 
there may have comprized under the Denomination of 
French Territory. To a Demand such as this is added 
an express Declaration, that no Proposal contrary to it 
will be: made or even listened to: And this, under the 
Pretence of an internal Regulation, the Provisions of 
which are wholly foreign to all other Nations. 

While these Dispositions shall be persisted in, nothing 
is left for the King but to prosecute a War equally just 
and necessary. 

_ Whenever His Enemies shall manifest more pacifick 
Sentiments, His Majesty will at all Times be eager to 
concur in them, by lending Himself, in Concert with 
His Allies, to all such Measures as shall be best calcu-

1796. 


His Britannick Majesty desiring, as He has already 
declared, to contribute, as far as depends on Him, to 
the Re-establishment of Public Tranquillity, and to 
ensure, by the Means of just, honourable, and solid 
Conditions of Peace, the future Repose of Europe; 
His Majesty is of Opinion, that the best Means of at- 
taining, with all possible Expedition, that salutary 
End, will be to agree, at the Beginning of the Nego- 
tiation, on the general Principle which shall serve as a 
Basis for the definitive Arrangements, 

The First Object of Negotiations for Peace, generally 
relates to the Restitutions‘and Cessions which the re- 
spective Parties have mutually to demand, in conse- 
quence of the Events of the War. 

Great Britain, from the uninterrupted Success of her 
Naval War, finds herself in a Situation to have no 
Restitution to demand of France, from which, on the 
contrary, she has taken Establishments and Colonies 
of the highest Importance, and of a Value almost 
incalculable. 

But, on the other Hand, France has made, on the 
Continent of Europe, Conquests, to which His Ma- 
jesty can be the less indifferent, as the most important 
Interests of His People, and the most sacred Engage- 
ments of His Crown, are essentially implicated therein. 

The Magnanimity of the King, His inviolable good 
Faith, and His Desire to restore Repose to so many Na- 
tions, induce Him to consider this Situation of Affairs as 
affording the Means of procuring for all the Belligerent 
Powers just and equitable Terms of Peace, and such as 
are calculated to ensure fur the Time to come the 
general Tranquillity. 

It'is ‘on this Footing, then, that He proposes to ne- 
gotiate, by offering to make Compensation to France, 
by proportionable Restitutions, for those Arrangements 
to which she will be called upon to consent, in order to 
satisfy the just Demands of the King’s Allies, and to 
preserve the Political Balance of Europe. 

Having made this first Overture, His Majesty will, 
in the Sequel, explain Himself more particularly on the 
Application of this Principle to the different Objects 
which may be discussed between the respective Parties. 

It is this Application which will constitute the Sub- 
ject of those Discussions, into which His Majesty has 
authorized His Minister to enter, as soon as the Princi- 
ple to be adopted as the general Basis of the Nego- 
tiation is known. , 

But His Majesty cannot omit to declare, that if this 
generous and equitable Offer should not be accepted, 
or if, unfortunately, the Discussions which may ensue,

The Executive Directory orders the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs to make the following Answer to Lord 
Malmesbury : 

The Executive Directory sees with Pain, that at the 
Moment when it had Reason to hope for the speedy 
Return of Peace between the French Republick and His 
Britannick Majesty, the Proposal of Lord Malmesbury 
offers nothing but dilatory or very distant Means. of 
bringing the Negotiation to a Conclusion. 

The Directory observe, that if Lord Malmesbury would 
have agreed to treat separately, as he was formally au- 
thorized by the Tenour of his Credentials, the Nego- 
tiations might have been considerably abridged; that 
the Necessity of balancing with the Interests of the 
Two Powers, those of the Allies of Great Britain, mul- 
tiplies the Combinations, increases the Difficulties, 
tends to the Formation of a Congress, the Forms of 
which it is known are always me and requires. the 
Accession of Powers, which hitherto have displayed no 
Desire of Accommodation, and have not given to Lord 
Malmesbury himself, according to his own Declaration, 
any Power to stipulate for them. 

Thus, without prejudging the Intentions of Lord 
Malmesbury ; without drawing any Conclusion from the 
Circumstance of his Declaration not appearing to ac- 
cord with his Credentials; without supposing that he 
has received any secret Instructions which would destroy 
the Effect of his ostensible Powers; without pretending, 
in short, to assert, that the British Government have 
had a double Object in View—to prevent, by general 
Propositions, the partial Propositions of other Powers, 
and to obtain from the People of England the Means 
of continuing the War, by throwing upon the Republick 
the Odium of a Delay, occasioned by themselves; the 
Executive Directory cannot but perceive, that the 
Proposition of Lord Malmesbury is nothing more than 
a Renewal, under more amicable Forms, of the Propo- 
sitions: made last Year by Mr. Wickham, and that it pre- 
sents but a distant Hope of Peace. 

The Executive Directory further observe, with Re- 
gard to the Principle of Retrocessions advanced by 
Lord Malmesbury, that such a Principle, presented in 
a vague and isolated Manner, cannot serve as the Basis 
of Negotiation ; that,the First Points of Consideration 
are, the common Necessity of a just ‘and solid Peace, 
the political Equilibrium which absolute Retrocessions 
might destroy, and then the Means which the Belli- 
gerent Powers may possess—the one to retain Con- 
quests made at a Time when it was supported by a 
great Number of Allies, now detached from the Coa- 
lition ; and the.other, to recover them at a Time when 
those who were at first its Enemies, haye, almost all, 
become either its Allies, or at least neuter. 

Nevertheless, the Executive Directory, animated with 
an ardent Desire of putting a Stop to the Scourge of 
War, and to prove that they will not reject any Means 
of Reconciliation, declare, that as soon as Lord Malmes- 
bury shall exhibit to the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
sufficient Powers from the Allies of Great Britain, for 

stipulating 
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stipulating for their respective Interests, accompanied 
by a Promise on their Part to subscribe to whatever 
shall be concluded in their Names, the Executive Di- 
rectory will hasten to give an Answer to the specific 
Propositions which shail be submitted to them, and 
that the Difficulties shall be removed, as far as may 
be consistent with the Safety and Dignity of the French 
Republick.

The undersigned has not failed to transmit to his 
Court the Answer of the Executive Directory to the 
Proposals which he was charged to make, as an Opening 
to a pacific Negotiation. 

With regard to the offensive and injurious Insinua- 
tions which are contained in that Paper, and which 
are only calculated to throw new Obstacles in the Way 
of the Accommodation which the French Government 
ene to desire, the King has deemed it far beneath 

is Dignity to permit an Answer to be made to them 
on His Part in any Manner whatsover. 

The Progress and the Result of the Negotiation will 
sufficiently prove the Principles by which it will have 
been directed on each Side; and it is neither by re- 
volting Reproaches wholly destitute of Foundation, 
nor by reciprocal Invective, that a sincere Wish to 
accomplish the great Work of Pacification can be 
evinced, 

The undersigned passes, therefore, to the First Object 
of Discussion brought forward in the Answer of the 
Executive Directory ;—that of a separate Negotiation, 
to which it has been supposed, without the smallest 
Foundation, that the undersigned was authorized to 
accede. 

His full Powers, made out in the usual Form, give 
him all necessary Authority to negotiate and to con- 
clude the Peace; but these Powers prescribe to him 
neither the Form, the Nature, nor the Conditions of 
the future Treaty. 

Upon these Points, he is bound to conform himself, 
according to the long established and received Custom 
of Europe, to the Instructions which he shall receive 
from his Court; and accordingly, he did not fail to 
acquaint the Minister for Foreign Affairs, at their first 
Conference, that the King His Master had expressly 
enjoined him to listen to no Proposal tending to sepa- 
rate the Interests of His Majesty from those of His 
Allies. 

There can be no Question then but of a Negotiation 
which shall combine the Interests and Pretensions of all 
the Powers who make a common Cause with the King 
in the present War. 

In the Course of such a Negotiation, the Interven- 
tion, or, at least, the Participation of these Powers will 
doubtless become absolutely necessary; and His Ma- 
jesty hopes to find at all Times the same Dispositions 
to treat, upon a just and equitable Basis, of which His 
Majesty, the Emperor and King, gave to the French 
Government so striking a Proof at the very Moment 
of the Opening of the present Campaign. 

But it appears, that the waiting for a formal and de- 
finitive Authority on the Part of the Allies of the King, 
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before Great Britain and France begin to discuss, even 
provisionally, the Principles of the Negotiation, would 
be to create a very useless Delay. 

A Conduct wholly cifferent has been observed by 
these two Powers on almost all similar Occasions ;_ and 
His Majesty thinks, that the best Proof which they can 
give, at the present Moment, to all Europe, of their 
mutual Desire to put a Stop, as soon as possible, to 
the Calamities of War, would be to settle, without 
Delay, the Basis of a combined Negotiation, inviting, 
at the same Time, their Allies to concur in it, in the 
Manner the most proper for accelerating the general 
Pacification. 

It is with this View that the undersigned was charged 
to propose at first, and at the very Commencement of 
the Negotiation, a Principle, which the Generosity and 
good Faith of His Majesty could alone dictate to him— 
that of making ‘Compensation to France, by propor- .

The undersigned, then, has Orders to recur to this 
Point, and to demand, on that Head, a frank and pre- 
cise Explanation,. in order to abridge the Delays which 
must necessarily result from the Difficulty of Form 
which has been started by the Executive Directory. 

He is authorized to add to this Demand the express 
Declaration, that His Majesty, in communicating to 
His august Allies every successive Step which He may 
take, relative to the Object of the present Negotiation, 
and in fulfilling, towards these Sovereigns, in the most 
efficacious Manner, all the Duties of a good and faith- 
ful Ally, will omit nothing on His Part, as well to dis- 
pose them to concur in this Negociation, by the Means 
the most proper to facilitate its Progress, and insure its 
Success, as to induce them always to persist in Senti- 
ments conformable to the Wishes which He entertains 
for the Return of a general Peace, upon just, honour- 
able, and permanent Conditions.

If at least it were possible to re-establish in those 
Provinces, agreeably to what is believed to be the Wish 
of a great Majority of the Inhabitants, their ancient 
Constitution and Form of Government, His Majesty 
might then be disposed to relax, in their Favour, from 
a very considerable Part of the Conditions on which the 
present State of things obliges him to insist. 

But if, on the contrary, it is with the Republick of

Restitutions of any Kind, in favour of Holland, could 
in that Case be admitted in so far only as they shall be 
compensated by Arrangements calculated to contribute 
to the Security of the Austrian Netherlands.

pended all Prejudices ; and that as I had it in Command 
ta speak and act with Freedom and Truth, I expected 
that he, on his Part, would consider these as the only 
Means which could or ought to be employed if he 
wished to see a Negotiation, in which the Biurtelente 
of Millions was involved, terminate successfully. That, 
for greater Precision, and with a View to be clearly 
understood in what I was about to propose, I would 
give him a Confidential Memorial, accompanied by an 
Official Note, both which, when he had perused them, 
would speak for themselves. The Memorial contained 
the Conditions, on the Accomplishment of which His 
Majesty considered the Restoration of Peace to depend. 
The Note was expressive of His Majesty’s Readiness to 
enter into any Explanation required by the Directory 
on the Subject, or to! receive any Contre-Projet, resting 
on the same Basis, which the Directory might be dis- 
posed to give in. That, moreover, I did not hesitate 
declaring to him, in conformity to the Principles which 
I had laid down, and from which I certainly never should 
depart at any Period of the Negotiation, that I was 
prepared to answer any Questions, explain and eluci- 
date any Points, on which’ it’ was possible to foresee 
that Doubts or Misconceptions could arise on the Con- 
sideration of these Papers. And having said thus much, 
I had only to remark, that I believed, in no similar 
Negotiation which had ever taken place, any Minister 
was authorized in the first Instance, to go so fully into 
the Discussion as I now was»—That I was sure neither 
the Truth of this Remark, 'nor the manifest Conclusion 
to be drawn from it, would escape’ M. Dedacroix’s Ob- 
servation. 

I then put the Two Papers into his Hands. He 
began by reading the Note, on which of Course he 
could only express Satisfaction. . After perusing the 
Confidential ‘Memorial with all the Attention it de- 
served, he, after. a short pause, said, that it appeared 
to him to be liable to insurmountable Objections ; that 
it seemed to require much more than it conceded, and, 
in the Event, not to leave’France in a Situation of 
proportional Greatness to the other Powers of Europe. 
He said, the Act of their Constitution, according to 
the Manner in which it was interpreted by the best 
Pubiicists (and this Phrase is worthy Remark) made it 
impossible for the Republick to\do what we. required. 
The Austrian Netherlands wereannexed to it ; they could 
not be disposed of -without flinging the Nation into all 
the Confusion which must follow:a Convocation of the 
primary Assemblies; and he said, he was rather sur- 
prised that Great Britain should bring» this forward as 
the governing Condition\of the Treaty, since he thought 
he had; in some of our late Conversations, fully ex- 
plained the Nature of their Constitution to me. I 
replied, that every Thing 1 had heard from him on this 
Point was perfectly in my Recollection, as it probably 
was inhis; that though I had listened to him with that 
Attention I always afforded to every Thing he said, 
yet I had never made himany Sort of Reply, and had 
neither admitted nor controverted his Opinion : That 
although’ I believed I could easily disprove this Opi- 
nion from the Spirit of the French Constitution itself ; 
yet the Discussion of that Constitution was perfectly 
foreign to the Object of my Mission; since, even al- 
lowing his Two Positions, viz, that the Retrocession of 
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the Austrian Netherlands was incompatible with their 
Laws, and that we ought to have known that before- 
hand ; yet that there existed a Droit public in Europe, 
paramount to any Droit public they might think proper 
to establish within their own Dominions, and that if 
their Constitution was publicly known, the Treaties 
existing betwéen His Majesty and the Emperor were 
at least equally public ; and in these it was clearly and 
distinctly announced, that the Two Contracting Parties 
reciprocally promise not to lay down their Arms with- 
out the Restitution of all the Dominions, Territories 
&c. which may have belonged to either of them before 
the War. That the Date of this Stipulation was pre- 
vious to their annexing the Austrian Netherlands to 
France; and the Notoriety of this ought, at the very 
Moment when they had passed that Law, to have con- 
vinced them, that, if adhered to, it must prove an in- 
superable Obstacle to Peace. I applied his Maxim to 
the West India Islands, and to the Settlements in the 
East Indies; and asked him, whether it was expected 
that we were to wave our Right of Possession, and be 
required still to consider them as integral Parts of the 
French Republick which must be restored, and on which 
no Value was to be set in the Balance of Compensa- 
tion. I also stated the possible Case of France having 
lost Part of what she deemed her integral Dominions, 
instead of having added to them, in the Course of the 
War, and whether then, under the Apprehension of 
still greater Losses, the Government, as it was now com- 
posed, should consider itself as not vested with Powers 
sufficient to save their Country from the impending 
Danger, by making Peace on the Conditions of sacri- 
ficing a Portion of their Dominions to save the Re- 
mainder. M. Delacroix said, this was stating a Case 
of Necessity, and such a Mode of Reasoning did not 
attach to the present Circumstances. I readily ad- 
mitted the first Part of this Proposition, but contended, 
that if the Power existed in a Case of Necessity, it 
equally existed in all others, and icularly in the 
Case before us, since he himself had repeatedly told me 
that Peace was what his Country and its Government 
wished for, and even wanted. 

M. Delacroix, in Reply, shifted his Ground, and by 
a String of Arguments founded on Premises calculated 
for his Purpose, attempted to prove, that from the re- 
lative Situation of the adjacent Countries, the present 
Government of France would be reprehensible in the 
Extreme, and deserve Impeachment, if they ever suf- 
fered the Netherlands to be separated from their Domi- 
nions ; that by the Partition of Poland, Russia, Austria 
and Prussia had increased their Power toa most formi- 
dable Degree; that England, by its Conquests, and by 
the a and Judgment with which it governed its 
Colonies, had doubled its Strength.—Your Indian 
Empire alone, said M. Delacroix with Vehemence, has 
enabled you to subsidize all the Powers of Europe 
against us, and your Monopoly of Trade has put you in 
Possession of a Fund of inexhaustible Wealth. His 
Words were, “ Votre Empire dans l Inde vous a fourni 
les Moyens de salarier toutes les Puissances contre nous, 
et vous avez accaparé le Commerce de Maniére.que toutes 
les Richesses du Monde. se versent dans vos Cofres.” 

From the Necessity that France should keep the 
Netherlands and the Left Bank of the Rhine for the Pur- 
pose of preserving its relative Situation in Europe, he 
passed to the Advantages which he contended would 
result to the other Powers by such an Addition to the 
French Dominions, Belgium (to use his Words) by 
belonging to France, would remove what had been. the 
Source of all Wars for Two Centuries past, and the 
Rhine, being the natural Boundary of France, would 
ensure the “Tranquillity of Europe for Two Centuries 
to come, I did not feel it necessary to combat this 
preposterous Doctrine ; I contented myself with remind- 
ing him of what he had said to me in one of our last 
Conferences, when he made a Comparison of the Weak- 
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ness of France under its. Monarchs, and its Strength and 
Vi under its Republican Form of Government. 
“ Nous ne sommes plus dans la Décrépitude de la France 
Monarchique, mais dans toute la Force dune Republique 

te,” was his Expression; and I inferred from 
this, according to his. own’ Reasoning, that the Force 
and Power France had acquired by its change of Go- 
vernment was much greater than it could derive from 
any Acquisition of Territory ; and that it followed, it 
France when under a Regal Form of Government was 
avery just and constant Object of Attention, not to 
say of Jealousy, to the other Powers of Europe, France 
(admitting his Axiom) was a much more reasonable 
Object of Jealousy and Attention under its present 
Constitution than it ever had yet been; and that no 
Addition to its Dominions could. be seen, by its Neigh- 
bours but under Impressions of Alarm for their own 
future Safety and for the general Tranquillity of Europe. 
M. Delacroix’s Answer to this was so remarkable, that 
I must beg Leave to insert it in what I believe to 
be nearly his own Words.—‘ Dans le Tems Revolu- 
tionaire tout ce que vous dites, mi Lord, etoit vrai—rien 
negaloit notre Puissance; mais ce tems nexiste plus. 
Nous ne pouvons plus lever la Nation en Masse pour voler 
au Sécours de la Patrie en Danger. Nous ne pouvons 
plus engager nos Concitoyens douvrir leurs Bourses pour - 
les verser dans le Trésor National, et de se privey méme du 
necesaire pour le Bien de la Chose Publique.”—And he 
ended by saying, that the French Republick when at 
Peace necessarily must become the most quiet and pacific 
Power in Europe. I only observed, thatin this Case the 
Passage of the Republick from Youth to Decrepitude 


had been very sudden; but that still I never could 


admit that it could be a Matter of Indifference to its 
Neighbours, much less one of necessary Security to 
itself, to acquire such a very extensive Addition to its 
Frontiers as that he had hinted at. 

This led M. Delacroix to talk of offering an Equiva- 
lent to the Emperor for the Austrian Netherlands, and 
it was to be found, according to his Plan, in the Secu- 
larization of the Three Ecclesiastical Electorates, and 
several Bishopricks in Germany and in Italy. 

He talked upon this Subject as one very familiar to 
him, and on which his Thoughts had been frequently 
employed. 2h 

He spoke of making new Electors, and named, pro- 
bably with a View to render his Scheme more pala- 
table, the Stadtholder, and the Dukes of Brunswick and 
Wurtemberg, as Persons proper to replace the Three 
Ecclesiastical Electors which were to be reformed. 

It would be making an ill use of your Lordship’s 
Time to endeavour to repeat to you all he said on this 
Subject ; it went in Substance (as he himself confessed) 
to the total Subversion of the present Constitution of 
the Germanic Body ; and as it militated directly against 
the Principle which both His Majesty and the Em- 
peror laid down’so distinctly ‘as the Basis of the Peace 
to be made for the Empire, I contented myself with 
reminding him of this Circumstance, particularly as 
it is impossible to discuss this Point with any Propriety 
till his Imperial Majesty becomes a Party to the Nego- 
tiation. I took. this ene of hinting, that if 
on all the other Points France agreed to the Haat 
now made, it would not be impossible that some In- 
crease of Territory might be ceded to her on the Ger- 
manic Side of her Frontiers, and that this, in Addition 
to the Dutchy of Savoy, Nice, and Avignon, would be 
a very great Acquisition of Strength and Power. M. 
Delacroix here again reverted to the Constitution, and 
said that these Countries were already constitutionally 
annexed to France. I replied, that it was impossible, 
in the Negotiation which we were beginning, for the 
other Powers to take it up from any eriod but that 
which immediately preceded the War, and that any 
Acquisition or Diminution of Territory which had 
taken place among the Belligerent Powers since it first 
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broke out, must necessarily become Subject Matter for 
Negotiation, and be balanced against each other in the 
final Arrangement of a General Peace. You then per- 
sist, said M. Dedacreix, in applying this Principle to 
Belgium? “1 answered, most certainly ; and I should 
‘not deal fairly with you if I hesitated to declare, in 
the Outset of our Negotiation, that on this Point you 
must entertain no Expectation that His Majesty will 
relax, or ever consent to see the Netherlands remain a 
Part of France. 

M. Delacroix replied, he saw no Prospect in this 
Case of our Ideas’ ever meeting, and he despaired of 
the Success of our Negotiation. He returned again, 
however, to his Idea of a possible Equivalent to be 
found for the Emperor; but as all he proposed was 
the Alienation or Dismemberment of Countries not 
belonging to France, even by Conquest, I did not con- 
sider it as deserving Attention, and it is certainly not 
worth repeating to your Lordship. 

I need not observe that all the Equivalents proposed, 
however inadequate to the Exchange, were offered as 
a Return for our Consent that the Netherlands should 
remain Part of France, of course the admitting them in 
any Shape would have been in direct Contradiction to 
iny Instructions. , 

Monsieur Delacroix touched very. slightly on Jtaly; 
and the Course of our Conversation did not bring this 
-Part of the Subject more into Discussion. 

I must add, that whenever I mentioned the Resto- 
ration of the Netherlands to the Emperor, I always took 
‘Care it should be understood that these were to be 
accompanied by such further Cessions as should form 
a competent Line of Defence, and that France could 
not be permitted to-keep Possession of al] the interme- 
diate Country to the Rhine; and I particularly dwelt 
on this Point; when I held out the Possibility of ad- 
mitting an Extension of the Limits of #’rance on the 
Side of Germany. But as the French Minister no less 
strenuously opposed the Restitution of the Netherlands 
to the Emperor, than I tenaciously insisted upon it, 
the farther Extension of my Claim could not of Course 
become a Subject of Argument. 

I believe I have now, with a tolerable Degree of Ac- 
curacy, informed your Lordship of all that the French 
Minister said on my opening myseif to him on that 
Part of my Instructions which more immediately re- 
lates to Peace between Great Britain, his Imperial Ma- 
jesty, and France. It remains with me to inform you 
what passed between us on the Subject of our respec- 
tive Allies. 

On the Articles reserving a Right to the Court of 
Petersburgh and to that of Lisbon to accede to the Treaty 
of Peace on the strict Status ante Bellum, the French 
Minister made no other Remark than by mentioning 
the Allies of the Republick, and by enquiring whether 
I was prepared to say ahy Thing relative to their In- 
terests, which certainly the Republick would never aban- 
don. This afforded me the Opportunity of giving in 
the confidentiak Memorial (B.) relative to Spain: and 
Holland, and I prefaced it by repeating to him the 
Substance of the first Part of your Lordship’s No. 12. 

Although I had touched upon the. Subject of the 
Spanish Part of St. Domingo, when I had been speaking 
to Monsieur Delacroix on the Peace with France, yet, 
as it did not become a Matter of Discussion between 
us till I came to mention the Peace with Spain, I thought 
it better to place all that passed on the Subject in this 
Part of my Dispatch; it was the only Point on which 
he entered, but I % no means infer from his not bring- 
ing forward some Claims for Spaim, that we are not to 
hear of any in the Course of the Negotiation; on the 
contrary, L hawe little Doubt that many, and most of 
them inadmissible, will be made before itcan end. He, 
however, was silent on them at this Moment, and con- 
fined all he had to say to combating the Idea that 


Spain was bound by the Treaty of Utrecht not to alie- 
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nate her Possessions in America. I had the Article co- Papers re- - 
pied in my Pocket, and-I read it'to him. He con- specting the 
fessed. it was clear and explicit, but that Circumstances on bea’ 


had so materially altered since the Year 1713, that En- 
gagements made then ought not to be considered as 
in Force now : I said that the Spirit of the Article itself 
went to provide for distant Contingencies, not for what 
was expected to happen at or near the Time when the 
Treaty was made, and that it was because the Altera- 
tion of Circumstances he alluded to was foreseen as 
possible that the Clause was inserted ; and that if Spain 
paid any regard to the Faith of Treaties; she must con- 
sider herself as no less strictly bound by this Clause 
now, than at the Moment when it was drawn up. I 
went on by saying, that it did not however appear quite 
impossible that this Point might be settled without 
much Difficulty; and that Means might be devised 
that his Catholick Majesty should not break his Faith, 
and both England and France be equally satisfied. I 
then held out to him, but in general Terms, that either 
Spain might regain her Part of St. Domingo, by making 
some considerable Cession both to Great Britain and 
France, as the Price of Peace, or that, in Return for 
leaving the Whole of St. Domingo to France, we should 
retain either Martinico or St. Lucia and Tobago. Mon- 
sieur Delacroix listened with a Degree of Attention to 
these Proposals, but he was fearful of committing him- 
self by any Expression of Approbation, and he dismissed 
the Subject of the Court of A/adrid, by observing, 
that France never would forsake the Interests of its 
Allies. 

Our Conversation on those of its other Ally, Holland, 
was much longer, as the Wording of the Memorial 
inevitably led at Once deep into the Subject. 

M. Delacroia afiected to treat any Deviation from 
the Treaty of Peace concluded between France and that 
Country, or any Restoration of Territories acquired by 
that Treaty to France, as quite impracticable. He 
treated as equally impracticable any Attempt at restoring 
the ancient Form of Government in the Seven United 
Provinces. He talked with an Air of Triumph of the 
Establishment of a National Convention at the Hague, 
and with an Affectation of Feeling, that by it the Cause 
of Freedom had extended itself over such a large Num- 
ber of People. He, however, was ready to confess, that 
from the great Losses the Dutch Republick had sus- 
tained in its Colonies, and particularly from the weak 
Manner in which they had defended them, it could 
not be expected that His Majesty would consent to a 
full and complete Restitution of them, and that it was 
reasonable that some should be sacrificed; and he asked 


me if I could inform him, how far our views extended - 


on this Point? I said I had Reason to believe that 
what His Majesty would require would be Possessions 
and Settlements which would not add either to the 
Wealth or Power of our Jndian Dominions, but only 
tend to secure to us their sate and unmolested Pos- 
session. You mean by this, said M. Delacroix, the 
Cape and Trincomalé. I said they certainly came under 
that Description, and I saw little Prospect of their 
being restored to the Dutch. M. Delacroix launched 
forth on this into a most laboured Dissertation on the 
Value of the Cape of Good Hope, which he did not con- 
sider at all as a Port de Relache, but as a Possession 
which, in our Hands, would become one of the most 
fertile and most productive Colonies in the East; and, 
according to his Estimation of it, he did not scruple 
to assert, that it would ultimately be an Acquisition 
of infinitely greater Importance to England than that 
of the Netherlands to France; and, if acquiesced in, 
should be reckoned as a full and ample Compensation 
for them. He added, if you are Masters of the Cape 
and Trincomalé we shail hold all our Settlements in 
India, and the Islands of France and Bourbon, entirely 
at the Tenure of your Will and Pleasure; they. will 
be our’s only as long.as you chuse we should retain 
3T them, 
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them. You will be sole Masters in India, and we shall be 
entirely dependent upon you. I repeated to him, that it 
was as Means of Defence, not of Offence, that these 
Possessions would be insisted on, and that if the Matter 
was fairly and dispassionately discussed, he would find 
that they afforded us a great additional Security, but 
no additional Power of Attack, even if we were dis- 
posed to disturb the Peace of that Part of the World. 
If these, and perhaps some few other not very material 
Settlements belonging to the Dutch, were to be insisted 
upon, and if he would be pleased to enumerate all we 
should still have to restore to them, while they had 
nothing to restore to England, it was impossible not to 
consider the Terms on which His Majesty proposed 
Peace to Holland as generous and liberal. 

M. Delacroix was not at all disposed to agree with 
me on this Point, and said, Holland, stript of these Pos- 
sessions, would be ruined. He then held out, but as 
if the Idea had just crossed his Mind, the Possibility 
of indemnifying the Dutch for their Losses in India, 
by giving them a Tract of Territory towards the Meuse 
(i could not find out whether he meant Air la Chapelle, 
Liege, or the Countries of Juliers and Berg) and hinted, 
that if this was not to be done, an additional Sugar 
Island might, perhaps, be ceded to the Dutch Repub- 
lick. I told him all this might become a Subject of 
future Discussion, and I conceived, that if we could 
agree upon the more essential Points, the Treaty would 
not break off on these secondary Considerations. Our 
Conversation had now been extremely long, and M. 
Delacroix ended by saying, that although he had taken 
upon himself to enter with me thus far upon the Sub- 
ject, yet I must not consider any thing he said as bind- 
ing, or as pledging the Republick, till such Time as 
he had laid the Papers I had given him before the Di- 
rectory; and, in order to do this with more Accuracy, 
he again asked me, whether in his Report he was to 
state the disuniting Belgium from France as a Sine qud 
non from which His Majesty would not depart. I 
replied it most certainly was a Sine gud non from which 
His Majesty would not depart; and that any Proposal 
which would leave the Netherlands annexed to France, 
would be attended with much greater Benefit to that 
Power, and Loss to the Allies, than the present rela- 
tive Situation of the Belligerent Powers could entitle 
the French Government to expect. 

M. Delacroix repeated his Concern at the peremp- 
tory Way in which I made this Assertion, and asked 
me whether it would admit of no Modification? I re- 
plied, if France could, in a Contre Projet, point out a 
practicable and adequate one, still keeping in View 
that the Netherlands must not be French, or likely again 
to fall into the Hands of France, such a Proposal might 
certainly be taken into Consideration. 

M. Delacroix by no Means encouraged me to explain 
myself more fully; he repeatedly said that this Dif- 
ficulty relative to the Netherlands was one which could 
not be overcome, 

Just as I was taking Leave of him, he begged me 
to explain what was meant by the Words in the Me- 
morial (A.) in the 4th Paragraph, beginning de s’en- 
tendre mutuellement sur les Moyens d’assurer, and ending 
at Leurs Possessions respectives. I told him it referred to 
the destructive System adopted by France in the West 
Indies, and went to express a Wish, that the Two Powers 
should — on some general and uniform System of 
internal Police in the Settlements there, which would. 
contribute to the Security of these Possessions to the 
respective Countries, and at the same Time to the Hap- 
piness of every Description of Inhabitants in them. 

M. Delacroiz, a little hurt at my Expression relative 
to the System adopted by France, endeavoured to re- 
criminate on us; but he ended by saying, that they 
should certainly be willing to concur in any Arrange- 
ment relative to the Negroes which did not militate 
against the Principles of their Constitution, Here our

Conference ended, and as, during the whole Course of 
it, I bore im my Mind the Possibility, that this, although 
our first, might be the only favourable Opportunity I 
should ever have of speaking on the general Princi- 
ples on which His Majesty was disposed to treat, I en- 
deavoured, by adverting more or less to almost every 
Point in my Instructions, to enable M. Delacroix (if 
he reports faithfully) to state to the Directory what I 
said in such a Manner as to put it out of their Power 
to misconceive what were His Majesty’s Intentions, to 
remove all Possibility of Cavil on this Case, and to 
bring them to a clear and distinct Answer whether they 
would agree to open a Negotiation on the Principle 
of the Status ante Bellum, or on one differing from it 
only in Form, not in Substance. I hope in attempting 
to do this I did not, in the first Instance, commit my- 
self, or discover more of my Instructions than it became 
me to do, and that in the Conversation with M. Delacroix 
nothing escaped me which might, at some subsequent 
Period, hurt the Progress of the Negotiation. I have, 
I believe, given this Conference nearly verbatim to your 
Lordship; and I was particularly anxious to do this 
correctly and minutely, as well that you may judge 
on the Deepelite of what I said myself, as that what 
M. Delacroix said to me may be accurately known, and 
remain on Record. 

It must, however, be remembered (as I observed in 
the Beginning of this Dispatch) that he spoke from him- 
self, as Minister indeed, but not under the immediate 
Instructions of the Directory, and this Consideration 
will take a little away from the Singularity of some of 
the Positions he advanced. 

I confess, my Lord, from the Civility of his Manners 
and from his apparent Readiness to discuss the Subject, 
the Impression which remained on my Mind on leaving 
him" was that the Negotiation would go on, but be 
liable to so many Difficulties, and some of them so 
nearly insurmountable, that knowing as I do the Opi- 
nion of the Directory, I saw little Prospect of its ter- 
minating successfully.—But I did not expect the Con- 
duct of the Directory would immediately be such as 
to evince a manifest Inclination, and even Determina- 
tion, to break off on the first Proposals; and I was not 
a little surprized at receiving, on Sunday, at Three 
P. M. the inclosed Letter (A) from M. Delacroix: He 
sent it me by the Principal Secretary of his Depart- 
ment (M. Guiraudet) who communicated to me the 
Original of the Arrété of the Directory, of which this 
Letter, abating the Alteration in the Form, is a literal 
Copy. After perusing it, I asked M. Guiraudet whe- 
ther he was informed of its Contents, and this led to 
a short Conversation on them. I told him that both 
the Demands were so unexpected that I could not 
reply to them off Hand: That as to the first, it was 
quite unusual to sign Memorials which were annexed 
to a Note actually signed, and that I scarcely felt my- 
self authorized to depart from what was, I believe, an 
invariable Rule. That as to the Second Demand, made 
in so peremptory and unprecedented a Way, I could 
without much Hesitation say at once that it could not 
be complied with. M. Guiraudet lamented this much, 
and said, that this being the Case, he feared our Prin- 
ciples of Negotiation would never coincide. I agreed 
with him in my Expressions of Concern. We con- 
versed together afterwards for some Time, but nothing 
passed at all worthy Remark. I told him I should send 
my Answer the next Day. On reflecting more atten- 
tively on the Request that I would sign the Two Me- 
morials which I had given in, it struck me that the 
complying with it pledged me to nothing, that it was 
merely gratifying them on a Point insisted on peevishly, 


and that the doing it would put them still more in the 
Wrong. 

As to the strange Demand of an Ultimatum, it 
was perfectly clear what it became me to say, and I. 
hope that in the inclosed Answer B. (which I sent

Lord Malmesbury, in Answer to the Letter which the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs had the Goodness to trans- 
mit to him through the Hands of the Secretary General 
of his Department, must remark, that in signing the 
Official Note which he gave in to that Minister, by 
Order of his Court, he thought he had complied with 
all the usual Formalities, and had given the necessary 
Authenticity to the Two Confidential Memorials which 
were annexed to it. Nevertheless, to remove all Diffi- 
culties, as far as lies in his Power, he willingly adopts 
the Forms which are pointed out by the Resolution of 
the Executive Directory, and hastens to send to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs the Two Memorials signed 
by his Hand. 

With respect to the positive Demand of an U/timatum, 
Lord Malmesbury observes that insisting on that Point 
in so peremptory a Manner, before the Two Powers shall 
have communicated to each other their respective Pre- 
tensions, and that the Articles of the future Treaty 
shall have been submitted to the Discussions, which the 
different Interests which are to be adjusted, necessarily 
demand, is to shut the Door against all Negotiation. 
He, therefore, can add nothing to the Assurances 
which he has already given to the Minister for Foreign 


Affairs, as well by Word of Mouth, as in his Official 
Vor. 52.

claring that, as well from the Manner in which the 
late Negotiation has been conducted, as from the 
Substance of the Memorial, which appears to have 
produced the abrupt Termination of it, we have Rea- 
son to think Your Majesty’s Ministers were not sin- 
cere in their Endeavours to procure the Blessings of 
Peace, so necessary for this eninhed Country : 
“‘ The Prospect of National Tranquillity, so anxiously 
looked for by alt Descriptions of Your Majesty’s Sub- 
jects, is at once removed from our View ; on the one 
Hand, Your Majesty’s Ministers insist upon the Re-

But that it affords us the greatest Consolation, and 
the utmost Incitement to our Zeal and Perseverance, 
to observe the abundant Proofs that His Majesty’s 
Conduct has been guided by a sincere Desire to effect 
the Restoration of general Peace, and to provide for 
the permanent Interests of His Kingdoms, and for 
the general Security of Europe; while His Enemies 
have advanced Pretensions, at once inconsistent with 
those Objects, unsupported even on the Grounds on 
which they were professed to rest, and repugnant

relieved in their own Dwellings than had before been 
found practicable; and that, while the Poor them- 
selves have derived these important Benefits from this

along the said Camal to the said Navigable Communi- 
cation, all in the nty of Leicester; and that the 

Petitioners have nearly completed the said Navigation, 
Water Levels, Railways, and Works, thereby autho- 
rized to be made; and that the Estimate for executing 
the said Undertaking, made by a very able and expe- 
rienced Engineer, amounted to the Sum of £. 43,166, 
but that, for several Reasons, and principally on Ac- 
count of the great Advance in the Price of Labour, 
during the Execution of the said Works, and of Da- 
mage done thereto by Frosts, Snow, and Floods, in 
the severe Winter of 1794-5, the Expence of making 
the said Navigation, Water Levels, Railways, and other 
Works, and carrying on the same to this Time, amounts 
to a Sum far exceeding the said Estimate, and also 
much Jarger than the Sum the Petitioners are, by the 
said Act, enabled to raise amongst themselves for 
the Purposes aforesaid, the Whole of which has been 
long since contributed and expended ; and the Peti- 
tioners have also contracted very considerable Debts 
in the Prosecution of the said Works, and otherways

Setting forth, That, induced by the great Advantages 

appearing to. have been derived from the Establishment 

of a House of Industry, for the better Relief and Em- 

ployment of the Poor, at Shrewsbury, in the County of 
Salop, the Petitioners applied for, and obtained, an Act 

of Parliament, in the Year 1792, for erecting a House 

of Industry, for the better Maintenance and Employ- 

ment of the Poor of the Parishes of Montgomery and 

Pool, and several other Parishes and Places united there- 

with, and in the Year 1795 obtained another Act, to 
give additional Powers for carrying their Purposes more 
effectually into Execution ; and that, in obtaining those 
Acts, purchasing Lands, erecting the necessary Build- 
ings, and providing Furniture, Machinery, and Implec- 
ments, the said Corporation has already expended up- 
wards of £.16,000; and that, since the Establishment 
of the said House, the aged and infirm Poor have been 
comfortably provided for, the able usefully employed, 
according to their Abilities, the young educated, and 
trained up in the Principles of religious and moral 
Duties, and in Habits of Industry, and such as from 
Sickness or Accident laboured under temporary Distress, 
properly assisted and relieved in their own Habitations, 
and a considerable Check given to Idleness, Vagrancy, 
and Vice; and that the Petitioners are well convinced, 
from their present Experience, that the Benefits arising 
from this Institution will be much Extended to the 
Poor, as well as to the Petitioners, the Management 
being under the Direction of a Board, which, accord- 
ing to the Acts, must be composed of Twenty-eight 
of the Magistrates, Gentlemen, and Clergy, of the 
respective Parishes in the District, possessed of Property, 
which renders them respectable, and whose regular At- 
tention, divided into Committees, and their collective 
Attendance at their Weekly Meetings, secure to this 
District extensive Information, due Deliberation, and 
combined Judgment; and that the Petitioners. find, 
with deep Concern, that a Bill is now before Parliament, 
for the better Support and Maintenance of the Poor,

PRAYERS. 


A? ETITION of the Directors and principal Inha- 
bitants of the United Parishes of Atchum, Wrovx- 
eter, Berrington, Cund, Eaton Constantine, Kenley, Leigh- 
ton, Uffington, and Upton Magna, and the Chapelry of 
Cressage, in the County of Salop, was presented to the 
House, and read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners, 
in the Year 1792, obtained an Act for incorporating 
their Parishes, and establishing a House of Industry, 
for the Maintenance and Employment of the Poor: 
That, in the Purchase of Lands, whereon to erect the 
necessary Buildings, and in erecting the same, with the 
Purchase of Implements and Machinery, the Peti- 
tioners have expended the Sum of £.5,000: That, by 
Means of this Establishment, the aged, the sick, and 
infirm Poor have been comfortably provided for, the 
young taught to read, trained up in the Habits of In- 
dustry and Decency, and a Knowledge of Religious 
Duties, a Stop has been put to the great Frauds and 
Abuses that prevailed in the Parochial Expenditure; 
and those Poor, who have laboured under temporary 
Distress or Disability, have been more liberally assisted 
and relieved in their own Dwellings, that had been 
before found practicable: That, while the Poor them- 
selves have derived these important Benefits from this 
Institution, the Petitioners have also been very consi- 
derably relieved from the growing Burthen of the Pa- 
rochial Taxes; and that, although the Time of their 
Institution, and the expensive Years they have expe- 
rienced, have prevented them from hitherto diminish- 
ing their Rates, they are yet enabled to state, that, in 
many Parishes adjoining, these Rates have increased in 
a much greater Proportion, and that several of those 
Parishes, from their’ Knowledge of this Fact, have 
since expressed their Wish to be admitted into the 
Corporation: That the Petitioners are well convinced 
these combined and inestimable Advantages have arisen 
from the good Management of the Boards of Directors 
appointed under the Authority of the special Act 
granted for this Establishment; and that the Quali- 
fications required have rendered these Boards respec- 
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table, the » Number - of Directors secured the Advan- 
tage of ‘combined Judgment and- due Deliberation, ef- 
fectually prevented the Abuse and Oppression of the 
Poor, and, from the particular Form of their\ Consti- 
tution, enabled them to ‘act with the Advantage of 
practical Knowledge and Experience in the Daties of 
their Office: That it is with deep Concern the Peti- 
tioners apprehend that, by the Bill now depending in 
Parliament, the Management of Houses of Industry, 
and the Employment of the Poor therein, will be sub- 
jected to such Regulations, Superintendence, and Con- 
troul, as will make void the Constitution and Esta- 
blishment of that Board, under which their House hath 
hitherto flourished, and wholly set aside that Plan for 
the Maintenance, Education, and’ Employment, of the 
Poor, from whence so great Good hath been derived ; 
and that the Consequences will be extremely injurious 
to the Petitioners, who, on the Faith of Parliament, 
have contracted so considerable a Debt, by embarking 
in this Undertaking: That, by exempting. Houses of 
Industry from the Operation of the intended Act, these 
evil Consequences will be avoided, and an Opportu- 
nity afforded of ascertaining, from fair Experiment, 
whether the Plan adopted by the Petitioners, or that 
proposed by the said intended Act, be most practicable 
and expedient: And- therefore praying, That a Clause, 
granting such Exemption to the 4décham House of In- 
dustry, may be introduced into, and form a Part of, the 
present Bill.

Setting forth, That, by an Act passed in the Thirty- 
first Year of the Reign of His present Majesty, for 
the Encouragement of the Pilchard Fishery, by allow- 
ing a further Bounty upon Pilchards taken, cured,

a Report from a Board of General Officers, to whom 
the Subject had been referred; and, in consequence of 
such Decision, Five Pupils, whose Education has been 
completed, are engaged in the Service of the Army, and 
Twenty-eight other Pupils are now pursuing their Stu- 
dies at the College, several of them intending to fill 
similar Situations as soon as they shall be deemed. duly 
qualified, each of them being subject to the same 
rigorous Examination of the Medical Committee, and to

several useful and important Discoveries in the Science, 
has, in the Opinion of the Petitioners, fully justified the 
Expectations formed of its Improvement, from his Ex- 
ertions; and that the Petitioners have already stated 
to the House the Difficulties which have occurred in 
the Execution of their Plan, and particularly from the 
embarrassed State of their Finances; the Money so 
liberally granted by Parliament in the Two last Years, 
though it has, in a considerable Degree, alleviated their 
Difficulties, has yet proved inadequate to remove them 
intirely, notwithstanding the Petitioners have, with the 
utmost Frugality, reduced their Annual Expenditure 
much within the.

for the Reception and Discharge of Ships and other 
Vessels; and to widen and hesler more commodious 
the said present Legal Quays and the Avenues thereto, 
and to purchase the Mooring Chains from London 
Bridge to the King’s Moorings at Deptford, and to ap- 
point Harbour Masters to regulate the navigating and

Establishment, the aged and infirm Poor have been 
comfortably provided for, the Young have been edu- 
cated in proper Schools, and trained up in Habits of 
Industry and Decency, a Stop has been put to the great 
Frauds and Abuses that prevailed in the Parochial Ex- 
penditure, and those Poor whezhave laboured under 
temporary Distress or Disability, have been more libe- 
rally assisted and relieved in their own Dwellings, both 
by pecaniary and medical Aid, than had before been 
found practicable ; and that, under this Establishment, 
the aged and infirm Poor, who prefer to reside with 
their Relatives or I'riends, able to give them some As- 
sistance, have Allowances made to them to enable them 
to continue in their own Dwellings, and are not obliged, 
under those Circumstances, to come to the House of 
Industry against their own Inclination ; and that, whilst 
the Poor themselves have derived these important Ad- 
vantages from this Institution, the Petitioners have also 
been very considerably benefited, by keeping the Poor's 
Rates (notwithstanding the high Price of Provisions 
for Two Years last past) from increasing, which, for 
some Years before the passing of the said Act, they had 
done in a very high and alarming Degree, and by af- 
fording a well-grounded Expectation of having them 
considerably reduced, when Provisions shall fall to their 
usual Prices; and that the Petitioners are well con- 
vinced, these combined and inestimable Advantages 
have arisen from the good Management of the Boards 
of Directors, appointed under the Authority of the 
Special Act granted for this Establishment; and that 
the Qualifications required have rendered these Boards 
respectable, the Number of Directors secured the Ad- 
vantage of combined Judgment and due Deliberation, 
effectually prevented the Abuse and the Oppression of 
the Poor, and, from the particular Form of their Con- 
stitution, enabled them to act with the Advantage of

Poor, from whence so great Good hath been derived ;

the Petitioners, who, on the Faith of Parliament, have 
contracted so considerable a Debt, by embarking in

as the Petitioners verily believe, have discharged the 
important Duties of their Office, not only with 
Uprightness and Integrity towards the incorporated 
Parishes by whom they have been severally consti- 
tuted, but with an humane Attention to the Com- 
forts and Accommodation of the Poor, having rendered 
their House an Asylum for the Old and Infirm, a Place 
of useful Labour for such as are capable of Labour, 
and a Seminary of Instruction (as far as is needful) for 
the younger Branches committed to their Care ; thus, 
by the System of Discipline introduced among them, 
inuring those, who before were subjected to no Disci- 
pline, to early Habits of Industry, and training them 
in the Ways of Piety and Virtue; and, from this Line 
of Conduct steadily pursued, the Petitioners look for- 
ward to the pleasing Prospect of seeing, in the more 
advanced Stages of their Establishment, many, who 
might otherwise have languished in Wretchedness, and 
have been the Outeasts of Society, become useful and 
valuable Members of the Community to which they 
belong, by being rescued at this critical Period from 
the bancful Contagion of Vice, and the fascinating Se- 
ductions of evil Company; nor has the Attention of 
the Directors been confined solély to the Accommoda- 
tion of that Part of the Poor, who, from having been 
received into the House, are the more immediate Ob- 
jects of their Inspection; they have also occasionally 
granted liberal Allowances to the Out-Poor, where 
Circumstances of particular and temporary Distress 
have rendered such Allowances expedient : Under the 
Influence of these Persuasions, the Petitioners cannot 
but have observed with Regret the Progress of a Bill 
for the better Support and Maintenance of the Poor, b 
which the Salutary Regulations of their Act will be in 
a great Measure superseded, the greater Part of their

present Majesty, for dividing and inclosing the Open 
and Common Fields, Meadows, and Pastures, or Com- 
mons, within the Township of Walkington, in the East 
Riding of the County of York, reciting that in the said 
Township there were several Open and Common Fields, 
Meadows, and Pastures, or Commons, containing in 
the whole 3,000 Acres, or thereabouts, and that the 
Honourable and Right Reverend the Lord Bishop of 
Durham, in Right of his Church and See of Durham, 
was Lord of the Manor, Liberty, and Bailywick, of 
Howden and Howdenshire, in the County of York, which 
extended over some Parts of the said Township of Walk- 
ington, and that he was also Owner, in Right of his 
See, of certain Woods, Lands, and Grounds, called 
East Wood and Little Wood, or West Wood, which said 
Woods were subject to Right of Pasturage, or Com- 
mon of Pasture, by the Owners of Messuages, Front- 
steads, Cottages, and Oxgangs, within the said Town- 
ship of Walkington, but One Fourth Part of which said 
Woods had been, and was liable to be, and then was, 
inclosed, under the Directions of the Statutes for the 
Preservation of Woods, upon the Terms and Condi- 
tions contained in such Statutes; and that the said 
Lord Bishop of Durham was also, in his Right as afore- 
said, Owner of several Oxgangs of Land, Parcel of the

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County of York, Gentleman, was Lessee for Lives, 
under the said Bishop of Durham, of the said Woods, 
Grounds, and Oxgangs ; and that Henry Boldero Bar- 
nard, of South Cave, in the County of York, Esquire, 
was Lord of the Manor of Walkington, Provost Fee, and 
was also Owner of certain Woods, Lands, and Grounds» 
also called East Wood and Little Wood, or West Wood, 
which said Woods were also subject to a Right of 
Pasturage, or Common of Pasture, by the Owners of 
Messuages, Frontsteads, Cottages, and Oxgangs, within

Pastures, or Commons, within the said Township (ex- 
cept the said Wood Grounds called East Wood, and the 
remaining Part of Wood, called West or Little Wood, 
belonging to the said Lord Bishop of Durham, and his 
Lessee, and Henry Boldero Barnard, as thereinbefore 
mentioned) unto and amongst all the Owners and Pro- 
prietors of ancient Messuages, Frontsteads, and Cot- 
tages, and of Lands and Grounds within the same 
Townships, according to their several Rights, Properties, 
and Interests therein, respectively, in such Shares and 
Proportions (Quantity, Quality, and Situation con- 
sidered) as they, the said Commissioners, or any Three 
or more of them, should in their Judgment think most 
just and equitable, and in full Recompence and Sa- 
tisfaction for all their several Rights, Properties, and

of Common of Pasture, and Exemption from Damage 
and Injury; That, in or about the Year 1790, an Ap- 
plication by the said John Lockwood for an Act of Par- 
liament to inclose the said Township of Walkington be- 
ing projected, Joshua Sampson, Esquire, on Behalf of 
himself and others of the said Proprietors, objected 
thereto, unless the Compensation to be made to them 
for their Right of Common in the said Last Woods, should 
be made to them by adequate Allotments in the same 
Wood Lands, well knowing the superior Value of such 
Lands, when cleared of Wood, to any other Land in 
the said Township, as well on Account of their Quality, 
as their Contiguity to the Town of Beverley, upon 
which the said John Lockwood thought proper to deny 
and dispute the Right of Common of the said Pro- 
prietors, in the said Woods, to the Extent they claimed 
it; and thereupon the said Application was suspended 
till a Trial at Law, in an Action to be brought by. the 
Tenant of the said Joshua Sampson against the said John 
Lockwood, could be had, to determine whether the said 
Proprietors were entitled to Right of Common in the 
said Woods, and whether the said John Lockwood had 
a Right, by a Custom which he set up, to exclude them 
by inclosing any Part of such Woods for a certain 
Time, which was accordingly tried at the Lent Assizes 
for the County of York, 1791, when a Verdict was 
found for the Plaintiff, establishing such Right, and 
in Effect negativing such pretended Custom, and there- 
upon, and because a greater Share of the said Woods 
was asked by the said Joshua Sampson, on Behalf of the 
said Commoners, in lieu of their Rights, than would 
be given, the said John Lockwood desisted from the in- 
tended Application ; and that, soon after the said Trial, 
the said John Lockwood, and Henry Boldero Barnard, by 
the Consent of the Tenants and Inhabitants having 
Right of Common in the said Wood, according to the 
Statute made in the Thirty-fifth Year of the Reign of 
King Henry the Eighth, proceeded to, and did set out 
and inelose One Fourth Part of the said Woods, for 
the Preservation of such Woods for the Times limited 
by the Statutes made in that Behalf; and that after- 
wards, in or about the Year 1793, the said Joshua Samp- 
son being dead, and: the said Marmaduke Constable and 
Henry Shepherd being appointed Trustees of his Estate 
at Walkington, the said: John Lockwood made Applica- 
tion to them for the Inclosure of Walkington, the said 
John Lockwood professing, that the Preservation of the 
said Woods, called East Woods, of the said Lord Bi- 
shop of Durham, was his Object; and the said John 
Lockwood, in order to induce the said Marmaduke Con- 
stable and Henry Shepherd to consent to such Inclosure, 
and to forego any Claim to a Compensation in ‘the 
Woods themselves, for their Common Rights therein, 
and to accept a Compensation elsewhere, declared to, 
and assured the said Marmaduke Constable and Henry 
4P Shepherd, 
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Shepherd, that every Intention of cutting down or de- 
stroying the said Woods, belonging to the said Lord 
Bishop of Durham, called East Woods, was given up, 
and that his only Object, with respect to the sume 
Woods, was to preserve them from that Spoil and De- 
struction which they were subject to by turning in of 
the Cattle ; by which Declarations and Assurances, and 
for the express Purpose of preserving such Woods, the said 
Marmaduke Constable and Henry Shepherd, not doubt- 
ing the Sincerity of the said John Lockwood’s Declara- 
tions and Assurances, and giving Credit thereto, were 
induced to give their Consent to the Clauses in the said 
Act respecting the said Woods, which they would not 
otherwise have done, and they were the more disposed 
to give such Credit, conceiving that a Bishop or his 
Lessee would commit Waste, if they cut down or de- 
stroyed the Woods belonging to the See; and that 
other Proprietors, or Proprietor, of Lands in the Town- 
ship of Walkington, gave their Consent to the said 
Clauses respecting the said Woods, upon the same Prin- 
ciple and Idea of preserving the said Woods, although 
the same Declarations and Assurances were not per- 
sonally made to such Proprietors or Proprietor, as had 
been made to the said Marmaduke Constable and Henry 
Shepherd; and that soon after the passing the said Act, 
whereby the said Proprietors were excluded from their 
Common of Pasture in the said Woods, upon Compen- 
sation to be allotted elsewhere, the said John Lockwood, 
notwithstanding the Declarations and Assurances he 
had given, before the Application to Parliament, of his 
Intentions to preserve the said Woods, entered into 
Contract with the said Lord Bishop of Durham, for 
the cutting down the said Woods, called East Wood, 
belonging to the said Lord Bishop, and having effected 
such Contract, the said John Lockwood, in Breach and 
Violation of the said Declarations and Assurances, pub- 
licly advertised the Timber growing on the said Kast 
Wood, belonging to the said Lord Bishop, to be sold ; 
and, notwithstanding repeated Remonstrances against 
it, on Behalf of the said Proprietors, the said John Lock- 
wood has now cut down and grubbed up Part of the 
same East Wood, in order to convert the same into 
Arable, Meadow, or Pasture Land, and means, as he 
declares, to cut down and grub up the Remainder as 
soon as may be done ; and that the said Wood Land 
of the said Lord Bishop, called East Wood, amounting 
to 192 Acres, One Rood, or thereabouts, when so con- 
verted, will soon, on account of its good Quality as 
well as Situation, being near the Town of Beverley, be 
worth from 40s. to a per Acre, whereas, in fact, 
the Compensation which the said Commissioners have 
allotted for the said Proprietors, as an Equivalent or 
Satisfaction for their Common Rights in the said Woods 
of the said Lord Bishop, called East Woods, and the 
said Exemption from Damage or Injury, is only a 
Compensation at the Rate of Two Shillings per Acre,

and sets the Pauper in this Country above his Bene- 
factor, the Clause, which allows a Shilling a Week for 
every Child which a Man has above Two, and this to be 
peremptorily demanded, not leaving it to the Discretion 
or Wisdom of the Magistrate to judge of the Propriety 
of the Claim, is, the Petitioners conceive, a sufficient 
Proof of the Assertion; nor less objectionable is that 
Part which allows to every Man, not possessed of £. 30, 
a Power of demanding of the Overseers a Sum of Money 
to purchase a Cow, or other Animal yielding Profit; 
the Value of Money in England and Wales is in a very 
different Ratio, so that the Application of this Clause 
would greatly aggravate the Burthens, already too great, 
of the Country, and encourage Indolence among the 
lower Class, who in general are indifferent about any 
Thing beyond a mere Subsistence, and, knowing they. 
have a certain Resource in the Provisions which the 
Law makes for them, would be improvident, and spend 
every Thing they have in the most extravagant Manner, 
here then, instead of being a Check, the Petitioners 
conceive, it would operate as an Incentive to Immo- 
rality: The Bill might have a good Effect in opulent 
Manufacturing Towns, but the Application of it to 
the said Borough would be attended with serious In- 
conveniencies, and many an industrious Person, who now 
with Difficulty, on Account of the accumulated Weight 
of Taxation, and the enormous Price of Provisions, 
earns, a Subsistence for himself and Family, would, 
were it passed into a Law, be reduced to Beggary, 
or become a Dependent on the Provisions of the Bill, 
and thus the Petitioners conceive it would, instead 
of obviating, induce Poverty: What the Petitioners 
humbly conceive to be the least objectionable is that 
Part of the Bill which relates to Schools of Industry ; 
but its Intention would be frustrated, for, after great 
Sums of Money had been expended in the Erection of 
Building, and the necessary Concomitants thereof, no 
Use could be made of them, there being no Manu- 
factories in this Country, especially of that Kind in

UPON the Representation of the Chancellor of the Exchequer; stating, That from the Result of the 
Information which he has received, and of the Enquiries which it has been his Duty to make respecting 
the Effect of the unusual Demands for Specie, that have been made upon the Metropolis, in Consequence 
of ill-founded, or exaggerated Alarms, in different Parts of the Country; It appears, that unless some Measure 
is immediately taken, there may be reason to apprehend a Want of a sufficient Supply of Cash, to answer 
the Exigencies of the Public Service: It is the unanimous Opinion of the Board, That it is indispensably 
necessary for the Public Service, that the Directors of the Bank of England should forbear issuing any Cash 
in Payment, until the Sense of Parliament can be taken on that Subject, and the proper Measures adopted 
thereupon, for maintaining the Means of Circulation, and supporting the Public and Commercial Credit of 


the Kingdom, at this important Conjuncture. 


And it is ordered, That a Copy of this Minute be transmitted 


to the Directors of the Bank of England; and they are hereby required, on the Grounds of the Exigency of the 
Case, to conform thereto, until the Sense of Parliament can be taken as aforesaid.

The said Copy is preserved amongst the other 
Papers of this Session; and the said Translation 
is as followeth ; viz. ' , 


TRANSLATION of a Treaty between His 
Britannick Majesty and the Landgrave of Hesse 
Darmstadt, signed at Francfort, the 10th Day 
of June 1796. 


Be it known to those to whom it may concern, That 
His Majesty the King of Great Britain, and his Serene 
Highness the Landgrave of Hesse Darmstadt, in con- 
sideration of the strict Ties which unite Their Interests, 
and having judged, that in the present Situation of 
Affairs, it would contribute to the reciprocal Welfare of 
Great Britain‘ and of the Dominions of Hesse Darm- 
stadt, to cement and strengthen, by a new Treaty of Al- 
liance, the Connection which subsists. between thém ; 
His Britannick Majesty, in order to. regulate the 
Objects relative to this Treaty, has thought proper to 
nominate Charles Craufurd, His Envoy at the Imperial 
and Royal Armies, and his Serene Highness has nomi- 
nated on his Part, for the same Purpose, the Baron 
Charles of Barckhaus, his Privy Councillor and Director 
ot the Council of War, who, being furnished with the 
necessary full Powers, have agreed to take for Basis of 
the present Treaty, the one formerly concluded between 
Great Britain and Hesse, the 5th of October 1793, to 
adopt such Parts of it as may be applicable to the pre- 
sent Circumstances, or to settle, by new Articles, those 
Points which it may be necessary to regulate otherwise ; 
and as it is not possible to specify each particular Case, 
every Thing which shall appear to be determined in a 
precise Manner, either in the present Treaty, or in the 
former Treaty, shall be settled with Equity and good 
Faith, in conformity to the same Principles which have 
been adopted in the former Instances. 


Article I. 

There shall be therefore in virtue of this Treaty, be» 
tween His Majesty the King of Great Britain and his 
Serene Highness the Landgrave of Hesse Darmstadt, 
Their Heirs and Successors, a strict Friendship, and a 
sincere, firm, and constant Union, so that the one shall 
consider the Interests of the other as his own, and shall 
strive to promote them with good Faith as much as 
possible, and to prevent and remove all Disturbance and 
Injury. 


Article II. 

His Majesty the King of Great Britain, desiring to 
have in His Service a Body of Troops, to be employed 
wherever He inay think proper, excepting in the t 
Indies, or on Board the Fleet; and his Serene Highness 
wishing for nothing more than to give His Majesty this 
fresh Proof of his Attachment, engages, by virtue of 
this Article, to set on Foot Three Battalions of In- 
fantry, forming a Body of Two thousand Two hundred 
and Eighty-four Men, according to the annexed Speci- 
fication. These Troops shall be ready to pass in Re- 
view before His Britannick Majesty's Commissary, the 
14th Day of July, of the present Year, at Darmstadt, 
and to begin their March the following Day, for: the 
Place of their Destination, The General whom His 
Britannick Majesty shall appoint Commander in Chief 
in the Countries where these Troops shall serve, shall 
have Authority to employ them either together or in 
Detachments, and even to disperse them amongst the 
different Islands or Districts of his Command, in the 
Manner which he shall judge the most advantageous 
for His Majesty’s Service. It being ers 
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well understood, that. these Troops shall always remain 
under the immediate Orders of their own Chiefs. The 
said Corps shall consist of Men disciplined and exer- 
cised, and well armed and equipped. 


Article IIT. 

_ In order to defray the Expences to which the Serene 
Landgrave shall be put for the Equipment of the said 
Corps of Troops, His Britannick Majesty promises to 
pay to his Serene Highness, for each Man, Thirty 
Crowns Banco, the Crown being reckoned at Fifty- 
three Sols of Holland, at 48. gid. English Money, of 
which Payment shall be made immediately after the 
Review, and according to the effective State as shall 
then be verified. All the Camp Necessaries, as like- 
wise all the Horses, Waggons, Draft Horses, Valets de 
Bat, and Waggoners, who may be necessary for the 
Troops, as well for transporting the Equipages, Provi- 
sions, Ammunition, Utensils, Sick, and other Objects of 
every Kiud, as for the Field Pieces, with their Imple- 
ments and Artillerymen, shall be furnished by His Bri- 
tannick Majesty wherever they may be wanted. 


Article IV. 

Besides the Levy Money stipulated in the preceding 
Article, His Britannick Majesty shall cause to be paid 
to every Officer, as also to every One employed, not a 
Fighting Man, of-equal Rank, the Sum of Three Months 
Pay, according to his Rank, and upon the same Foot- 
ing as his National Troops, in order to facilitate the 
Expence of his private Equipment; which Payment 
shall be made immediately after the Signature of the 
present Treaty. 


Article V. 

His Majesty the King of Great Britain engages Him- 
self in like Manner to pay to the Serene Landgrave, an 
Annual Subsidy, during the Six Years this Treaty is to 
continue. This Subsidy shall commence from the Day 
of the Signature, and it shall be paid at the Rate of 
Eighty thousand Crowns Banco per Annum. The Pay- 
ment of this Subsidy shall be made regularly, without 
Abatement, every Quarter, to the Agent of his. High- 
ness in London. 


Article VI. 

These Troops shall remain in the Service, and at the 
Disposition of His Britannick Majesty, during Six Years ; 
and His Majesty shall allow them, during this Term, 

1. Every Thing that is necessary for their Subsis- 
tence, namely, Pay, Bread, Forage, and in general all 
Emoluments, as well ordinary as extraordinary, attached 
to every Rank, on the same Footing that he allows 
them to His British Troops, in the different Places of 
their Destination; and for this Purpose, the Statements 
of Payment shall be annexed to the present Treaty. 

2. Medicines and Sustenance for the sick and wound- 
ed, with a Place, and the necessary Means of Convey- 
ance, wherein they may be treated and taken Care of, 
precisely on the same Footing as the National British 
Troops, by their own Physicians and Surgeons. 

The Pay shall commence from the Day of the 
Review, according to the effective State in which the said 
Corps shall be delivered, and which shall be verified by 
a Table, signed by the respective Ministers of the High 
contracting Parties, which shall have the same Torce as 
if it had been inserted Word for Word in the present 
Treaty. 


Article VIT. 

As ‘in the before-mentioned Table, the Strength of 
each Company, of which Four make a Battalion, 
amounts to One hundred and Sixty-three Soldiers ; 
it must be observed, that in this Number, are com- 
prised Seven Men unarmed, intended, according to 
the established Custom in the Hessian Service, to serve 
as Servants to Officers; and it is agreed upon, that 
these Men shall nevertheless pass Muster as Soldiers 
in every Respect. 
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Article VITI. 

As it is to be feared, that notwithstanding all the 
Care made use of, it will not be possible entirely to pre- 
vent Desertion, until the Arrival of the Troops at the 
Place of Embarkation ; and his Serene Highness pro- 
mising to employ every Means in his Power, that the 
said Corps shall be embarked complete, it is agreed 
upon, that there shall be at the said Review, Ten su- 
pernumerary Men per Company, to supply the Place of 
Deserters on the March, so that in case, on the Ar- 
rival of the Corps at the Port, the Numbers of Super- 
numeraries shall exceed that of the. Deserters, the Re- 
mainder may be distributed amongst the Battalions, 
and added to the Amount, in order to increase, in such 
Case, the Levy Money, Pay, &c.; and his Highness 
engages himself, moreover, to cause the said Corps to be 
escorted by a Detachment of Cavalry, in order to pick 
up Deserters, procure Quarters, &c. &c.: It being well 
understood, that the Expences, as well of the March as 
of the Return of the Detachment of Cavalry, shall be 
defrayed by His Majesty. 


Article IX. 

All the Objects of Pay and Maintenance shall be cal- 
culated according to the Table of the Annual Review, so 
that the Vacancies happening from one Review to 
another, shall not make any Alteration in the State of 
Payment. His Majesty shall cause these Objects to be 
paid in Advance every Two Months, either by Assign- 
ments payable in Favour of the Hessian Commissioner, 
upon whatever Chest of His Majesty which may be 
nearest to the said Commissioner, or in ready Money, to 
his Serene Highness’s Agent in London. : 


Article X. 

A fresh Review shall take place regularly every Year. 
His Majesty shall give Three Months Notice of the 
Number of Recruits necessary to complete the Corps, 
which Number shall be fixed according to the Official 
Report of the First Day of April, so that the Recruits 
shall be ready to be delivered to the English Commis- 
sary the First Day of July, at the Place of the First 
Review, or One Month after, at such Port in Germany, 
or at such Place on the Frontiers of the Empire, as His 
Majesty may chuse for their Reception. The Term of 
their Delivery shall be deemed to be that of the new 
Review, and the Total of the Number of effective Men 
remaining, according to the Report of the Month of 
April, added to that of the Recruits delivered to. the 
British Commissary, shall be considered as the effective 
State of the new Period, and shall not vary until the 
Review of the following Year. 


Article XI. 

There shall be paid for each Recruit, armed, equip- 
ped, disciplined, and exercised, the Sum of Twenty 
Crowns Banco, and his Highness the Landgrave takes 
upon himself the Expences of Transport to the Place 
of Embarkation, as well as of the Escort, which are to 
be reimbursed by His Britannick Majesty. 


Article XIT. 

As during the Continuance of this Treaty, it will ne- 
cessarily occur, that Officers or Soldiers, either for 
Family Reasons, on Account of Preferment, or for Sick- 
ness, will be obliged to return Home, His Majesty takes 
upon himself the Expences of their Transport in the 
Two former Cases, as far as the Frontiers of the Empire, 
and in the latter, to their own Country. His Highness 
promises in Return to replace the Non-commissioned 
Officers and Soldiers, to whom he may give Permission 
to return (for any other Reason than that of Sickness) 
at his own Expence, and without requiring the Con- 
sideration for Recruits fixed in the preceding Article, 
reserving to himself nothing but the Transport from 
the Fiontiers of the Empire, unto the Place of their 
Desti: sation. Moreover, his Highness will never recal 
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an Officer or Soldier without urgent Cause, or without 
having acquainted His Majesty thereof; and he will 
take Care that the Number of Officers shall be always 
complete. 

Article XIII. 

The most Serene Landgrave being at the Charge of 
furnishing the said Corps with Arms and Clothing, in 
consequence of the Pay upon the Footing of English 
Troops, as agreed upon in these Articles, His Majesty 
shall cause Indemnification to be made for such Loss 
only in Cloathing, Arms, and Accoutrements, as shall 
be occasioned by some Accident of War or of Voyage, 
as well as for every Expence incurred in the Transport 
of these several Articles to the Troops, and also of 
every Thing they may stand in Need of; it being well 
understood, that the aforesaid Articles shall be delivered 
to the English Commissary at the same Time as the 
Recruits of the Year, in order that the same Vessel may 
convey both. 

Article XIV. 

In case an Officer should lose his Equipage, either on 
his Route, or by some Accident in War, His Majesty 
shall grant him the same Indemnification as English 
Officers are allowed in similar Cases. 


Article XV. 

As soon as his Serene Highness shall have put the 
Corps in a State to march within the Term agreed up- 
on, he shall be considered as having fulfilled his Preli- 
minary Engagements, so that the Payment of the Levy 
Money, Subsidy, and Pay, shall take place according to 
the aforesaid Determination, even in case His Majesty, 
on Account of some unforeseen Event, should not think 
proper to have the Corps reviewed, or to cause it to 
march or embark. 

Article XVI. 

If before the Period of the Review, His Britannick 
Majesty shall find himself disposed to renounce this 
Treaty entirely, his Serene Highness shall receive, under 
the Title of Indemnification : 

ist. The Levy Money. 
2nd. The Equipage Money allowed to the Officers. 
3rd. Three Months Pay for the Whole of the 
Troops, according to the Table annexed to the 
Second Article, &c. 
4th. One Year’s Subsidy. 
Article XVII. 

At the End of Six Years His Britannick Majesty 
shall send back the Corps, at the Disposal of his High- 
ness, in the same State in which it was taken into His 
Service, and being at the entire Expence of transport- 
ing, until their Arrival at Darmstadt. It being under 
stood that His Majesty shall not pay the Levy Money 
for the Men who may be wanting at that Time, except 
in the Case where he shall have failed to inform the 
Serene Landgrave of it Six Months beforehand, in 
order to save his Highness the Expence of a new Com- 
pletion. If by Accident the Return should be retarded, 
the Treaty shall be tacitly prolonged, for One Year, 
in every Respect, and a certain Sum shall be agreed 
upon as an Equivalent for Levy Money, in proportion 
to the present Arrangement. 


Article XVIII. 

If His Majesty should think proper, after the Expi- 
ration of the Six Years fixed for the Duration of this 
Treaty, to keep the said Corps for some Years longer, 
his Highness consents to it beforehand, and it will be 
then only necessary to make an Arrangement respecting 
the Levy and Equipage Money for the Officers, which 
will be calculated according to the Proportions of the 
present Treaty. 

Article XIX. 

His Serene Highness reserves to himself the Juris- 
diction over his Troops, as well as all Dispositions re- 
specting Promotion, Discipline, and interior Adminis- 
tration. 
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Article XX. 

His Britannick Majesty grants to his Highness the 
Sum of Fifteen thousand Pounds Sterling, to answer the 
First Expences of equipping this Corps, Payment of 
which shall be made immediately after the Signature of 


this Treaty, and shall be carried to the Account of 
Levy Money. 


Article X XI. 

Deserters shall be faithfully delivered up on both 
Sides, and neither the Soldiers, nor any other Persons 
belonging to the Corps of Hesse Darmstadt, shall be 
permitted to settle in the Dominions of His Britannick 
Majesty. 

In Witness whereof, we the undersigned, authoriz- 
ed by the full Power of His Majesty the King of 
Great Britain on one Side, and of his Serene High- 
ness the Reigning Landgrave of Hesse Darmstadt on 
the other, have signed the present Treaty, and have 
caused the Seals of our Arms to be affixed thereto.

unless supported and kept together by the Roots of 
Trees, as it now is, it would not stand, and the Line

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That the Court of Assistattts of the said Corpo- 
ration did, in the Year 1790, make’ Provision for the

the contrary, in Right of certain Tenements, and of 
certain Lands, had and enjoyed the Right and Privi- 
lege of stocking the same, without Stint, with all Man- 
ner of Cattle, and that, should the said Bill, in its 
present Form, pass into a Law, the Petitioner would be 
entirely deprived of such his Right and Privilege, so long 
by them and him enjoyed, without any Allowance or 
Allotment made to him for the same: And therefore 
praying, That the said Bill may not pass into a Law in 
its present Form, and that he may be heard, by himself, 
his Agents, or Counsel, against such Part or Parts of the 
same as may affect his Interest. 

A Petition of John Slade, of the City of Bath, Es- 
quire, was also presented to the House, and read ; Like- 
wise taking Notice of the said Bill; and Setting forth, 
That the Petitioner is seised in Fee of a Capital Mes-. 
suage or Tenement and Farm called Athe/ney Farm, 
containing about Seventy-five Acres, and of the Yearly 
Value of £.150, or thereabouts, also of sundry Pieces 
or Parcels of Land called Cles Meadow, containing 
about Eighteen Acres, and of the Yearly Value of £ 36, 
or thereabouts ; and also of Two Meadows called Gales 
Meadow, containing about Nine Acres, and of the 
Yearly Value of £.18, or thereabouts ; all which said 
Messuages, Lands, and Tenements, are situate, lying, 
and being in the Parish of Lyng, in the said County 
of Somerset ; and, in Right of the same, the Petitioner 
has enjoyed unlimited Right of Common of Pasture 
in, upon, and over, all the aforesaid Moors, Commons,

unto, for, and amongst, every Person or Persons, Pro- 
prietor or Proprietors, interested therein, in respect of 
their old Auster, or ancient Tenements, the Owners 
and Occupiers whereof do, and have been accustomed 
to keep in Repair the Walls or Embankments therein 
mentioned, without any respect to the Yearly Value 
of such Tenements, it being intended by the said Act 
that each Proprietor of the said old Auster, or ancient 
Tenements, shall have an equal Allotment of the said 
respective Moors, Commons, or Waste Lands and 
Grounds, Share and Share alike: And therefore pray- 
ing, to be heard by himself, Counsel, or Agents, against 
such Part of the said Bill as he shall be advised. 

And the said Petitions were severally ordered to 
be referred to the Consideration of the Com- 
mittee to whom the said Bill is committed; 
and the Petitioners are to be heard, by them- 
selves, their Counsel, or Agents, before the said. 
Committee, upon their Petitions, if they think 
fit. 

Ordered, That it be an Instruction to the said Com- 
mittee, that they do admit Counsel to be heard, at the 
same Time, in Favour of the said Bill, against the said 
Petitions. 

Ordered, That all have Voices who come to the

eighth Year of the Reign of his late Majesty King 
George the Second, for repairing and widening the Road 
from Basingstoke through Wortin, Overton, Whitchurch, 
Hursborn Pryors, Andover, and Middle Wallop, in the 
County of Southampton, to a Place called Lobcomb Cor- 
ner, in the Parish of Winterslow, in the County of Wilts, 
and of another Act, made in the Fourteenth Year of 
the Reign of His present Majesty, for enlarging the 
Term and Powers of the said Act, for including the 
Road from Spittlehouse over Weyhill to Mullens Pond, 
as directed by an Act, made in the Twenty-ninth Year 
of his said Majesty King George the Second, and for 
amending the Roads from Andover through Charlton 
towards Tangley, and from Chariton to Clanfield Bottom, 
and from Weyhill to Sarson Street, and also the Road 
through the said Town of Basingstoke, and also for 
amending, widening, and keeping in Repair, certain 
other Roads in the County of Southampton, was read a 
Second Time. 

Resolved, That the Bill be committed to Mr. Wal- 
lop, Mr. John Pitt, &c.: And they are to meet this 
Afternoon, at Five of the Clock, in the Speaker's 
Chamber. 


Lord George Augustus Henry Cavendish reported 
from the Committee, to whom the Bill for dividing and

oppose the Bill); and that the Committee had gone 
through the Bill, and made several Amendments there- 
unto, which they had directed him to report to the 
House; and he read the Report in his Place; and af- 
terwards delivered the Bill, with the Amendments, in 
at the Clerk’s Table: Where the Amendments were 
Once read throughout; and then a Second Time, One 
by One; and, upon the Question severally put there- 
upon, were agreed to by the House. 

Ordered, That the Bill, with the Amendments, be 
ingrossed. 


Mr. Ellison reported from the Committee, to whom 
the Petition of the several Persons, whose Names are 
thereunto subscribed, being Trustees for executing Two 
Acts, passed in the Twenty-ninth Year of the Reign of 
his late Majesty King George the Second, and in the 
Seventeenth Year of His present Majesty, for repairing 
and widening certain Roads leading to and from the 
City of Lincoln, and for repairing and widening the 
Roads from the Termination of the present Turnpike 
Road at the Foot of Bracebridge Bridge, over the said 
Bridge, Westward, to the Extremity of the County of 
Lincoln, near a Place called Potter Hill, and from the 
Termination of the present Turnpike Road, at the Foot 
of Canwick Hill, Southward, to a Windmill at the Top 
of the said Hill, was referred; That the Committee 
had examined, and found that the Standing Orders of 
the House, relative to Turnpike Bills, had been com- 
plied with ; and that the Committee had examined the 
Matter of the said Petition, and had directed him to 
report the same, as it appeared to them, to the House ; 
-~, he read the Report in his Place; and afterwards 
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delivered. it in at the Clerk’s Table: Where the same 
was read; and is as followeth; viz. 

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, the 
said Acts were read: And, 

Mr. John Thomas Bell being examined, said, That the 
Trustees have proceeded in the Execution of the said 
Acts, and have borrowed a considerable Sum of Money 
upon the Credit thereof, which has been duly applied 
according to the Direction of the said Acts; which 
Money cannot be repaid, nor the Roads kept in proper 
Repair, unless the Term granted by the said Acts be 
further continued, and the Powers thereof varied, al- 
tered, amended, and enlarged ; and the Witness added, 
that it will be necessary to increase the Tolls: Then, 

Mr. Henry Walker confirmed the above Evidence. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill for 
continuing the Term, and altering and enlarging the 
Powers, of Two Acts, passed in the Twenty-ninth Year 
of the Reign of his late Majesty King George the 
Second, and in the Seventeenth Year of the Reign of 
His present Majesty, for repairing and widening certain 
Roads leading to and from the City of Lincoln, and for 
repairing and widening the Roads from the Termina- 
tion of the present Turnpike Road at the Foot of

appeared to them, to the House ; and he read the Re- 
port in his Place; and afterwards delivered it in at the 
Clerk’s Table: Where the same was read; and is as 
followeth ; viz. 

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, Mr. 
Wilkam Hodgkinson, a Surveyor, being examined, said, 
That the Road leading from the Town of Wellingbo- 
rough to Northampton, is in a ruinous Condition, and 
in many Parts narrow and incommodious for Travellers, 
and cannot be effectually amended, widened, and kept 
in good Repair by the Laws in being. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill for 
amending, widening, altering, and keeping in Repair, 
the Road leading from a Place called Morton's Corner, 
in the Town of Wellingborough, in the County of Nor- 
thampton, to the East End of Abingdon Street, in the 
Town of Northampton: And that Mr. Dickins and 
Mr. Powys do prepare, and bring in, the same. 


A Petition of the several Persons, whose Names are 
thereunto subscribed, on Behalf of themselves and others, 
Inhabitants of the Towns and Parishes of Wolverhamp- 
ton, Bilston, and Wednesbury, in the County of Stafford, h 
and of the Towns and Parishes of Shiffnal, Wellington, 
Newport, and Sutton Maddock, in the County of Salop, 
and Owners and Occupiers of [states in the Neigh- 
bourhood of such Towns and Parishes respectively, was 
presented to the House, and read; Taking Notice of 
the Bill for continuing the Term, and amending, alter- 
ing, and enlarging, the Powers of Two Acts of Par- 
liament, of the Fourth and Twenty-fifth Years of His 
present Majesty’s Reign, for repairing the Roads lead- 
ing from The Buck’s Head, at Watling Street, and other 
Roads therein mentioned, in the County of Salop; and 
for setting out and making a new Branch of Road from 
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the present Turnpike Road at the Bottom of Lincoln 
Hill, in the Parish of Afadeley, to communicate with 
the said Turnpike Road at or near the End of a Lane 
leading to the Village of Norton, in the Parish of Stock- 
ton, in the said County ; and Setting forth, That, if the 
said new Branch of Road be made, it will be very 
injurious to the Property and Interest of the Petition- 
ers, and all others residing, or owning or occupying 
Estates, in or near the said Towns and Parishes respec- 
tively, and will not be attended with any Advantage, 
or give any particular Accommodation to the Public: 
And therefore praying, That Power may not be granted 
by the said Bill for making the said new Road, and 
that the Petitioners may be heard, by themselves, or 
Counsel, against such Parts of the said Bill as may 
affect them. 

Ordered, That the said Petition be referred to the 
Consideration of the Committee to whom the said Bill 
is committed ; and that the Petitioners be heard, by 
themselves, or Counsel, before the said Committee, 
upon their Petition, if they think fit. 

Ordered, That it be an Instruction to the said Com- 
mittee, That they do admit Counsel to be heard, at the 
same Time, in Favour of the said Bill, against the said 
Petition. 


Mr. Barne reported from the Committee, to whom 
the Bill for dividing and inclosing the Open and Com- 
mon Fields, Meadows, Lands, Commons, and Com- 
monable Places, in thie Parish of Chalgrave, in the County 
of Bedford, was committed ; That the Committee had 
examined, and found that the Standing Orders of the 
House, relative to Bills of Inclosure, had been com- 
plied with; and that the Committee had examined 
the Allegations of the Bill, and found the same to be 
true; and that the Parties concerned had given their 
Consent to the Bill, to the Satisfaction of the Com- 
mittee (except the Owners of 13 Acres of Land, who 
could not be met with; and that the whole Property 
intended to be inclosed consists of 1,779 Acres, or 
thereabouts ; and that no Person appeared before the 
Committee to oppose the Bill); and that the Com- 
mittee had gone through the Bill, and made several 
Amendments thereunto, which they had directed him 
to report to the House ; and he read the Report in his 
Place; and afterwards delivered the Bill, with the 
Amendments, in at the Clerk’s Table: Where the 
Amendments were Once read throughout; and then a 
Second Time, One by One; and, upon the Question 
severally put thereupon, were agreed to by the House. 

Ordered, That the Bill, with the Amendments, be 
ingrossed. 


Mr. William Egerton presented to the House, accord. 
ing to Order, a Bill to enable the Company of Pro- 
prietors of the Navigation from the Zrent to the Mersey, 
to extend several Branches of Canal from and out of 
their said Navigation: And the same was received ; and 
read the First Time. 

Resolved, That the Bill be read a Second Time. 


A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Ward of Bil- 
lingsgate, in the City of London, was presented to the 
House, and read; ‘Taking Notice of the Bill for mak- 
ing Wet Docks, Basons, Cuts, and other Works, for 
the greater Accommodation and Security of Shipping, 
Commerce, and Revenue, within the Port of London; 
and Setting forth, That the said Bill will, if carried into 
Execution, materially injure the Petitioners, and the 
several Parishes within the said Ward, from a Reduc- 
tion in the Receipt of the several Parliamentary and 
Parochial Assessments, by a Deterioration of the Houses 
and Warehouses within the said Ward, and in parti- 
cular the same will very materially injure the Property 
of such Houses and Warehouses; and, upon these 
Grounds, the Petitioners submit that the same ought 
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not to pass into a Law, especially at a Time when the 
uncertain State of the Commerce of the Country ren- 
ders it at least doubtful to what Extent the Improve- 
ment of the Port of London, if any at all, may be re- 
quired ; but, in case the Plan of Wet Docks and Ware- 
houses in Wapping must be adopted, the Petitioners 
conceive that, in common Justice, an Indemnity ought 
to be made and secured to them for the Deficiencies 
the same will occasion in the Taxes of the Ward, by 
diverting the Trade and Commerce of the Port to a 
new Channel: And therefore praying the House, That 
the Dill may not pass into a Law, and that the Peti- 
tioners may be heard, by their Counsel, against it. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Ward of Tower 
was also presented to the House, and read; Likewise 
taking Notice of the said Bill; and Setting forth, That 
the Petitioners, upon a former Occasion, anxiously 
expressed their just Apprehensions of the fatal Conse- 
quences that must certainly ensue to themselves and 
Families, should the Project then in Agitation be car- 
ried into Execution, at the same Time they stated their 
Readiness to co-operate, if permitted, in any Endea- 
vours to remove all supposed or acknowledged existing 
Obstacles, and accelerate the Promotion of all requisite 
Improvement in the Port, that would secure the Con- 
venience and Safety of the Trade of London, and which 
did not in their Effects demand a Sacrifice of such 
immense Extent as the Bill then applied for seemed 
undoubtedly to grasp at; and that the Petitioners had 
hoped an impartial Review of the Grievances that would 
certainly attach to them, of which they thus publicly 
had expressed their Dread on the one Hand, and the 
Inclination they had evinced to assist the essential In- 
terest of the Commerce of the Port, in the Welfare of 
which they are so deeply concerned, on the other, would 
have pressed so forcibly upon the equitable Disposition 
of the Parties prosecuting this Bill in Parliament, that, 
in Policy and Justice, they would have abandoned their 
Scheme altogether, or they would have prefaced the At- 
tempt of succeeding in it by an upright and honourable 
Pledge of complete Indemnification ; and the Petitioners 
have, with Anxiety, but with Patience, waited for this 
Avowal, of liberal Integrity, this Earnest indeed of im- 
mediate and strict Equity on the Part of the Supporters 
of the Wet Dock System, and having trusted such Sen- 
timents would have dictated their Conduct, the Peti- 
tioners have rested im confident Silence, but they now 
learn with Sorrow that not only the Bill is pursned 
with increased Assiduity, but that Compensation to 
the various Claimants has not yet been agreed upon ; 
the Petitioners then once again solicitously entreat the 
Protection of the House, recalling its Attention to the 
Case of the numerous Individuals who will seriously 
suffer if this Measure is determined upon, many will 
have to regret the total Loss of immense Property, 
but a much larger Proportion (whose Condition no In- 
demnity in the Power of a Wet Dock Corporation to 
offer will be competent to remedy) must be driven from 
their _Employments and natural Occupations ; among 
the latter Description of Sufferers, they beg Leave to 
notice the Body of Lightermen and Watermen who 
reside in the said Ward, and who afford so essential, so 
important a Nursery for those brave Seamen who man 
the Bulwark of the Nation; if however the urgent 
Appeals of those Individuals, apprehensive of Ruin and 
Annihilation to their Properties and Livelihoods, of- 
fered in Temperance and Moderation, should in the 
Wisdom of the House be thought of less Avail and 
Consideration than the pressing Solicitations of other 
Individuals who piead for Sanction to an immediate 
and direct Removal of the Trade of London from its 
ancient Seat and Roundaries, under Colour and Pre- 
tence of benefiting it, then indeed they must, with 
Deference to the Will and Judgment of the Commons 
of Great Britain, in Distress, submit, but, if the Na- 
tional Good hereafter should ultimately require (which 
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from their present Means of Information they cannot 
ascertain to their Satisfaction) the Completion of this 
Design, so injurious to the Interests of the said Ward 
in particular, and to the City in general, in Opposition 
to every other Proposal, yet at this Conjuncture they 
venture respectfully to submit it to the Discernment 
of the House, whether, in sound Discretion, such serious 
Alteration in the Port of London might not be deferred 
till the Period may arrive when it will not be an Un- 
certainty, which in a State of Warfare it ever must, 
what Increase in the Commerce of the Country may 
be permanently established: And the Petitioners further 
pray, That, if at any Time the Plan of Wet Docks and 
Warehouses in Wapping must be adopted, that Indem- 
nity may be secured to the said Ward for all Deficiencies 
of Taxes that it may experience in consequence of the 
Commerce and Trade of the Port being diverted to 
another Channel; and also praying to be heard, by 
Counsel, in their Behalf. 

And the said Petitions were severally ordered to be 
referred to the Consideration of the Committee 
to whom the said Bill is committed ; and the 
Petitioners are to be heard, by their Counsel, 
before the said Committee, upon their Petitions, 
if they think fit. 

Ordered, That it be an Instruction to the said Com- 
mittee, That they do admit Counsel to be heard, at the 
same Time, in Favour of the said Bill, against the said 
Petitions. 


The House being informed that the Sheriffs of the 
City of London attended at the Door ; they were called 
in; and, at the Bar, presented to the House, 

A Petition of the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
mons, of the City of London, in Common Council as- 
sembled. 

And then they withdrew. 

And the said Petition was read: Also taking Notice 
of the said Bill; and Setting forth, That the Petitioners 
have, from Time immemorial, and by virtue of, and 
under several Charters, recognized and confirmed by 
divers Acts of Parliament, had and exercised, and ought, 
and have accustomed themselves to have and exercise, 
the Office of Bailiff and Conservator of the Water of 
Thames, to be exercised and occupied by the Mayor of 
the same City fcr the Time being, during the Time 
of his Mayoralty, or by his sufficient Deputies, in, upon, 
and about the Water of Thames (that is to say) from 
the Bridge of the Town of Staines, in the County of 
Middlesex, and towards the East unto London Bridge, 
and from thence to a certain Place called Kendall, 
otherwise YVenland, otherwise Yenleet, towards the Sea 
and East, and in Medway, and in the Port of the City 
of London aforesaid, and upon whatever Banks, and 
upon every Shore, and upon every Wharf of the same 
Water of Thames, within the Limits and Bounds afore- 
said, and in, upon, and about, all and every of them; 
and also for all the Time aforesaid held Jurisdiction 
over the same, and have had and taken, and ought and 
have accustomed themselves to have and take, to their 
own proper Use, by the Mayor of the same City for 
the Time being, during the Time of his Mayoralty, or 
his sufficient Deputies, all Wages, Rewards, Fees, and 
Profits, belonging to the same Office of Bailiff; and that 
the said Bill contains divers Clauses, Powers, and Pro- 
visions, by which, if the same were passed into a Law, 
the Rights and Privileges of the Petitioners would be 
invaded, and the Trade and Commerce of the said Port 
of London would in a great Degree be removed from 
its present Scite, where it has flourished for a great 
Length of Time, to the great Benefit and Advantage 
of the City of London, and the Kingdom in general, to 
a new Situation out of the Controul and Superinten- 
dence, as well as out of the Care and Protection of the 
Petitioners; and that such Removal will not. only be 
a Violation of the ancient Customs and Privileges of 
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the Petitioners, but also be productive of the most 
ruinous and distressing Consequences to divers incorpo- 
rated Societies and Companies, as well as to great Num- 
bers of Individuals, the Value of whose Property, or 
the Profits of whose Labour and Industry, in a great 


Measure depend upon the Trade and Commerce of - 


the City and Port of London being continued to be 
carried on within the Limits and Jurisdiction of the 
said City; and that the said Bill contains divers other 
Powers and Provisions, the Effect of which will be in- 
jurious to the Petitioners, and to many Persons con- 
cerned in the Trade and Commerce of the said City 
and Port of London: And therefore praying, That they 
may be heard, by their Counsel, Agents, and Witnesses, 
against such Parts of the said Bill as may be prejudi- 
cial to their Rights, Privileges, and Interests, or other- 
wise affect them, and that the same may not pass into 
a Law as it now stands, or that the Petitioners may 
have such other Relief in the Premises, as to the House 
shall seem meet. 

Ordered, That the said Petition be referred to the 
Consideration of the Committee to whom the said Bill 
is committed ; and that the Petitioners be heard, by 
their Counsel, Agents, and Witnesses, before the said 
Committee, upon their Petition, if they think fit. 

Ordered, That it be an Instruction to the said Com- 
mittee, That they do admit Counsel to be heard, at the 


same Time, in Favour of the said Bill, against the said 
Petition. 


Ordered, That the Bill for dividing and inclosing a 
Common, or Parcel of Waste Ground, called Penge 
Common, lying within the Hamlet of Penge, in the 
County of Surrey, be read a Second Time upon this 
Day Sevennight. 


The House was moved, That the Petition of those 
Prisoners, confined for Debt in His Majesty’s Gaol 
the Castle of Lancaster, who have taken, and those 
who mean to take, the Benefit of the Acts of Parlia- 
ment made for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors, which 
was presented to the House upon Monday last, and then 
ordered to lie upon the Table, might be again read. 

And the same being read accordingly ; 

Ordered, That the said Petition be referred to the 
Consideration of a Committee of the whole House. 

Resolved, ‘That this House will, upon Wednesday 
Morning next, resolve itself into a Committee of the 
whole House, to consider of the said Petition. 


An ingrossed Bill to continue the Laws, now in 
Force, for regulating the Trade between the Subjects 
of His Majesty’s Dominions and the Inhabitants of the 
Territories belonging to the United States of America, 
so far as the same relate to the Trade and Commerce 
carried on between this Kingdom and the Inhabitants 
of the Countries belonging to the said United States, 
was read the Third Time. 

Resolved, That the Bill do pass: And that the Title 
be, An Act to continue the Laws, now in Force, for 
regulating the Trade between the Subjects of His 
Majesty’s Dominions and the Inhabitants of the Ter- 
ritories belonging to the United States of America, so 
far as the same relate to the Trade and Commerce car- 
ried on between this Kingdom and the Inhabitants of 
the Countries belonging to the said United States.

certain Fen Lands and Low Grounds, in the Isle of 
Ely, and Counties of Suffolk and Norfolk, between Mil- 
denhall River, South, Plant Load, and Brandon River, 
North, bounded on the West by the River Ouse, and on 
the East by Winter Load, Earswell Brooke, and the Hard 
Lands of Mildenhall, was referred. 

General Adeane accordingly reported from the said 
Committee, That the Committee had examined, and 
found that the Standing Orders of the House, relative 
to Drainage Bills, had been complied with; and 
that the Committee had examined the Matter of 
the said Petition, which they had directed to be re- 
ported to the House; and he read the Report in his 
Place; and afterwards delivered it in at the Clerk’s 
Table: Where the same was read; and is as followeth ; 
viz. 

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, Two 
Acts, passed in the Thirty-third Year of the Reign of 
his late Majesty King George the Second, and the 
Thirteenth Year of His present Majesty, for draining 
and preserving certain Fen Lands and Low Grounds in 
the Isle of Ely, and Counties of Siffolk and Norfolk, be- 
tween Mildenhall River, South, Plant Road, and Brandon 
River, North, bounded on the West by the River Ouse, 
and on the East by Vinter Load, Earswell Brooke, and 
the Hard Lands of Mildenhall; and for empowering 
the Governor, Bailiffs, and Commonalty of the Company 
of Conservators of the Great Level of the Fens, commonly 
called Bedford Level, to sell certain Fen Lands, lying 
within the Limits aforesaid, commonly called Zrvested 
Lands, were read: And, 
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. Mr. Richard Pigott being examined, said, That he is 
Treasurer to the Commissioners of the First District in 
Burnt Fen; and that the Taxes have been duly raised 
and applied in pursuance of the said Acts: That the 
said Commissioners have caused to be carried into Exe- 
cution the several Works of Drainage ; and the said 
Fen Lands and Low Grounds in their said District, 
and the Owners thereof, have derived great Benefit 
therefrom ; and the said Commissioners have from Time 
to Time borrowed large Sums of Money upon the Credit 
of the said Taxes, and several Sums of Money are now 
due and owing from the said Commissioners, who are, 
from the great and heavy Expence attending the Main- 
tenance of the Works aforesaid, unable to pay off their 
Debt: That the said Fen Lands and Low Grounds 
in the said First District might be further greatly im- 
proved, if additional Works of Drainage were made 
therein; but the present Rates and Taxes, being in- 
sufficient for the Payment of the Interest of the Monies 
already borrowed, such additional Works cannot be 


made and supported without the Aid of Parliament: 
Then, 


Mr. /Villiam Waudby, Surveyor and Engineer, being 
examined, said, That he is well acquainted with the 
Fen called Burnt Fen, and knows the Situation thereof, 
and of the Banks belonging to the same: That there 
are about 2,000 Acres of Land lying between the 
South Bank of Brandon River, Lakenheath Load, and 
the Bank called The Cross Bank, which derive very 
considerable Advantage and Benefit from the said South 
Bank of Brandon River: That so much of the said 
South Bank as prevents the said Fen Land from Inun- 
dation, is supported at the Expence of the Pro- 
prietors of Lands in the said First District; and that it 
is conceived to be reasonable, that the said Fen Lands 
ought to be taxed towards the future Support of so 
much of the said South Bank of Brandon River as. is 
so situated ; and therefore it is proposed, that proper 
Powers should be given to the Commissioners of the 
said First District, for laying and collecting a Tax on the 
said Lands. 

The Witness further said, That a Bank called The 
North Bank of Mildenhall, situate within the Second 
District, is of essential Consequence for the Preservation 
of the Lands in the First District, and it is therefore 
expedient, that some Provision should be made for en- 
abling the Commissioners of the said First District to 
repair and support that Bank, if the Commissioners for 
the Second District do not cause the Repairs to be 
made in a proper Time and Manner: And he added, 
That the Powers of the said Acts require, in several 
Respects, to be amended, altered, explained, and 
enlarged. 


Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill to 
amend, and render more effectual, an Act, made in the 
Thirty-third Year of his late Majesty King George the 
Second, intituled, “An Act for draining and preserv- 
“ ing certain Fen Lands and Low Grounds in the Isle 
“ of Ely, and Counties of Suffolk and Norfolk, between 
Mildenhall River, South, Plant Load, and Brandon 
River, North, bounded on the West by the River 
« Quse, and on the East by Winter Load, Earswell 
“ Brooke, and the Hard Lands of Mildenhall, and for 
“ empowering the Governor, Bailiffs, and Commonalty 
‘ of the Company of Conservators of the Great Level 
of the Fens, commonly called Bedford Level, to sell 
“ certain Fen Lands lying within the Limits aforesaid, 
“ commonly called Invested Lands,” so far as relates to 
the several Fen Lands and Low Grounds lying in the 
First District described in the said Act; and also to 
amend, and render more effectual, an Act, passed in the 
Thirteenth Year of the Reign of His present Majesty, 
for amending, and rendering more effectual, the said 
first-recited Act: And that General Adeane and Mr. 
Charles Yorke do prepare, and bring in, the same.

A MESSAGE by Mr. Quarme, Yeoman Usher of the 
Black Rod : 

Mr. Speaker, 
The Lords, authorized by virtue of His Majesty's

diate Attendance of this Honourable House in the 
House of Peers, to hear the Commission read.

Benford, William Bounds, John Southee, Richard Elwyn, 
Edward Goldfinch, James Elwyn, Charles Friend, Thomas 
Henry Hudson, Thomas White, Thomas Richardson, Ed- 
ward Homersham, James Homersham, Robert Fea, John 
Cheavele, John Halbet, John Marrable, Henry Kirkby, 
John Pringuer, and William Thornton, in Behalf of 
themselves and others, being legal Electors of Mem- 
bers to serve in Parliament for the City of Canterbury, 
and County of the same City, was delivered in at the 
Table, and read; Setting forth, That, previous to the 
last General Election, His Majesty, as appears by a 
certain Writ directed to the Sheriff of the City of 
Canterbury, did order a certain Parliament to be holden 
at the City of Westminster, on the 12th Day of July 
last past, and did, by the Writ aforesaid, command 
and strictly enjoin the said Sheriff of the City of Can- 
terbury, that he should cause Two Citizens of the same 
City to be freely and indifferently elected, and that 
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the Names of those Citizens, so to be elected, he 
should cause to be inserted in certain Indentures to be 
thereupon made between him and those who should 
be present at such Election, and them, at the Day 
and Place aforesaid, he should cause to come; and 
that the said Parliament, so ordered to be holden in 
the City of Westminster, was, by several Writs, pro- 
rogued to and until the 27th Day of September last 
past, and was there then holden; and that the said 
Sheriff of the City of Canterbury did, in Obedience to 
the aforesaid Writ, proceed to the Election of Two 
Citizens to serve in Parliament for the said City: 
That at the said Election George Gipps, Esquire, and 
Sir John Honywood, Baronet, and John Baker, and Samuel 
Elias Sawbridge, Esquires, were Candidates, and that 
the said John Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge were, 
by a certain Indenture, declared to have been freely 
and indifferently chosen, according to the Tenor and 
Effect of the aforesaid Writ; and that the Petition- 
ers and certain other Electors of the same City of 
Canterbury did, immediately upon the assembling of 
the Parliament, so commanded to be holden as afore- 
said, present a certain Petition to the House, question- 
ing and complaining of the Return of them the said 
John Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge, and alledging, 
that at the last Election of Members to serve in Par- 
liament for the said City of Canterbury, George Gipps, 
Esquire, and Sir John Honywood, Baronet, and John 
Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge, Esquires, were Can- 
didates, and that, before and during the said Election, 
the said John Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge were, 
by themselves and Agents, guilty of Bribery, and 
did, by themselves and their Agents, by Promises of 
Money and other Rewards, and by Gifts of Money, 
Presents, and Allowance of Meat, Drink, and other 
Entertainment, and divers other corrupt and illegal 
Practices, procure, and endeavour to procure, a great 
many of the Electors to vote for them the said John 
Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge ; and that, by the 
aforesaid corrupt and illegal Practices, the said John 
Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge obtained a Majority 
of Votes on the Poll for the said City over the said 
George Gipps and Sir John Honywood, and the Return- 
ing Officer of the said City returned the said John 
Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge as the Persons 
duly elected to serve in Parliament for the said City, 
whereas the said John Baker and Samuel Elias Saw- 
bridge were, by the aforesaid corrupt and illegal Prac- 
tices of themselves and their Agents, disabled and 
incapacitated upon the said Election to serve in Par- 
liament for the said City, and the said Election of 
them the said John Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge 
was void, and the Petitioners confined the Allegations 
of the said Petition to the said Offences of Bribery 
and Treating alone; and that the Matter of the said 
Petition was referred to a Select Committee of the 
House, and the Petitioners produced before the said 
Committee Evidence in Support of the Allegations of 
the said Petition, and were about to produce further 
Evidence in Support thereof, when the said John Baker 
and Samuel Elias Sawbridge publicly, by their Coun- 
sel, declared to the said Committee their Determina- 
tion to decline making any further Opposition to, or 
Defence against the said Petition; and that thereupon 
the said Committee did determine, that the said John 
Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge were not duly elect- 
ed, and that the last Election of Citizens, to serve in 
this present Parliament for the City of Canterbury, was 
a void Election, which said Determinations were duly 
reported to, and confirmed by, the House ; and that 
a certain other Writ, bearing Date the 2d Day of 
March Instant, was issued, directed to the Sheriff of 
the City of Canterbury aforesaid, reciting, “ That John 
“ Baker, Esquire, and Samuel Elias Sawbridge, Esquire, 
“ were lately chosen Citizens for the said City, >= 
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“ that the Lower House of Parliament had: adjudged 
“ the Election of them, the said John Baker and Samuel 
“ Elias Sawbridge, to be void,” and commanding the 
said Sheriff that he should cause Two other fit and 
discreet Citizens of the said City to be elected in the 
Place of the said John Baker and Samuel Elias Saw- 
bridge; and that the said George Gipps and Sir John 
Honywood, and John Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge, 


- were again Candidates at such renewed Election, and 


that a great Number of the Electors of the City of 
Canterbury did give their Votes for each of them on that 
Occasion, but that the said John Baker and Samuel Elias 
Sawbridge, having a Majority of Votes on the’ Poll, 
were, by a certain Indenture, declared to have been 
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and Effect of tie said last-mentioned Writ; and that, 
before the giving the Votes at such renewed Election, 
public Notice was given to the Electors of the same 
City, and also to the Returning Officer, that the said 
John Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge, by Reason of 
the Premises aforesaid, were ineligible to represent the 
City of Canterbury in Parliament on that Occasion, and 
that every Vote given in Favour of them would be ab- 
solutely useless, and thrown away ; and that the Electors 
of the said City, who voted for the said John Baker and 
Samuel Elias Sawbridge, at the Time of giving their 
Votes well knew that the said John Baker and Samuel 
Elias Sawbridge were incapable of sitting in Parliament 
for the said City, and that, after the Close of the Poll 
on that Occasion, and before the Execution of the said 
last-mentioned Indenture, the Sheriff of the said City 
was required to return the said George Gipps and Sir 
John Honywood as the Persons elected to serve in Par- 
liament for the said City in pursuance of the said last- 
mentioned Writ; and that the said John Baker and 
Samuel Elias Sawbridge have offended against the Stand- 
ing Order against Bribery, made by the House of Com- 
mons in the Year 1678, and also against the Act of 
Parliament of the Seventh Year of King Wiliam the 
Third, Chapter the Fourth, and have obtained the Seats 
they now hold in the House by the Violation of the 


‘said Order and Act of Parliament, and by gross Bribery, 


Treating, and corrupt Practices, committed by them- 
selves, and their Agents, before and after the issuing of 
the said first-mentioned Writ, and before, and during 
the Progress of, the said first-mentioned Election; and 
that the Petitioners are advised that the said John Bake? 
and Samuel Elias Sawbridge were, by Reason of the Pre- 
mises, ineligible to represent the City of Canterbury in 
Parliament on such renewed Election, and that not- 
withstanding the Majority of Votes was in their Favour, 
the Returning Officer of the said City of Canterbury

dates ; and that soon after the assembling of the Parlia- 
ment, holden after the said Election, certain Persons, 
on Behalf of themselves and others, being legal Electors 
of Members to serve in Parliament for the said City, 
presented a Petition to the House, questioning and 
complaining of the Return of the said John Baker and

to the said Electors, or some of them, large Presents, 
Gifts, Advantages, and Rewards, in order to procure 
them to vote for the said George Gipps and Sir John 
Honywood, and the said George Gipps and Sir John Hony- 
wood did, after the Teste and issuing out of the Writ 
of Election, previous to the said Vacancy, by them- 
selves, their Agents, Friends, and Managers, give, pre- 
sent, and allow, to divers Persons, having Voice or Vote 
in the said Election, Money, Meat, Drink, Entertain- 
ment, and Provision, and did make Promises, Agree- - 
ments, Obligations, and Engagements, to give or Allow 
Money, Meat, Drink, Provisions, Presents, Rewards, 
Advantages, and Entertainments, to and for several

Profit, and Preferment, of such Persons so having or

Parliament, passed in the Seventh Year of the Reign

Ordered, That Mr. Speaker do issue his Warrant, or 
Warrants, for such Persons, Papers, and Records, as 
shall be thought necessary, by the several Parties, on 
the Hearing of the Matters of the said Petitions. 


Mr. Charles Dundas reported from the Committee, 
to whom the Petition of the several Persons, whose 
Names are thereunto subscribed, on Behalf of them- 
selves and others, Inhabitants of divers Parishes, Ham- 
lets, and Townships, within the Hundreds of Fa- 
ringdon, Ganfield, and Shrivenham, in the County of 
Berks, was referred; That the Committee had exa- 
mined the Matter of the said Petition, and had di- 
rected him to report the same, as it appeared to them, 
to the House; and he read the Report in his Place;

A Petition of the Rulers, Auditors, Comptrollers, 
and Assistants, of the Society or Company of Water- 
men, Wherrymen, and Lightermen, upon the River 
Thames, between Gravesend and Windsor, under their 
Common Seal, was presented to the House, and read ; 
Taking Notice of the Bill for making Wet Docks, 
Basons, Cuts, and other Works, for the greater Ac- 
commodation and Security of Shipping, Commerce, 
and Revenue, within the Port of London; and Setting 
forth, That the Petitioners, the Company of Water- 
men, Wherrymen, and Lightermen, consist of Ten 
Thousand Persons, and upwards, many of them having 
numerous Families, and the Whole of their Subsistence 
is drawn from the Navigation of Boats and Vessels upon 
the said River; and, if the said Bill should be permitted 
to pass into a Law, the Boats and Vessels of the Peti- 
tioners employed upon the said River will be rendered, 
in a great Measure, useless, and a great Majority of the 
Petitioners, and their numerous Families, deprived of 
the Means of Subsistence; and that, by an Act, passed 
in the First Year of the Reign of King James the First, 
the Petitioners are empowered to appoint a certain 
Number of Watermen to ply upon the said River be- 
tween Vauxhall, above London Bridge, and Limehouse, 
upon the Lord’s Day, and the Overplus of the Earn- 
ings of such Watermen are directed by the said Act 
to be applied to the Use of the poor, aged, decayed, 
and maimed, Watermen and Lightermen of the said 
Society and Company, and their Widows; and that by 
the Overplus of the Earnings of such Watermen, so 
plying upon the Lord’s Day, upwards of Five Hundred 
aged and necessitous Persons are now, and have been 
for a Century past and upwards, Annually relieved; and 
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that the greater Part of the Earnings of such Water-: 


men, so plying upon the Lord’s Day, arise from the 
carrying of Seamen and other Persons on Board the 
Vessels lying in the said River,: but, if the said Bill 
should pass into a Law, more than Three-fourths of 


such Earnings will be lost to the Petitioners, and the: 


numerous Objects of Distress which are supported by 
the said Charity will be thereby deprived of its Relief 
and Assistance: That, for several Years last past, the 
Average Number of Apprentices bound into the Service 
of the Petitioners amounts to Three Hundred and’ 
upwards Annually, and the Petitioners have. Reason 
to believe that the Annual Number of such Appren- 
tices would be reduced to less than Fifty, if the said 
Bill should pass into a Law ; and that, in the Course of 
the present War, Four Thousand Persons and upwards 
have been furnished from the Body of the Petitioners, 
who are now serving, either as impressed Men or Vo- 
lunteers, in His Majesty’s Navy, and, if the Petitioners 
should be compelled to desert their Employments by the 
passing of the said Bill into a Law, and if the Number 
of their Apprentices should be reduced as before stated, 
the Public would sustain an essential Injury, in the 
Destruction of one of its best Nurseries for Seainen:

Ordered, That the said Petition be referred to the 
Consideration of the Committee to whom the said Bill 
is committed ; and that the Petitioners be heard, by 
themselves, their Agents or Counsel, before the said 
Committee, upon their Petition, if they think fit. 

Ordered, That it be an Instruction to the said Com- 
mittee, That they do admit Counsel to be heard, at the 
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same Time, in Favour of the said Bill, against the said 
Petition. 


A Petition of John Millar, M. D. was presented to 
the House, and read; Setting forth, That at this awful 
Crisis, when the National Embarrassments render it 
necessary to enquire into the State of the Finances of 
the Country, it becomes the Duty of the Petitioner to 
state to the House a Case which may tend to discover 
some of the Causes that have induced these Embar- 
rassments, may lead to the Means of averting them, 
and to the Correction of Abuses introduced in the 
Collection of the Revenue in Support of new and ha- 
zardous Experiments in Finance: At the End of the 
Session 2 Car. Anno 1628, the House of Commons 
resolved “ that no Taxes should be levied without As- 
“ sent of Parliament,” and in the Beginning of March, 
in the following Year, they added a solemn Protesta- 
tion, “ that whoever payed the same should be ac- 
* counted Enemies of the Kingdom:” To avoid this 
heavy Denunciation, still unrepealed, and, as it relates 
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to Matters of Finance, equivalent to an Act of Par- 
liament, the Petitioner, as in Duty. bound, resisted, in 
the Year 1788, the illegal Impositions of the Officers 
and Ministers of the Crown im levying Taxes to a 
greater Amount than had been granted by Parliament 
by an Act imposing a Duty on Windows, and by se- 
veral subsequent Acts imposing the Commutation Tax : 
Notwithstanding the earnest Desire of the Petitioner 
to prevent the Officers and Ministers of the Crown 
from committing themselves by a gross Violation of 
the Privilege of Parliament, and a Tender of the whole 
Sum illegally demanded, provided the Surveyor for the 
Crown would swear to his Survey, the Officers and Mi- 
nisters of the Crown now acting collectively, after ma- 
ture Deliberation, persisted in requiring unconditional 
Submission to their illegal unqualified Demand, in direct 
Violation of their Duty, and in open Contempt of the 
most sacred Privilege of Parliament : On further Inquiry, 
the Petitioner was informed, that the Instances of such 
Injustice were numerous, and that the Officers and 
Ministers of the Crown had made great Progress in 
establishing a System of Double Taxation by making 
arbitrary Additions to the Taxes regularly imposed by 
Parliament; that such Stretches of Power had been 
chiefly exercised against those who had become ob- 
noxious to the Officers and Ministers of the Crown, 
by faithfully discharging a severe Duty in resisting ar- 
bitrary Ministerial Encroachments on the Prerogative 
of the Crown and the most sacred Privileges of Par- 
liament: That, in Consideration of enormous Advan- 
tages unjustly obtained from a partial System of Fi- 
nance, many had entered into tacit or express Combi- 
nations to support the System of Double Taxation, that 
a great Number had yielded from the Dread of Adver- 
saries armed with all the Power of the State, the In- 
fluence of the Crown, and the still more exorbitant Au- 
thority derived from the Administration of a new and 
impracticable System of Finance, professing to pay the 
Public Creditors at the enormous Rate of Eighty per 
Cent. more than was borrowed, and that those who had 
dared to apply for Redress were constantly baffled by 
the Intrigues of Office, shifting Responsibility from De- 
partment to Department, a Practice in which from 
long Experience they had become exceedingly dexte- 
rous: Of this Class is the Petitioner, who for many 
Years has suffered under a violent Ministerial Persecu- 
tion, while, by the highest Command, he has been 
deeply engaged in a most laborious and expensive In- 
vestigation concerning the Means of preserving those 
brave Men who are so eminently distinguished by their 
Valour and Perseverance, whose unparalleled Atchieve- 
ments dart a Gleam of Hope through the Gloom in 
which the Civil Departments are unhappily involved, 
and who are inhumanly sacrificed by a barbarous Op- 
position of the Officers and Ministers of the Crown to 
the Means by which Myriads of Lives might with Cer- 
tainty have been saved, as has actually been demon- 
strated, in the Army, in the Navy, in the Militia, and 
in the Service of the East India Company, in Europe, 
Asia, Africa, and America, as can be proved by authen- 
tic official Vouchers: Yet this Plan, after much In- 
trigue, has at length been fatally suppressed by a gross 
Violation of the Royal Prerogative, to the Bane of the 
Army and Navy and the Triumph and Exultation 
of a dangerous Enemy, by whom it has been eagerly 
adopted, and to whose Success it has eminently con- 
tributed. To give a plausible Colour to an unjust, 
impolitic, and impracticable System of Finance, to 
which Honour, Humanity, and sound political CEco- 
nomy, have been sacrificed, the Officers and Ministers 
of the Crown obstinately persist in enforcing Double 
Taxation, and their arbftrary Exactions are only bounded 
by the Apprehension of rousing the just Constitutional 
Jealousy of Parliament, and compelling the House to 
withdraw that Copfidence with which Ministers have 
Jong’been indulged, beyond all former Example: The 
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Applications of the Petitioner to the Surveyor for the 
Crown, to the Collector, and to the Commissioners of 
Appeal, were insolently repelled, and he has been re- 
duced to the severe Alternative of abandoning his 
Duty, and becoming legally obnoxious to the just In- 
dignation of Parliament, or suffering himself to be plun- 
dered, his House, the boasted Castle of a British Sub- 
ject, through which the Winds and Storms might blow 
but despotic Power could not enter, to be conyerted 
into a Scene of Desolation, Riot, and Confusion, and 
his Character to be profaned as a public Defaulter : 
His Property was carried off with distinguished Marks 
of Contempt and Derision, without the Option of re- 
deeming it, and, after a pretended Sale, he was insulted 
by a mock Tender, contumeliously held out as the 
Balance accruing from a Property of more than Ten 
Times the Value of the illegal Demand : The Officers 
and Ministers of the Crown stand alone responsible for 
these atrocious Crimes, committed at a melancholy 
Period, and under afflicting Circumstances, which ren- 
der it absolutely impossible for them to screen them- 
selves, with their usual Tricassery, behind the eo ne | 
of the Throne. On an Appeal to the Treasury Board, 
and a Reference from that Board to the Tax Office, 
the Demand was acknowledged to have been from the 
Beginning illegal, and the Tax on the Windows of the 
House was reduced to Half the Sum for which Twenty 
Times the Value had been confiscated: But no Resti- 
tution has been offered, nor any Atonement for sacri- 
legiously removing the Land Marks of the Constitu- 
tion, and impiously violating the most sacred Privilege 
of Parliament; on the contrary, further illegal De- 
mands are continually made on the Petitioner, he is 
insultingly interrogated, if he is not now satisfied, when 
the Demand is mercifully reduced to Half the Sum 
for which his Property was confiscated, and his House 
is Annually entered and his Property seized, by a law- 
less Banditti, acting under the outward Forms and pre- 
tended Authority of Law: The Crimes of the Ministers 
of the Crown are also highly aggravated by endeavour- 
ing to draw this Cause into a Court of Law, which, 
as involving the highest Privilege of Parliament, is only 
cognizable in the House of Commons, as the Peti- 
tioner is instructed, by numerous Precedents and Re- 
solutions, and particularly by a solemn Resolution of 
the House, voted 28th January 1688, and afterwards 
adopted by the Upper House of Parliament, ‘‘ That 
“ King James i. by the Assistance of evil Councillors, 
Judges, and Ministers, employed by him, did en- 
deavour to subject and extirpate the Laws and Li- 
berties of this Kingdom, by sundry Means, such as 
by Prosecutions in the Court of King’s Bench for 
Matters -only cognizable in Parliament, and divers 
other arbitrary Measures.” Another Aggravation yet 
remains, for the arbitrary Courses of the Officers and 
Ministers of the Crown exceed all former Bounds of 
Licentiousness, they have withheld a Petition from 
Parliament in which these Facts were stated, presented 
false Accounts, including Money thus arbitrarily and 
illegally levied by a criminal Aggression on private 
Property, and a bold Invasion of Privilege, as a fair 
Return of Taxes regularly granted by Parliament, and 
thus fraudulently obtained a false Report of the actual 
Receipt and probable future Produce of the Revenue : 
Lest therefore, as in the last Appointment of a Com- 
mittee in the Year 1792, to enquire into, and report, 
the actual Receipt and probable future Produce of the 
Revenue, the Committee now appointed should not 
have sufficient Information to enable them to make a 
true and satisfactory Report, the Petitioner humbly 
prays, that this Petition may be referred to that Com- 
mittee to examine and Report, or that the House may 
adopt such other Measures as their Wisdom may direct, 
to vindicate the Privilege of Parliament, and its insepa- 
rable Concomitants, the Prerogative of the Crown, and 
the Inviolability of Property, from the eee. 2

Lowland Trader; and that, when the Licence Duty 
first commenced by an Act, passed in the Twenty-sixth 
of His Majesty’s Reign, £..1. was laid on the High- 
land and £.:1. 108. on the Lowland Distiller (a Pro- 
portion lost Sight of in the Laws which have passed 
subsequently) under positive Restrictions too, that .a 
certain Quantity of Malt only should be distilled in 
the Highlands—That the Barley, distilled within the 
favoured Districts, should be the Growth of those 
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Districts, and should be consumed within their own 
Limits; and the Petitioners beg Leave to state, and 
are ready to prove to the House, that Smuggling from 
the Highland to the Lowland District bas increased to 
an excessive Degree, proportioned to the progressive 
Increase on the Duty on the Lowland Trader, who now 
has no Sale whatever for his Spirits, and, being bur- 
thened with the Payment of heavy Duties, runs the 
Risk of immediate Bankruptcy; and that the Peti- 
tioners ask only, from the Justice of the House, an 
Equality of Taxation, being ready to exert their ut-

And the Counsel for the Petitioners, John Bunyer and 
others, informed the House, That there were Three 
separate Parties, on distinct Interests, before the House; 
for that the other Petitioners stated in their Petition, 
not only that the Sitting Members were ineligible to 
represent the City of Canterbury in Parliament on the 
last Election, but that (public Notice having been 
given at the said Election of such their Ineligibility) 
the Returning Officer ought to have returned George 
Gipps, Esquire, and Sir John Honywood (Candidates also 
at the said Election) as the Persons duly elected ; 
whereas the Petitioners John Bunyer and others, for 
whom the said Counsel appeared, contended not only 
that the Sitting Members were ineligible, as mentioned 
in the other Petition, but that the said Mr. Gipps and 
Sir John Honywood were also incapacitated to serve for 
the said City, and prayed, that the Sitting Members, 
and also Mr. Gipps and Sir John Honywood, might be 
declared to be ineligible to serve in the present Par- 
liament; and that therefore, so far as the said Petitions 
related to Mr. Gipps and Sir John Honywood, the In- 
terest of the respective Petitioners were separate and 
distinct. 

And the Counsel for the Petitioners John Callaway 
and others, informed the House, That there were, in 
Truth, but Two Parties before the House; for that 
the Petition of John Bunyer and others, was, in Fact, 
the Petition of the Sitting Members, and presented in 
Collusion with them, for the Purpose of obtaining an 
undue Advantage in striking the List of Forty-nine 
Members; and that he trusted the House would not 
permit Parties to be multiplied when they saw a Com- 
munity of Interests. 

The Counsel further stated, That the Petition for which 
he appeared, was on the same Grounds with that which 
was presented against the Sitting Members, when they 
were returned at the last General Election ; which having 
been referred to a Select Committee, they were declared 
to be not duly elected. 

That the present Petition, presented by the same Pe- 
titioners, complaining as before, states further, That at 
the last Election the Sitting Members, being incapable 
of being elected, and the Electors having due Notice 
thereof, the Two other Candidates ought to be seated by 
the Select Committee.

of the Petitioners, were Instruments in those very Acts 
of Bribery, on the Ground of which their Petition is 
presented to the House: That after the First Election 
was declared void by the Report of the Select Com- 
mittee, the Friends of the Sitting Members were again 
assembled and entertained at Bunyer’s House, in order

Acts of the Fourth of His present Majesty, and 
the Eleventh and Twelfth of King William the Third, 
having found that the New Harbour of Rye cannot be 
formed or made to answer the Object and Purposes 
intended by the said Act, have for some Years discon- 
tinued making any Improvement therein; and that it 
would be for the Interest of the Public, that so much 
of the Duties imposed on the Masters, Owners, or 
Skippers of Ships, Vessels, and Crayers, passing from, to, 
or by Dover, as by the said Act of the Fourth Year of 
His present Majesty’s Reign are directed to be appro- 
priated, paid, and applied for completing and keeping 
in Repair the said New Harbour of Rye, should cease to 
be raised and levied from and after the 24th Day of June 
1798, and that no further Attempts should be made for 
the improving of the said New Harbour of Rye. 

And the Witness added, That a Debt hath been 
contracted on Account of the Works heretofore done 
in improving the said New Harbour of Rye, and it is 
necessary that Provision should be made for paying off 
and discharging such Debt, with and out of the Produce 
of the Tolls and Duties raised under Authority of the 
said Act of the Thirty-second Year of His present 
Majesty’s Reign; and that the Sum of £. 5,714. 58. gd. 
Old South Sea Annuities, now standing in the Names 
of the Sub-Governor and Deputy Governor of the 
Company of Merchants of Great Britain trading to 
the South Seas (which Stock was purchased under 
Authority of the said Act of the Fourth Year of His 
present Majesty's Reign, as a Fund to indemnify 
the Owners of certain Marsh Lands and Heredita- 
ments near or adjoining to Rye Harbour, against such 
Damage as should arise to them in the Execution of 
the same Act) together with the further Sum of 
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£.2,500. Sterling, to be paid by the Trustees of Rams- 
gate Harbour, should be transferred to. the Trustees for 
executing the said Acts of the Eleventh and Twelfth of 
William the Third, and the Fourth of His present Ma- 
jesty, for the Purpose of improving the Old Harbour 
of Rye; and that such Trustees be empowered to sell cer- 
tain Houses, Lands, Tenements and other Property be- 
longing to the same Trustees, and to apply the Money 
arising therefrom, for indemnifying such Persons as are or 
shall be prejudiced by any of the Works already done 
towards completing the New Harbour of Rye, or by reason 
of abandoning that Undertaking, subject to certain Re- 
gulations and Restrictions; and that it would tend to 
the more effectual Improvement of the said Old Harbour, 
if the Powers and Provisions in the said Acts contained, 
which are found defective, were repealed, and other 
Powers and Provisions granted in lieu thereof.

A Petition of the several Persons, whose Names are 
thereunto subscribed, being Ship-builders in the Port 
of London, was also presented to the House, and read ; 
Likewise taking Notice of the said Bill; and Setting 
forth, That the Petitioners and divers other Persons 
have embarked very large Capitals in the Trade and 
Business of building and fitting out Ships, and that 
the Petitioners, and the very numerous Body of Ship- 
wrights, Rope-makers, Sail-makers, Mast-makers, An- 
chor-smiths, and various other Artificers, employed, 
or concerned, in building and fitting out Ships and 
Vessels in the Port of London, have for a long Course 
of Years looked up to, and depended on, the build- 
ing and fitting out of Ships for the Service of the Kast 
India Company, as the great Support of their respective 
Trades ; and that, there being no Ships of large Bur- 
then built in the said Port in Time of Peace, except 
for the Service of the East India Company, that Branch 
of the Trade hath been deservedly considered and 
acknowledged as the principal Nursery for Artificers 
capable of building and fitting out Men of War, when- 
ever the Exigencies of the State may make their Assist- 
ance necessary, and that a great Proportion of the pre- 
sent Naval Force of this Country is the Work of such 
Artificers, and the public Service is therefore greatly 
assisted and promoted by such Artificers, brought up 
and employed by the Petitioners and others, who have 
from Time to Time built and fitted out Ships for the

Brother Lecturers, was presented to the House, and 
read ;’ Setting forth, That the Appointment of After- 
noon Preachers, under the Denomination of Lecturers, 
is a very ancient Institution, and sanctioned by the 
Authority of Parliament, and the Petitioners trust that 
it hath been greatly conducive to the religious Instruc- 
tion of all Classes of People in this Kingdom, and 
particularly the Poor; and that the Majority of the 
said Lecturers, and particularly within the Bills of Mor- 
tality, have been hitherto supported by voluntary Con- 
tributions from the Inhabitants, collected from Door to 
Door ; but that this Mode of supporting the Ministers 
of Religion hath appeared to many respectable Persons 
to be degrading to their sacred Function, and incon- 
sistent with the general Principles of the Fstablished 
Church ; that, from various Circumstances, but chiefly 
from the Difficulty of procuring respectable Collectors, 
this Mode of Provision lath lately become more preca- 
rious than usual, in consequence of which many Parishes 
have adopted the Expedient of paying out of the Paro- 
chial Rates, a regular Stipend to the Lecturer, but this, 
not being at present warranted by Law, cannot be ge- 
nerally adopted; and many of the Petitioners labour

missioners of His Majesty’s Treasury; and that various 
and repeated Objections were made to the Petitioner’s 
Plan by the Postmaster General and the principal 
Officers in the Post Office Establishment, who reported 
it absolutely impracticable, and prejudicial to the Reve- 
nue and Commerce, and declared the old Plan so com- 
plete that no Alteration was necessary, or, should any 
be attempted, the Consequences would be fatal to both ; 
and that, after much further Investigation, Labour, 
and Expence, the Petitioner was enabled to refute the 
Objections to his Plan, and. being convinced that 
(notwithstanding the avowed Opposition) it could be 
made both practicable and beneficial, provided suffi- 
cient Powers were granted him for the Puree, inde- 
pendent of the Controul of the Post Office and his Op- 
ponents, he proposed to carry it into Execution on 
Condition of being allowed Two-and-a-Half per Cent. 
on all future Increase of the Post Revenue during his 
Life, but not a Shilling was to be received if the Un- 
dertaking failed; and that the Petitioner on being in- 
formed, by the Secretary to the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, that his Terms were thought fair, and would 
be fully complied with if his Plan succeeded, rested 
satisfied with this Arrangement, for no written Con- 
tracts are attainable by Individuals employed by Go- 
vernment; and that in August 1784, being nearly Two 
Years after the First Communication, passed in a 
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continued series of Vexations and persevering Oppo- 
sition, the Petitioner obtained a Trial of his Plan, which 
succeeded beyond Promise, notwithstanding numerous 
Impediments, during such Trial, arose from the Post 
Office, which called for, and obtained, the most ex- 
press Interposition and Protection of the Treasury 
Board ; and that a Renewal of Objections and Impedi- 
ments at the Post Office stopped the Petitioner from 


extending his Plan till the Summer,of 1785, when he. 


was again permitted to proceed, and with such Success 
as completely to prove it practicable and beneficial ; 
and that the Chancellor of the Exchequer having ex- 
pressed a wish to modify the original Agreement, by 
adding the Produce of the additional Postage to the 
former Revenue previous to the Commencement of the 
Petitioner’s per Centage on any Increase, and to allow 
him a Salary ef £. 1,500, in lieu of per Centage on such 
additional Some your Petitioner acceded to such 
Modification (though prejudicial to his Interest nearly 
£.1,000 a Year); and, in the Autumn of 1785, the 
Lords of the Treasury ordered a Draft of his Appoint- 
ment to be made out by their Officers, who, accord- 
ingly, prepared a Warrant from the Crown, for appoint- 
ing the Petitioner Surveyor and Comptroller General 
during Life, with a general Controul over the Post 
Office and its Expenditures, and granting him, as well 
by Way of Reward for his past Services as to encourage 
him to continue his Exertions, a clear Salary of 
£.1,500, together with Two Pounds Ten Shillings 
per Cent. on the Post Revenue beyond the Amount 
above specified ; and that, on laying the Draft of this 
intended Appointment before Sir Richard Pepper Arden 
(then Attorney General) he was of Opinion, that, as 
the Act of Queen Anne, by which the Post Office was 
regulated, only provided for Appointments under the 
Postmaster General, and as the Appointment proposed 
for the Petitioner was to be for Life, independent of 
the Postmaster General, a new Act would be requisite ; 
and that the Petitioner hoped the requisite Act would 
have been obtained, in Confirmation of the Agreement, 
as he had fully performed his Part, but, after much 
Anxiety and Suspence, he was given to understand, 
that, to avoid any Application to Parliament, he must 
take his Appointment under the Postinaster General, 
which, by the Protection of the Lords of the Treasury, 
would in Effect be made equally efficacious and secure ; 
and that the Petitioner, having, from the first, expe- 
rienced an avowed Opposition to his Plan from all the 
Officers in the Post Establishment, was much distressed 
by the proposed Alteration, but, being unable to com- 
pel an Application to Parliament for the Act required, 
and conceiving it impossible that, while the Benefit of 
his Plan continued, his specified Profits, or his further 
Improvements, should be interfered with, he confided 
in the Faith of his Employers for securing to him the 
Effect of his Appointment as first proposed, notwith- 
standing the Deviation in Point of Form, and in the 
Autumn of 1786 the Lords of the Treasury sent to the 
Post Office their Warrant for an Appointment under 
the Postmaster General; and that in consequence of 
Changes in the Office of Postmaster General, and other 
Impediments, the last-mentioned Warrant did not fully 
take Effect till July 1789, and the Petitioner was not 
enabled to obtain a Shilling towards his Arrears and 
Expences till October 1786, being Four Years after 
bringing forward his Plan, and above Two Years after 
its Commencement ; and that the Reports of the Com- 
missioners, appointed by the House to enquire into the 
State of Public Offices, and the Merits and Claims of 
the Officers, have given the most decided and honour- 
able Testimony of the Services rendered by the Pe- 
titioner to the Public, in reforming Abuses, and greatly 
increasing the Post Office Revenue ; and the Commis- 
sioners expressly declare “ the Opposition and Impe- 
“ diments encountered by the Petitioner to have been 
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unprecedented and unmerited, and that he was justly 
entitled to the Compensation claimed, being a very 
small Part of what his Integrity, Ability, and Zeal, 
had produced, exclusive of the numerous Advantages. 
accruing to the Public and Commerce, and that, to 
secure the Benefits derived, and to be further. ex- 
pected, from the Petitioner’s Plans, it was absolutely 
‘* necessary he should be interested. in the Productive- 
ness of the whole Post Office Revenue, which might 
otherwise fall back into its former State of Delay, 
Irregularity, and Confusion, and that some Person, 
possessing an Appointment under the Treasury, and 
independent of the Post Office, was absolutely neces- 
“ sary to prevent future Abuses and Misconduct;” and 
that, exclusive of the numerous Improvements effected 
by the Petitioner, and the great Security and Accom- 
modation afforded to Commerce and Travelling, the 
Post Revenue (which, for Nine Years preceding the 
Commencement of his Plan, averaged, after a gradual 
Increase for more thana Century, at only £. 149,333. 138. 
per Annum, or thereabouts, and was decreasing at the 
Rate of £.13,198. 13s. per Annum) was in less than 
Ten Years brought to £. 400,000, being an Increase of 
more than £.250,000 per Annum; and that the Pe- 
titioner is assured the Records of the Treasury, from the 
earliest Period, do not furnish any Instance of a more 
advantageous Bargain made by that honourable Board 
for the Public, or one more zealously followed, or more 
completely fulfilled, on the Part of an Individual; and 
that the Petitioner, desirous to prosecute, and bring to 
Perfection, the Plan above-mentioned, upon which still 
many Improvements remain unexecuted, neglected 
some well-established lucrative private Concerns, in 
order to devote the Whole of his Time and Attention 
to the Public Service, and, having made great Sacri- 
fices, undertook, at the Risk of Ruin to himself and 
Family to effect a Reform, from which the Public was, 
without the Possibility of Loss, to stand the Chance of 
an important and lasting Benefit, subject toa Condition, 
that the Petitioner should receive (during his Life only) 
a Fortieth Parc of such Benefit as might accrue, and 
from the progressive Improvement of which, in case of 
Success, he looked for an Income sufficiently large to 
permit his realizing a considerable Fortune for his 
Family, having constantly and openly avowed to Go- 
vernment, from the very Commencement of his Plan, 
great Expectations as to Profits from its Success, as no 
Prospect less advantageous could have tempted him 
to so laborious and hazardous an Undertaking; and 
that the Petitioner, having incurred the Risk, and ef- 
fected the Public Benefit far beyond Promise, naturally 
hoped his stipulated Reward would have been secured 
to him, but in this he has been grievously disappointed, 
for, after experiencing Interruption and Impediments 
in the Conduct of his Plan and further Improvements, 
he was suspended from the Execution of the Duties of 
his Office, and prevented receiving his specified Share 
of the increased Revenue, although, according to his 
Agreement, as modified by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, and acceded to by the Petitioner, and the 
Tenor of his consequent Appointment as originally 
prepared, he was considered Comptroller General, and 
entitled to his Salary and per Centage for Life, and 
although, since his Suspension, many of his Plans for 
further Improvement have been adopted, and the Re- 
venue greatly increased thereby ; and that, in lieu of 
the Petitioner’s specified Salary and per Centage, the. 
Lords of the Treasury have thought proper to allow him 
an Annuity, which (though it may appear considerable 
in itself) is far short of the Profits arising from his 
Agreement, and very inadequate to the Purposes for 
which he adventured in the Undertaking, and, should. 
he be permitted further to extend and improve his 
Plans, a still further Benefit might be effected to the 
Public Revenue, and ultimately to himself and Family, 
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by being entitled to a Fortieth Share thereof; and that 
the Petitioner, relying on the good Faith of his En 
ployers, and the Benefit accruing to the Public, as on 
the Benefit which he can still procure to the Revenue 
by his Exertions, humbly conceives his Case to be en- 
titled to Public Attention, and that it is a fit subject of 
Parliamentary Investigation; and that the Petitioner, 
having been much engaged in discharging the Duties of 
an important Public Situation in the City of Bath, has 
been prevented till this Time from presenting his Peti- 
tion touching the Premises to the House: And therefore 
praying the House to take the Premises into Considera- 
tion, and to grant Leave to the Petitioner to have a Peti- 
tion presented, notwithstanding the Day for presenting 
Private Petitions is passed. 

Ordered, That, in Consideration of the particular 
Circumstance set forth in the said Petition, Leave be 
given to present a Petition as desired by the said John 
Palmer. 

Then a Petition of John Palmer, Surveyor and Comp- 
troller General of the Post Office, being offered to be 
presented to the House ; 

And the said Petition having been stated to be for 
Money relating to Public Service; and the same not 
being recommended by the Crown ; 

The said Petition was not received.

and that the Chancellor of the Exchequer did again and 
again, in the most explicit Terms, promise that such Re- 
ductions should be made ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

‘A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That the Chancellor of the Exchequer, instead 
of performing these Engagements, did continually so- 
licit further Accommodations, in the most anxious and 
pressing Terms, declaring that it was impossible to avoid 
the most serious Embarrassments to the Public Service, 
unless the Directors of the Bank afforded the Assistance 
he required ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears, that, although by these Means, 
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the Directors of the Bank were induted to comply with 
his Demands, they generally expressed their Reluctance 
in strong Language, and that at last, that is to say, on 
the 28th of July 1796, they thought it necessary, for 
their own Justification, to request the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer to lay before His Majesty’s Cabinet their 
most serious and solemn Remonstrance, in which they 
declare, that, “ sensible of the alarming and dangerous 
“ State of Public Credit, nothing could induce them ta 
comply with the Demand then made upon them but 
the Dread that their Refusal might be productive of 
a greater Evil ;” 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears, that, during the above Period, 
a considerable Portion of the Bank Advances was oc- 
casioned by Payments of Bills of Exchange drawn from 
Foreign Parts on the Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
Treasury ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was ak and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears, that it had seldom been the 
Custom of the Bank of England to advance, on the 
Account of Bills drawn on the Treasury, more than 
fron £.20,000. to £. 30,000. and that, even during 
the American War, such Bills never exceeded at any 
one Time the Sum of £. 150,000. the Wisdom of our 
Ancestors having foreseen, and provided against the 
Mischief of such Advances, by a Clause in an Act, passed 
in the Fifth Year of William and Mary, by which the 
Governor and Company of the Bank of England were 
restrained from advancing Money to Government on 
any other Securities than those on which a Credit is 
granted by Parliament ; ’ 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro» 
posed, That it appears, that, from and after the Year 
1743, at which Time an Act of Parliament passed, 
containing a Clause by which the Directors of the Bank 
are indemnified for the Advances they had made on Bills 
drawn from Abroad, and exempted in future from the 
Penalties in the said Act of William and Mary, re- 
specting such Advances to Government, the Amount of 
Treasury Bills paid at the Bank continuing progressively 
to increase, and that, between the 1st of January 1795 
and the 25th of February 1797, Sums, amounting in the 
Whole to upwards of £.15,000,000. were advanced to 
Government upon this Head ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro« 
posed, That it appears, that the Directors of the Bank 
did at various Times, during the Years 1795, 1796, and 
1797, apply to the Chancellor of the Exchequer for. Re- 
payment of such Advances, and represent to him the 
extreme Inconvenience to themselves, and to the Public, 
of continuing the System of making Treasury Bills pay- 
able at the Bank, and that they even declared they con- 
ceived it to be “ an unconstitutional Mode of raising 
“© Money, and what they were not warranted by their 
“ Charter to consent to ;” ; ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. _ 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears, that the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer did, at various Times during that Period, pro- 
mise and engage to reduce a Advances on that Head 
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within the Sum of £.500,000, and likewise so to ar- 
range his Payments as to put an End to the Account, 
but that nevertheless the said Promises and Engage-

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That the Extent of such Remittances occa- 
sioned, at so early a Period as the End of the Year 
1794, and the Beginning of the Year 1795, great 
Alarm in the Minds of the Directors of the Bank of 
England, which they at various Periods communicated 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and that, on the 
3d December 1795, under the Apprehension that it 
was intended to grant a further Loan to the Emperor,

To 
which Resolution, when communicated to him, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer returned for Answer, 
“That, after the repeated Intimations which he had 
‘ en to the Governor, &c. of the Bank, that no 
“further Loan to the Emperor would be resolved on, 
without previous Communication with the Bank, he 
“did not see any Reason for these Resolutions, that 
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“ he did suppose they were adopted in a Moment of 
“ Alarm, and that he should consider them in that 
6“ Light 8 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That, both from the general Tenor of the said 
Answer, and from its particular Reference to the Sub- 
stance and Matter of the Resolution then commu- 
nicated to him, the Governor, &c. of the Bank were 
unavoidably led to understand that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer continued bound by Promise to them 
not to negotiate a Loan for the Service of his Imperial 
Majesty, nor to make any Remittance, either to his 
said Imperial Majesty, or any Foreign Prince, under 
any Pretence whatever, without previously communi- 


- cating such his Intention to the Bank of England: 


That the Directors did so understand him, and that, in 
their Opinion, unless his Answer to their Resolution 
was meant to apply to the Whole of its Contents, the 
Conduct of the Chancellor of the Exchequer was 
disingenuous ; 

And ‘the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That nevertheless the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, for some Time prior to February the 11th, 1796, 
clandestinely remitted, and did, for several Months sub- 
sequent, clandestinely remit, for the Service of his Impe- 
rial Majesty, large Sums of Money, in Defiance of his 
repeated Promises, and particularly in Violation of the 
Engagements which were implied in the Assurances given 
by him to the Bank of England upon their Resolution of 
the 11th of February ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being put, 
That it appears, that, if the said Advances of the Bank 
to Government had been paid off when required, or con- 
siderably reduced, the Bank would have been enabled to 
reduce, if expedient, the Amount of its outstanding 
Notes, and that such Option would have been of essential 
Service to its Interests ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears, from the Evidence of Persons 
connected with the Bank, that, if the said Advances had 
been paid off when required, or considerably reduced, 
the Bank would have been enabled to give more extended 
Aid to the Mercantile Interest of Great Britain, in the 
Way of Discount ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro-« 
posed, That it appears, that, if the Advances on Trea- 
sury Bills had been paid off when required, and as the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had promised, and the 
Foreign Remittances abstained from, as the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer had likewise promised, the Necessity 
would probably not have existed for the Order of 
Council ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being put, 
That it appears to this House, upon the most attentive 
Consideration of the Circumstances above stated, that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer has been guilty of a 
criminal Inattention to the Public Interest, and of a high 
Breach of Duty, by which the Credit of the Nation has 
been materially impaired ; oa 
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The House divided.

A Petition and Representation of the there-under- 
written Gentlemen and Farmers, being Owners and 
Occupiers of Land, in the County of Lincoln, was 
presented to the House, and read ; Setting forth, That 
the Petitioners, relying on the Regulations which were 
established by the Legislature, respecting the Impor- 
tation of Corn, in the Thirty-first Year of His Ma- 
jesty’s Reign, have, at a very considerable Expence, 
cultivated a large Quantity of Land for the Produc- 
tion of Corn, the Price of which is now so extremely 
depressed as not to compensate for the Charge of 
raising the same, and, as that Depression has been oc- 
casioned by continuing to allow the free Importation 
of Corn, contrary to those Regulations, long after all 
actual Scarcity, and all Apprehension thereof, had 
ceased, the Petitioners conceive themselves to be ma- 
terially injured, more particularly at a Time when the 
Charges of cultivating Land are so greatly augmented 
by a vast Increase of Parochial and County Rates, 
and by raising Men for the Navy, Ariny, and Militia, 
in which Services so many Labourers are engaged, that 
the Price of Labour is advanced very far beyond all 
former Experience, upwards of Eight Shillings per 
Day having been commonly paid during a great Part 
of the last Harvest; and although the Petitioners 
lament the Necessity of supporting such extensive Ser- 
vices, as the unavoidable Consequence of War, yet 
they are fully convinced that it is the sincerce Wish of 
our Gracious Sovereign to put an End to the Cala- 
mities attending it, and that such Measures will be 
pursued, under His Authority, as may most speedily 
conduce to a safe and honourable Peace; an Event 
ardently to be wished for, and which the Petitioners 
will not, on their Part, obstruct and retard by any ill 
advised Interference with the Executive Government 
in its Endeavours to accomplish that most important 
Object; and that the Petitioners have Reason to be- 
lieve, that a very considerable Quantity of Corn is 
now in Possession of the Growers, by reason of the 
Impossibility of disposing of it, exeept at a great Loss, 
on which Account much will probably remain for 
some Time unthreshed : They have also Reason to be- 
lieve, that very many Persons, availing themselves of 
the low Price, have laid up a considerable Quantity 
of Corn for future Use; and, as the Fields at present 
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have the m6st promising Appearatice, there is Reason 
to apprehend that the Price of Corn will be farther 
depressed, should the free Importation of Foreign Corn 
be longer permitted, ¢ to those Regulations;

Cases of Necessity, and then only so long as the Ne- 
cessity should exist; but, if Persons, cultivating Land 
at a large Expence, shall have but a very uncertain 
Prospect of Compensation for the Charge and Risk 
of producing Corn, by Reason of any unnecessary De- 
parture from such established Regulations, in such a 
Case Agriculture will be checked, the Cultivation of 
our Waste Lands discouraged, and we must depend for 
Support on the Produce of other States, enriching 
them, and promoting their Tillage, to the great Dis- 
couragement of our own: Thus becoming dependent 
on others, we should occasionally suffer most severely 
from that very Scarcity against which it is intended to 
provide: And the Petitioners further represent, that a 
Petition to the House, agreed to at a certain Meet- 
ing, held at Boston on the 29th Day of March last (at 
which Meeting John Cartwright, Esquire, was Chair- 
man) did not (as the Petitioners verily believe) ex- 
press the real Sentiments of the Inhabitants in general 
of that Town and Neighbourhood, nor of the Free- 
holders, nor of the taxed Householders, but only the 
Sentiments of a very small Number of Persons of any 
of those Descriptions, so far as relatés to the Election

ing Officer of the said City returned the said John 
Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge as the Persons duly 


elected to serve in Parliament for the said City, whereas 


the said John Baker and Samuel Elias Sawbridge were, 
by the aforesaid corrupt and illegal Practices of them- 
selves, and their Agents, disabled and incapacitated

certain Writ directed to the Sheriff of the City of Can- 
terbury, did order a certain Parliament to be holden 
at the City of Westminster on the 12th Day of July last 
past, and did, by the Writ aforesaid, command, and 
strictly enjoin, the said Sheriff of the City, of Canter- 
bury, that he should cause Two Citizens, of the same

there. then holden; and that the said Sheriff for the 
City of Canterbury did, in Obedience to the aforesaid 
Writ, proceed to the Election of Two Citizens to 
serve in Parliament for the said City ; and that, at the

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Freeholders 
and Householders, assessed to the Payment of Taxes 
within the Town of Boston, and the Vicinity thereof, 
was presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, 
That, seeing our Country, notwithstanding the free 
Form of its Government, and the Capacities for Gran- 
deur and Happiness by which it has been so eminently 
distinguished, brought to a low and alarming Ebb of 
adverse Fortune, the Petitioners would be wanting to 
themselves and to their Posterity, if they called not, 
with the Voice of earnest Exhortation, on the House 
to interpose its Wisdom and Authority for averting 
that Torrent of Calamity which now pours down upon 
us with so much Force, threatening both the Pro- 
perty and the Liberties of the Nation with one com- 
mon Extinction: With Manufactures nearly at a stand, 
and Agriculture scarcely re-paying its own Expence, 
it will be impossible long to answer the Demands of 
an increasing Taxation, and if, while the Produce 
of our own Soil appears to be equal to Home Con- 
sumption, and makes but a scanty Return to the 
Husbandman, the Money of our Country be sent 
Abroad for the Importation of foreign Grain, the 
Evils of a Scarcity of Specie must be aggravated: But, 
when the Petitioners turn their Eyes to a National Debt 
of more than Four hundred Millions of Pounds Ster- 
ling, contracted in One Hundred Years, of which 
Debt above One nundred Millions are the Fruits of 
a Four Years War—a War of which the Petitioners 
profess not to know the Object, nor can foresee the 
End—they must feel the most serious Apprehensions 
that general Ruin cannot be far off, unless averted 
by the Return of durable Peace, followed up by the 
Exertions of a Wisdom the most profound, and an 
(Economy the most rigorous: And, indeed, in a Coun- 
try where Representation is the vital Principle of its 
Constitution, and in which not a Shilling can be le- 
gally put at the Disposal of Ministers but by the de- 
liberate Act of the representative Assembly of the 
Nation, the very Phenomenon, the very Existence, of 
a Debt of such ruinous Magnitude is of more Force 
than a thousand Tongues, to proclaim that, in the 
very Structure of the State itself, there must some- 
where be a lamentable Defect-—that, in some essential 
Part, its Organization must in the highest Degree be 
deranged and out of Order: And when the Petitioners 
contrast a Public Treasury, which, from the spirited 
Agriculture, the immense manufacturing Ability, and 
the boundless Commerce of this Country, ought ever, 
without Oppression to the People, to be full to the 
Brim, and even overflowing, for the Advancement 
of National Improvements, with our present exhausted 
Exchequer and wounded Credit, the Existence of 
such a Defect in the State, of such a Derangement 
in its Organization, appears to be irresistibly con- 
firmed: And when the Petitioners know that the 
House, which is peculiarly the People’s Part and 
Share of our mixed Government, has ever had in its 
Hands the full Means of shielding them from Wrongs 
of every Kind, and of protecting their Property from 
all improper Public Impositions, while yet their pre- 
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sent grievously burthened Condition manifests that this 
Protection has not been afforded—where, but in the 
House itself, can the Petitioners look for that Defect 
or Derangement of Organization of which they have 
spoken ?>—Where else can they seek the true Cause of 
a Debt which threatens speedily to crush the Nation 
under its enormous Weight ?—Or where else can they 
discover the Source of the dreadful Power of successive 
Ministers, by which, without Check, Controul, or 
even Enquiry into their most glaring Mismanagements, 
they have improvidently and wickedly squandered the 
Patrimony of an injured People, and mortgaged the 
very Sweat of the Brows of future Generations, in the 
Prosecution of War after War, for Objects of politi- 
cal Folly, of corrupt Ambition, or of a criminal Lust 
of unconstitutional Power? In a Petition, presented 
to the House, on the 6th Day of May 1793, the Peti- 
tioners find Assertions of a Multitude of Facts, all 
shewing, that, in the actual Mode of supplying the 
House with its 558 Members, the sacred representa- 
tive Principle of our Constitution is contemptuously 
set at nought, and daringly trampled under Foot by 
Men of Wealth and {nfluence—Many of those Facts 
demonstrate, that Seats in the House being attached 
to real Property, particularly in Burgage Houses, may 
consequently be bought and sold like any other market- 
able Commodity, to the grievous Wrong and Dis- 
honour of this Nation: And in the said Petition it 
is particularly declared, that Three Hundred and Seven. 
of the Members of the House are returned, not by the 
collective Voice of those whom they appear to repre- 
sent, but by the immediate Authority of Eighty-four 
Individuals, and the Recommendation of Seventy-four 
other powerful Persons; so that a decided Majority 
of the House—to the utter Subversion of all Princi- 
ple—has no Dependence whatever upon popular Elec- 
tion; nor holds that political Relation to the People 
which our Constitution requires as essential to its own 
Existence, and to the Preservation of our Property 
and our Liberties: And, to exhibit the most deadly 
of the Stabs which our Constitution has received, legal 
Evidence was even offered at the Bar of the House, 
to prove that Forty-one Peers of the Realm returned 
Eighty-one of your honourable Members; and that 
there were the most reasonable Grounds to suspect the 
whole Number so returned was no less than One hun- 
dred and Fifty: If all these be proveable Facts—if 
they be real Truths, we need look no farther for the 
Source of national Calamities; if the very Fountain 
Head of British Security be thus poisoned, we see no- 
thing, in the present gloomy Aspect of Public Affairs, 
but what is the necessary Effect of a natural Cause ; 
and to point elsewhere for Correction before the Master 
Evil be done away were but Folly and Delusion ; 
insuring rather than averting that Ruin with which we 
are threatened: If our Government of King, Lords, 
and Commons, to which we cling with such fond At- 
tachment, be thus mangled and deformed—if the 
Representative, the vital Principle of ,our Constitu- 
tion, be thus almost torn up by the Roots, here must 
begin the Work of substantial Reform, or our La- 
bour will be lost: In this fatal Violation of the Rights 
of the People, and of the Independence of the House, 
the Petitioners behold a Cause whose Magnitude and 
prolific Faculties are fully correspondent to the Mul- 
titude and the Magnitude of the Evils, which, not- 
withstanding the natural Capacities of Great Britain 
for Prosperity, have weighed her down to the Earth 
in severe Adversity, and now threaten her very Ex- 
istence, as a State, with speedy Dissolution :—In this 
fatal Violation of our Constitution, the Petitioners at 
once discover the whole Secret of unmerited Pensions— 
of the Reversion of lucrative Sinecures to unborn Claim- 
ants—of the expensive Multiplication of Offices—of 
the lavish Expenditure of Public Money—of a Sys- 
tem of devouring Corruption—of the uncontrouled 
77T Power 
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Power of Ministers, and of the dreadful ate ce of 
War, which throws open to them the Flood-gates’ of 
Patronage and Influence, and which, in a few Cam- 
paigns, madly dissipatés what the Industry of an Age 
is required to acctmulate: And, lastly, it is here, also, 
the Petitioners discover the certain Cause of the asto- 
_ nishing Phenomenon, now before our Eyes, of our 
Country, pre-eminently blessed with all the natural 
Means of Happiness, sinking under her Burthens in 
Distress and Misery, a sad Exsinple to rising Nations 
of the dreadful Consequences of not perpetually look- 
ing with a jealous Eye to the first Encroachments on 
the Foundations of Freedom, which are the only 
Foundations of National Prosperity: That the Purse 
of the whole Nation, instead of being under the right- 
ful Guardianship of Representatives fairly chosen by 
the whole Nation, should be at the Disposal of a 
House of Parliament, a decided Majority of whose 
Members are said to be appointed by One hundred 
and Fifty-four Individuals, and by Means of an un- 
constitutional Power and Influence the House cannot 
think consistent with any Principle of our Constitution, 
of just Government, or of right Reason: That a Reve- 
nue of more than Twenty Millions Sterling a Year 
should be extracted from the Industry of the People, 
and voted away by any other than a genuine Repre- 
sentative of that People, no Example can sanction, 
no Precedent, no Argument, can justify—The Con- 
demnation of such a meen must now be impressed 
on every Mind, and felt in every Heart: It is written 
in the Tears of the Wretched, and in the Blood of 
the Slain—We hope—we trust in the Virtue of the 
House, it will not be inscribed on the Tomb of our 
Country: And in the Defect of our National Repre- 
sentation in the House, the Petitioners presume it 
must also originate, that even in the Case of Self Pre- 
servation, that first and strongest Principle of all ani- 
mated Nature, and that to which Nature’s Law gives 
peculiar Simplicity—this Nation, as if devoted to its 
own Destruction by Self Desertion, as if nothing were 
valuable in its Eyes but that which was mysterious, 
and obtained at enormous Expence, has utterly de- 
parted from her ancient, her simple, cheap, energetic, 
and infallible System of Defence—and armed Inhabi- 
tancy—to rely almost wholly for her Preservation on a 
Navy, which, for its Means of Utility, must depend 
upon the uncertain Elements, and on a professional 
Soldiery, whichis hired from those Classes in Society 
who, of all others, have the smallest Interest in the 
Defence of the State, and the slenderest Means of un- 
derstanding the Value of our Constitution: Here the 
Petitioners beg Leave to call the Attention of the 
House to the wise and manly Practice of our Ances- 
tors, and to the neglected Law of the Land: The 
Petitioners refer in particular to the Statute of the 
33d of Henry VIII. C. 9, a Statute which a fatal 
Partiality for Standing Armies has suffered to fall 
into Disuse, but which is unrepealed Law to this Day: 
By this Statute every able Man, without Distinction, 
is required to be continually provided with Arms, for 
Defence of the Realm against outward Enemies; and 
even the unprovided Servant is to be supplied, and his 
Wages abated to pay for the Arms procured him; 
all Mayors ard other Magistrates of the Towns are 
commanded to make Proclamation of the Act Four 
Times a Year in every Market throughout the King- 
dom, and the same is required of the Judges in their 
Circuits, and of the Justices of the Peace in their Ses- 
sions: Although, in Consideration of the increased Ex- 
pence attending the Arms now in Use, in Considera- 
tion also of the Utility which may attend the Mainte- 
nance of a Professional Soldiery in some moderate Pro- 
portion, and for other Reasons, the Petitioners do not 
go so far as to recommend a Revival of the Spirit of 
this Statute to its full Extent, with an Application 
of it to modern Arms; yet, inthe present perilous 
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Situation of our Island, threatened with external Dan- 

r of a Magnitude truly tremendous, and requiring 
Sor its safety abundantly more armed Men than its 
Fields and Manufactures can spare from Industry, or 
its exhausted Revenues can afford to maintain as a 
Professional Soldiery, the Petitioners submit to the 
House, whether reviving so much of that dormant Sta- 
tute, as shall arm every Householder assessed to the 
Payment of Parochial Taxes, be not in every View a 
salutary Measure, or rather a Measure of irresistible 
Necessity, and that on which it probably depends, 
whether we are long to exist as a People, or to become 
a miserable Province dependent on the proud Republic 
of France: Whatever Hopes the Directory may enter- 
tain of making Impression on our Country by Arms, 
those Hopes can only spring from their knowing the 
unarmed State of the Inhabitancy, and their conclud- 
ing that the extreme Decay in the Representative Part 
of our Government must have destroyed that Sym- 
pathy between the People and their Rulers which is 
necessary to National Strength: But if the House 
should, in its Wisdom, take the necessary Measures, 
for having it shortly announced at Paris, that English- 
men had an English Constitution, in its Purity, to 
fight for ;—that a Vote for electing Representatives, 
on an equitable Plan, was secured to every taxed 
Householder, and a Musket made Part of the Furni- 
ture of his Habitation, the Petitioners believe that 
humiliating Embassies might be dispensed with; and 
that this Intelligence would do more towards securing 
an early, an honourable, and a lasting Peace, than 
voting to Ministers all the remaining Millions of our 
Country; or devoting to the farther Prosecution of 
the War, Thrice as many Human Beings as in the 
Low Countries and in Germany, in France, Italy, and 
the West Indies, have already fallen its miserable Vic- 
tims ; filling all Europe with Widows and Orphans, 
and every where spreading Depopulation and Poverty: 
Deprecating, therefore, this horrid Scourge of our Spe- 
cies, alarmed for the Safety of our Island, earnestly 
seeking that rigid G&conomy which can alone retrieve 
our Affairs, and secure our Property; and above all, 
anxious for that Reform, without which our Liberties 
must perish, we most earnestly entreat, and most 
solemnly conjure, the House, to take the Premises into 
its most serious Consideration, and to afford the Peti- 
tioners that Relief and Protection which their Case so 
imperiously requires.

Resolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it is expedient to permit all other Goods, Wares, 
and Merchandize, not being prohibited, which shall be 
imported into Great Britain from the said States, either 
in British or American Ships, to be entered and landed, 
upon Payment of such Duties of Customs and Excise 
as are payable on Goods, Wares, and Merchandize, of 
the like Denomination or Description, upon their Im- 
portation into this Kingdom in British-built Ships from

into this Kingdom of any of the like Goods, Wares, or 
Merchandize, from any of the said States in British Ships. 

Resolved, ‘That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it is expedient, that Goods, Wares, and Mer- 
chandize, imported from the said States into this King- 
dom, shall, upon the Exportation thereof to any Fo- 
reign Country, be entitled to the same Drawbacks 
as shall be allowed upon the Exportation of Goods,

WHEREAS, upon the Representation of Our Lords Commissioners of Our Admiralty respecting the 
Proceedings of the Seamen and Marines on board certain of Our Ships at The Nore, We were pleased to 
command Our said Lords Commissioners of Our Admiralty to signify to the said Seamen and Marines Our 
gracious Intentions, expressed in Our Royal Declaration, under Our Sign Manual, bearing Date at 
St. James's, the Twenty-seventh Day of May Instant, in the Words following: ‘‘ Whereas it has been repre- 
“ sented unto Us, That, notwithstanding the Declarations made in Our Name, and by Our Authority, by 

Our Lords Commissioners of Our Admiralty, of Our gracious Intentions to recommend to the Considera- 
tion of Parliament, to augment the Wages and Allowances of the Seamen and Marines of Our Fleet, 
which Our Gracious Intentions and Declarations have since been carried into Effect, by an Act of Par- 
liament ; and, notwithstanding the Communication made by Our Right Trusty and Right Well-beloved 
‘ll to Cousin and Councillor Richard Earl Howe, Admiral of Our Fleet, of Our gracious Intentions towards 
es the ** the Seamen and Marines of Our Fleet, for the Pardon of the Offences by them committed, and Our 
es, &e, Royal Proclamation thereupon, bearing Date the Eleventh Day of May Instant; and notwithstanding 

the Sentiments of Duty and Gratitude, with which the same were received by the Seamen and Marines 
of Our other Squadrons, yet the Crews on board certain of Our Ships at The Nore, have not only since 
the full Manifestation of all these Our gracious Intentions and Declarations been guilty of divers Acts of 
Mutiny and Disobedience of Orders, but have even proceeded to other Acts of the most heinous and 
treasonable Nature, by firing upon some of Our Ships in order to compel them to submit to their Direction ; 
have threatened and taken Measures for stopping the Commerce of the Kingdom passing to and from the 
Port of London, and have, by Terror of their Force, compelled Two Frigates to desist from executing 
a particular Service, which by Our Orders they were directed to perform: We, thinking it right to warn 
all Our Seamen and Marines on board the said Ships, of the heinous Nature of the Offences by them 
committed, and of the dangerous Consequences thereof to the Spirit and Discipline of the British Navy, 
and to the Welfare of their Country, as well as to their own Safety, do hereby earnestly require and enjoin 
: all Our said Seamen and Marines, immediately on the Notification of this Our Royal Declaration, to 
ones return to the regular Discharge of their Duty, as has already been done by the Crews of Our other 
the Mu ** Squadrons and Fleets, stationed at Portsmouth and Plymouth, and elsewhere: And whereas We are well 
— assured that a great Part of the Seamen and Marines on board the said Ships at The Nore, abhor and detest 

the Criminal Proceedings which are still persisted in on board the said Ships, and are desirous to return to 
their Duty: Now, We being desirous to extend Our Gracious Intentions of Pardon, to all such Seamen and 
Marines so serving on board Our said Ships at The Nore who may have returned, or shall return, upon 
the Notification of this Our Royal Declaration, to the regular and ordinary Discharge of their Duty, 
have authorized, and do hereby authorize and empower Our said Lords Commissioners of Our Admiralty, 
or any Three of them, to signify to all such Seamen and Marines, who may have been guilty of any of the 
treasonable Acts aforesaid, or of any Mutiny or Disobedience of Orders or Neglect of Duty, and who 
have returned, or who shall, upon Notification hereof, on board their respective Ships, return to the 
regular and ordinary Discharge of their Duty, Our Royal Intentions to grant to all such Seamen and 
Marines Our most Gracious Pardon, and to promise, in Our Name, to all such Seamen and Marines, 
who have so returned, or shall so return to the regular and ordinary Discharge of their Duty, Our most 
gracious Pardon accordingly: And We do hereby declare, That all such Seamen and Marines, who shall 
have so returned, or shall so return to their Duty, and to whom the said Lords Commissioners of Our 
Admiralty, or any Three of them, shall so promise Our Pardon, shall receive the same accordingly, and 
shall be discharged and released from all Prosecutions, Imprisonments, and Penalties ineurred by reason 
of any of the Acts aforesaid, or by reason of any Act of Mutiny or Disobedience of Orders, or any Breach 
or Neglect of Duty previously committed by them or any of them; hereby declaring at the same Time, 
that all such Seamen and Marines who shall not take the Benefit of this Our gracious Pardon, shall from 
henceforth be considered as liable, according to the Nature of their Offences, to such Punishment as the 
Articles of War and the Law have provided for the same.” And whereas Our Right Trusty and Right 
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Well-beloved Cousin and Councillor George John Earl Spencer, Our Trusty and Well-beloved Charles George 
Lord Arden of Our Kingdom of Ireland, and William Young, Esquire, Rear Admiral of the White, being 
Three of the Lords Commissioners of Our Admiralty, did cause Our gracious Intentions expressed in such 
Our Declaration, to be signified to the Crews of Our Ships at The Nore, and did require such Crews to 
return to their due Obedience accordingly: And whereas it has been represented to Us, that some of the 
Crews of Our said Ships have been desirous of returning to their Obedience accordingly, but have been 
prevented from so doing by Violence ; and others of Our Ships, in the actual Discharge of their Duty, have 
been fired upon, and Attempts have been made to prevent some of Our Ships from proceeding according 
to the Orders of their Commanders: And whereas such continued Perseverance in rebellious and treasonable 
Attempts against Our Crown and Dignity, after repeated Admonitions and Offers of Our gracious Pardon, 
render it necessary for Us to call on all Our loving Subjects to be aiding and assisting in repressing the same ; 
We have thought fit, by the Advice of Our Privy Council, to issue this Our Royal Proclamation, and We do 
hereby strictly enjoin and command all Our Admirals, Generals, Commanders, and Officers of Our Forces 
by Sea and Land, and all Magistrates whatsoever, and all others Our loving Subjects, that they in their 
several Stations do use their utmost Endeavours, according to Law, to suppress all such mutinous and trea- 
sonable Proceedings, and to use all lawful Means to bring the Persons concerned therein, their Aiders and 
Abettors, to Justice: And We do hereby strictly enjoin and command all Our loving Subjects whatsoever 
not to give any Aid, Comfort, Assistance, or Encouragement whatsoever to any Person or Persons concerned 
in any such mutinous and treasonable Proceedings, as they will answer the same at their Peril; and also, to 
the utmost of their Power, and according to Law, to prevent all other Persons from giving any such Aid, 
Assistance, Comfort, or Encouragement.—Given at Our Court at St. James’s the Thirty-first Day of May

Counsel, that, under the Circumstances attending the 
Loss of the said Ship, the Owners thereof were liable 
to pay the Value of the said Goods to the Petitioners, 
for the Benefit of the Persons interested therein, the 
Petitioners, in the Month of J/ay last, commenced an 
Action against the said Owners to recover the Value 
of the said Goods, which Action is now depending ; 
and that the Bill now depending in the House, for 
giving Relief to the Owners and Masters of Ships, if 
enacted into a Law, would exonerate the Owners. and 
Master of the said Ship Atlas from their Liability to

A Petition of the Merchants and Tradesmen of the 
Town of Wakefield, in the West Riding of the County 
of York, was presented to the House, and read ; Setting 
forth, That the Petitioners are apprehensive that any 
Alteration in the now existing Laws, concerning the 
Responsibility of Ship or Sloop Owners for Goods 
intrusted to their Care, would greatly endanger the 
Safety of Trade, and become the Source of innumerable 
Disputes; and that the Petitioners learn, with great 
Anxiety and Alarm, that the Owners, Masters, and 
Mariners of Sloops and Vessels, passing on Rivers where 
the Tide flows, are endeavouring to exonerate and 
discharge themselves from the usual Responsibility in 
Case of Loss or Damage (except in Cases of actual 
Negligence) and as these, in most Instances, would be 
extremely difficult to prove, the offending Party alone 
being competent to furnish the Evidence required, the 
Petitioners are of Opinion, that to exempt Inland 
Carriers by Water from the same amet: " 
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which Carrier; by Land are liable (since their Rates 
are arbitrary, and proportioned to their Risks) would 
be to destroy that Confidence and Security so neces- 
sary in the Conveyance of Goods both by Land and 
by Water ; and that the Petitioners beg Leave further 
to state, tat the Owners of Sloops trading in the Tide- 
way of the River Humber have, within the last Twelve 
Months, advanced their Rates of Freight from Sedby to 
Hull (being the Course of the Tideway) from Four 
Shillings and Six Pence per Ton to Seven Shillings and 
Six Pence per Ton, which they deemed fully adequate to 
their Risks, and with which the Petitioners have com- 
plied: And therefore praying, That the Bill presented 
to the House in favour of the Ship or Sloop Owners 
may not pass into a Law. 

A Petition of the Merchants, Manufacturers, and

hereafter happen, except in Cases of Negligence or 
Misconduct by such Carriers: Thirdly, charge the 
Petitioners, and other Shippers of Goods, with Losses 
which, in many probable Cases, might, with proper 
Attention, be foreseen and prevented by the Carriers 
and their Servants, or against which the Ship Owners 
can always insure, or indemnify themselves by raising 
their Freight in proportion to the Risk, while the Peti- 
tioners, and other Shippers of Goods, can neither fore- 
see nor prevent the Evil, nor will they have any Means 
of Redress, but by proving either Misconduct or Neg- 
ligence in the Master or Mariners of the Vessels, who 
being the Persons guilty of such Neglect, it must be 
apparent to the House, that they can never be expect- 
ed to criminate themselves: Lastly, the Provisions of 
the Bill extend not only to Vessels trading in Rivers 
where the Tide flows, but they virtually extend to all 
Inland Navigation communicating with such Rivers, 
because, in Case of Loss or Damage to Goods, it will 
oblige the Owner of them, before he can have any 
Redress from the Carrier, to prove that the Loss or 
Damage happened out of the Tideway, and it will be 
nearly an Impossibility to prove in any Case where or 
how the Loss or Damage may have happened: And 
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therefore praying the House to reject such particular 
Clauses of the said Bill as relate to Vessels navigating 
any Rivers, Creeks, Harbours, or any other Place, so 
far as the Tide flows, and not suffer the same to pass 
into a Law ; and that the Petitioners may be heard, by 
themselves, and their Counsel, against the said Bill 
passing into a Law.

Ar of the Master, Wardens, Searchers, 
and Assistants, of the Company of Cutlers, within 
Hallamshire, in the County of York, and of the Merchants, 
Manufacturers, and Tradesmen, of the Town and Neigh- 
bourhood of Sheffield, in the said County of York, was 
presented to the House, and read ; Taking Notice of the 
Bill for giving Relief to the Owners and Masters of Ships; 
and Setting forth, That the same will, if passed into a 
Law, essentially injure the Commercial Interests of this 
Kingdom, for the following Reasons: First, that it re- 
leases all Owners and Masters of Ships or Vessels from 
Responsibility for any Damage to, or Loss of, Mer- 
chandize in their Custody, which may hereafter hap- 
pen, except in Cases of Negligence or Misconduct 
by such Owners and Masters; and, although the Onus 
probandi, in Case of such Damage or Loss, is to fall en- 
tirely upon the said Owners and esters, the Petitioners 
conceive that this obviates in a very imperfect Manner 
the general Objections to the Principle of the Bill, which 
tends to endanger the Safety of Trade, and to become 
the Source of innumerable Disputes :—Secondly, That 
it also operates as an ew post Lacto Law, by releasing 
Owners and Masters of Ships and Vessels from Re- 
sponsibility for Damage of Merchandize which has hap- 
pened previous to the Time of passing the said Act, and

Shippers are unable to prevent such Losses, or reduce 
them by Insurance, the Ship Owners, by proportioning 
the Freight to the Risk, may be amply insured ; and 
that, if those, who claim for Losses against Carriers on 
Inland Navigations, are bound to prove that such 
Losses happened out of the Tideway, this Fact cannot 
in many Instances be shewn, for, as the Bill extends to 
Rivers where the Tide flows, it will also in Effect 
extend to Inland Navigations communicating with 
Rivers where the Tide flows, and the Bill, if sanctioned 
by the Legislature, would otherwise become the Source 
of much Litigation: And therefore entreating the House, 
That they will not permit the above-mentioned Bill to 
pass into a Law.

venting, and may not be able to insure against, but 
which the Ship Owners may insure against by raisin 
their Freight in Proportion to the Risk: Fifthly, if 
such Losses happen by the Negligence or Misconduct 
of the Carriers or their Servants, the Petitioners and 
other Shippers of Goods will have no Remedy but by 
proving such Negligence or Misconduct, the Difficulty 
of which will be apparent to the House, inasmuch as 
the Masters and Mariners of Vessels are the only Persons 
who are likely to prove and be guilty of the same: 
Lastly, the Provisions of the Bill extend not only to 
Ships upon the High Seas, and Vessels trading only 
in Rivers where the Tide flows, but virtually extend

upwards, charged in Execution with the Sum of £. 1,896, 
for which the Petitioner was before discharged by an 
Insolvent Act, passed in the Island of Antigua, dated 
the 24th of August 1790, and under which Act the Pe- 
titioner delivered up all his Property and Effects, and 
during which Period he has suffered continued ill Health, 
superadded to his other Misfortunes ; and that the Pe- 
titioner was expressly invited to England by the Com- 
missioners of the Navy Office, to give Evidence in an 
Indictment, by them preferred, against Messieurs Mun- 
ton and Whitehead, in the said Island, and was by them 
promised Payment, not only of all Expences incident 
thereto, but also of all Expences of his Passage and 
Stay in England pending such Prosecution; and that, 
upon his Return to England for that Purpose, he was 
proceeded against by James Fordyce, late of Clemeni’s 
Lane, but now of Throgmorton Street, Merchant, for 
the aforesaid Debt, from which he apprehended his 
Person had been previously exonerated and liberated 
by the said Colonial Act of the 24th of August 1790 ; 
and that the Petitioner has been informed, a Bill 
before the House, for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors, 
will not extend to a Sum of sufficient Extent to 
liberate him, who is in such a State of Health, and 
Habit of Body, that it is very probable his. Life 
would be much shortened if he should be suffered 
to remain longer in Confinement; and the Petitioner 
has rendered very essential Services to his Country, 
by suggesting Means of saving many Thousands a 
Year, and the Country is still receiving the same Be- 
nefit by means of his Exertions ; for the Truth whereof 
he humbly refers to the Honourable the Navy, Ord-

have been provided to defray the same; and who were 
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instructed to state an Account of the Progress that has 
been made in the Reduction of the Public Debt since 
the 5th of July 1786; of the Amount of the Sums now 
annually applicable thereto; and of the further Pro- 
gress which may be expected to be made, as far as the 
same can at present be ascertained, in the Reduction of 
the Debt now existing ; and who were also instructed 
to examine and consider what Regulations and Checks 
have been applied in order to control the several 
Branches of the Public Expenditure, and how far the 
same have been effectual; and also what Increase or 
Diminution has taken place, since the Year 1782, in 
the Number, or in the Amount, of the Salaries and 
Emoluments of different Public Offices, and whether 
any and what farther Measures can be adopted for re- 
ducing any Part of the said Expenditure, or for di- 
minishing the Total Amount of such Salaries and 
Emoluments, without Detriment to the Public Services ; 
and who were empowered to report their Proceedings, 
from Time to Time, to the House; reported, That the 
Committee had made a further Progress in the Matters 
to them referred ; and had directed him to make several 
other Reports to the House; and he read the Reports in 
his Place; and afterwards delivered the same, together 
with Appendixes thereunto, in at the Clerk’s Table: 
Where the Reports were read.

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After which, His Majesty was pleased to make a most 
Gracious Speech from the Throne to both Houses of 
Parliament, as followeth ; viz. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I cannot put an End to this Session of Parliament, 
without returning you My most sincere and cordial 
Thanks, for the Assiduity and Zeal with which you have 
applied yourselves to the important Objects which 
have required your Attention, and for the Wisdom 
and Firmness which you have manifested in the new 
and difficult Emergencies for which you have had to 
provide. 

I must particularly express the just Sense I entertain 
of the salutary and effectual Provisions which you made 
for strengthening the Means of National Defence, and 
the Measures adopted for obviating the Inconveniencies 
which were to be apprehended to Credit from the tem- 
porary Suspension of Payments in Cash by the Bank ; 
as well as of the Promptitude, Vigour, and Effect, with 
which you afforded Me your Assistance and Support in 
suppressing the daring and treasonable Mutiny which 
broke out in a Part of My Fleet, and in counteracting so 
dangerous and pernicious an Example. 

I have the Satisfaction to acquaint you, that, since 
the Accession of the present Emperor of Russia, the 
Commercial 
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Commercial En snts between the Two Countries 
have been renewed, in such a Manner as will, I doubt 
not, materially conduce to their mutual Interests. 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 

I must return you My particular Thanks for the 
liberal and extensive Provision which you have made 
for the various Exigencies of the Public Service; and, 
while I lament the Necessity which encreased them to 
so large an Amount, it is a Consolation to Me to 
observe the Attention you employed in distributing the 
heavy Burdens which they occasioned, in such a Manner 
as to render their Pressure as little severe as possible to 
My People. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

The Issue of the Important Negotiation in which 
I am engaged, is yet uncertain: But, whatever may be 
the Event, nothing will have been wanting, on My 
Part, to bring it to a successful Termination on such 
Conditions as may be consistent with the Security, 
Honour, and essential Interests of My Dominions. in 
the mean Time, nothing can so much tend to forward 
the Attainment of Peace, as the Continuance of that 
Zeal, Exertion, and Public Spirit, of which My Sub- 
jects have given such conspicuous and honourable 
Prcofs, and of which the Perseverance and Firmness of 
Parliament has afforded them so striking an Example.
